PROMISES 
TO KEEP 


Native Americans intent on honoring 
their ancestors slain on Deer Island some 
300 years ago say that after two years of 
broken promises by the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority (MWRA), 
they will finally be given the chance to 
conduct archaeological studies and per- 
form spiritual ceremonies. 
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After a meeting last week between 
MWRA officials and members of the 
Muhheconneuk Intertribal Committee on 
Deer Island, committee member Sam 
Sapiel says the MWRA, in response to the 
committee’s legal arguments, has pledged 
to live up to an agreement reached be- 
tween the two groups in December 1991. 
(The intertribal committee cites the fed- 
eral Interment and National Historic 
Preservation Acts.) 

The agreement permits the Muhhecon- 
neuks to hire their own archaeologist to 
dig for the remains of hundreds of Native 
Americans killed during King Philip’s 
War, which took place in the late 1600s. 
The island was purportedly used as a 
death camp for American Indians. 

The MWRA — which is building a 
sewage-treatment plant on Deer Island as 
part of the court-ordered Boston Harbor 


study turned up no evidence of remains 
that could be traced to King Philip’s War. 
But Sapiel says the study was incomplete 
and that the MWRA is misleading the 
public with its pronouncements that there 
are no American Indian remains on the 
island. 

In addition to conducting a new dig, 
Sapiel says, Native Americans will be al- 
lowed more access to the island so cere- 
monies may be performed “to release the 
spirits of our people who are out there.” 
The MWRA has let some ceremonies take 
place on the island in the last couple of 
years, Sapiel says, but only in restricted 
areas, with MWRA officials looking on. 

Sapiel is pleased that the MWRA is 
changing its tune, but he says the inter- 
tribal committee is not letting its guard 
down: “I don’t trust them because I know 
how they operate.” 

Though the MWRA is ceding to Native 
Americans on two of their demands, it is 
unlikely to budge on the third. The inter- 
tribal committee is calling for the MWRA 
to halt work on the sewage-treatment 
project and instead build a memorial. The 
MWRA has responded by saying it will 
consider a commemorative plaque.

KATHY POWER'S 
UNLIKELY ALLY 


The re-emergence of Katherine Ann 
Power after 23 years of living under- 
ground has re-opened the debate over 
amnesty in the post-Vietnam era — and a 
Vietnam War veteran has started a letter- 
writing campaign urging that Power be 
shown some leniency. 

During a 1970 bank robbery aimed at 
funding antiwar activities, Boston Police 
officer Walter Schroeder was killed when 
a bullet fired in his direction by one of the 
robbers ricocheted off a building. Power 
was the getaway driver. 

Prosecutors have recommended that 
Power, who turned herself in last month, 
be sentenced to eight to 12 years, and 
that she serve at least five of them in 
prison. Power, who is now besieged with 
book and movie proposals, has offered to 
turn any profits over to charity and has 
asked the late officer’s family to help de- 
termine which organizations the proceeds 
will benefit. 

The Power case has touched off a pub- 
lic debate, with some supporting her, and 
some arguing that five years is insuffi- 
cient for the crime she committed. 

But Vietnam veteran Bob Barbanti has 
launched a letter-writing campaign by fel- 
low vets on Power’s behalf, saying 
enough is enough. 

“I have been particularly struck by Ms. 
Power’s inability to forget the death of 
officer Schroeder,” Barbanti wrote to 
Suffolk Superior Court Judge Robert 
Banks. “There’s a disturbing similarity to 
my own daily feelings stemming from 
that period. I joined the Marine Corps at

age 17, on active duty from 1966 to 
1970, which included a year in 
Vietnam. . . . The sorrow and anger over 
the waste of life, especially my fellow very 
young marines, remains with me to this 
day. 

“As you recall, Presidents Ford and 
Carter chose not to pursue prosecution of 
[those who evaded the draft] in the spirit 
of national reconciliation. Her [Power’s] 
exemplary life of the last 23 years tells of 
her basic decency and points to the prob- 
ability that she is herself incapable of 
harming anyone.” 

Barbanti, who attended Power’s ar- 
raignment, has enlisted the support of the 
Massachusetts chapter of Vietnam Veter- 
ans of America, and hopes other Viet- 
nam-era vets will write letters to Judge 
Banks urging him to accept the prosecu- 
tor’s recommendation. 

The efforts by some to punish Power 
beyond the five years agreed upon by 
prosecutors for her actions as a 21-year- 
old, according to Barbanti, “are an attack 
on my sense of the reality of those years.” 


LWEFREE 
AND DIE 


By seeking to raise cigarette taxes to | 
help pay for his health-care-reform plan, 
Bill Clinton seemed to have picked the 
perfect target. Sure, Jesse Helms and the 
tobacco companies will yelp, but that 
would only increase support for the new 
levy in the eyes of most Americans. And | 
as last year’s referendum in Massachu- 
setts showed, even many smokers support | 
highér taxes. 

Now comes Joe Talbot, a two-pack-a- | 
day smoker from Lawrence, who’s 
formed the Massachusetts Statewide | 
Smoker’s Coalition. Talbot, who says he 
has about two dozen members already 
and claims he receives no outside fund- 
ing, insists: “Smokers are paying more 
than their fair share.” 

Talbot cites a study that shows smok- 
ing costs society just nine cents per pack 
in medical care and lost days from work 
— less than half the current federal tax of 
24 cents per pack. He adds that boosting 
that tax by $1, as Clinton seems likely to 
propose, would reduce the number of 
smokers and cost 8600 Massachusetts 
residents their jobs. And if the number of 
smokers dropped precipitously, Clinton 
would have to find himself another 
source of revenue. 

All this brings a bemused response 
from Richard Daynard, a Northeastern 
University professor who’s president of 


.the statewide Group Against Smoking 


Pollution (GASP). The only way the 
nine-cents-per-pack figure could be true, 
Daynard says, is if the savings incurred 
by smokers’ dying young and not collect- 
ing Social Security is figured into the 
equation. 

“If your friend in Lawrence wants to 
say, “‘We’re good patriots, we die at 65’ 
or something, that’s fine,” Daynard says. 
“Hopefully we’re a humane enough soci- 
ety that we want to keep people alive.” 

Daynard cites a 1985 federal study that 
put the cost to society at $2.17 per pack 
— which, he says, because of medical in- 
flation, has probably doubled since then. 
GASP supports a proposal by the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society, the American Heart 
Association, and the American Lung As- 
sociation to increase the federal tax by 
$2, adding, “The more the merrier.” 

As for revenues that would be lost by 
an epidemic of quitting, Daynard insists 
it wouldn’t happen. First, he says, no 
matter how high any country has raised 
cigarette taxes (in Canada, for instance, 
it’s $3 a pack), smokers keep coughing 
up. And second, even if quitting did cause 
tax revenues to drop, that would be more 
than offset by what society would save 
because of a corresponding decline in 
smoking-related diseases.

VOICES OF CONCERN 
Five years ago: September 30, 1988 
» Before MTV got to be so “green,” when bands like Mot- 
ley Criie and Whitesnake had kids drooling with admiration, 
a new band with a message caught the eye of Tim Riley. 
“Given the vulgar, self-indulgent aftertaste most rock 
videos leave you with, Midnight Oil’s ‘Beds Are Burning’ is 
an exercise in selflessness. The song voices the plight of 
Aborigines in Australia’s western desert, and with lead 
singer Peter Garrett’s feral yet compassionate wail leading 
the call, the band dramatizes the concerns of its country’s 
displaced indigenous people without seeming patronizing.” 


MONEY MATTERS 

10 years ago: October 4, 1983 

» Everyone remembers the ’80s as a time of carefree cash- 
flow, but even then economic pundits, like Michael Silver- 
stein, were pessimistic. 

“The low point of the most recent recession came last 
November. Since then, we are told by various experts, this 
country’s economy has been on the mend. 

“Most people are not really concerned with the big pic- 
ture, the macro-economics that purports to describe the 
general state of the country. Instead, they are concerned 
with their own standard of living and that of their neigh- 
bors. They want more spending money, a good-paying and 
steady job, inexpensive health care, affordable schools for 
their kids, and lower taxes. By these criteria, the future of 
the middle class looks bleak — irrespective of the overall 
direction of the economy.” 


YAH, ARNOLD 

15 years ago: October 3, 1978

Also, Lu- 
cas is reportedly a bit surprised to find the critics reading 
epic qualities into his work, because it is, in a sense, very 
small-scale: one night, one kind of turning point, one very 
tightly constricted society. Small-scale or no, this is easily 
the year’s best comedy, and one of its most substantial se- 
rious efforts, too. It’s a tough act to follow.”

25 years ago: October 2, 1968

Shestack’s answer to critics: 


A successful MFA fundraiser 


by Maureen Dezell 


useum of Fine Arts di- 

rector Alan Shestack’s 

announcement this past 

week that he’ll leave 

early next year to be- 
come deputy director of the National 
Gallery of Art, in Washington, surprised 
few in Boston’s cultural circles. 

Since taking the director’s job in 1987, 
Shestack has presided over a fiscally trou- 
bled, internally fractious organization 
that’s made almost as many headlines for 
its downsizing, its conservative culture, 
and its tightfisted trustees as for its pre- 
sentation of art. 

But Shestack is about to deliver at least 
one surprising salvo to his critics. 

The Phoenix has learned that museum 
officials plan to announce that the organi- 
zation is on surer financial footing than 
many assume. According to internal docu- 
ments, nearly 100 museum trustees and 
“close friends” pledged a total of $23.6 
million to the MFA in the first, “nucleus” 
year of its capital campaign —making 
1992-’93 the strongest fundraising year in 
the institution’s history. 

The museum development department 
plans to tap several hundred more donors 
in the coming year before it kicks off a 
massive, public fundraising drive in 1995. 
Development officials estimate the MFA 
needs to raise approximately $50 million in 
new endowment funds to ensure “financial 
equilibrium.” 

Despite the headaches and headlines 
Shestack’s experienced during his 


transformed into a new executive vice- 
president’s post that includes most of the 
managerial and financial responsibility. In 
a July memo announcing that deputy di- 
rector Mort Golden (who will serve as 
acting director after Shestack departs) 
plans to resign in October 1994, Shes- 
tack said he and the MFA board had ap- 
pointed a search committee to seek an 
executive vice-president who would be di- 
rectly responsible for managing the mu- 
seum’s operations. The museum adver- 
tised the availability of such as position 
this summer. 

If the restructuring goes ahead, it’s likely 
that MFA curators — as well as candidates 
from around the country— will apply for 
the new, more attractive, director’s post. 


ICA taps Landsmark 

The Institute of Contemporary Art (ICA) 
board of trustees this past Monday ap- 
pointed Ted Landsmark to a three-year 
term as president of the board. 

A lawyer and top-ranking City Hall of- 
ficial who’s been a Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Art administrator, gallery owner, 
and activist member of several Boston 
cultural-organization boards, Landsmark 
says he hopes to support ICA director 
Milena Kalinovska “in her work to bring 
international and local artists to greater 
prominence at the institute, and to con- 
nect the ICA to new audiences and con- 
stituencies.”

Cable customers fume over 
the rate rollback that wasn’t

is voice rising, Massachu- 
setts Congressman Ed 
Markey brandished a re- 
port from the General Ac- 
counting Office. The 
GAO, he said, found that cable-TV rates 
had increased by more than three times 
the rate of inflation since 1986, when the 
industry was deregulated. And Markey, 
chairman of the House Subcommittee on 
Telecommunications and Finance, made it 
plain he was determined to do something 
about it. 
“Clearly, if consumers 
are to receive any mean- 
ingful relief from excessive 
cable-rate increases,” he 
declared during that 
speech in the summer of 
"91, “Congress is going to 
have to provide that relief.” 
One year ago, when that 
vision became law — and 
Congress achieved its only 
override of a George Bush 
veto — consumers were 
led to believe the new bill 
would send their monthly 
bills plummeting earth- 
ward. Markey’s exploits in 
outmaneuvering the anti- 


regulatory Bush White MARKEY: author of a 
reform gone bad. 


House and the powerful 
cable lobby, which had 
conspired to kill the bill in the past, were 
widely hailed and earned him a flattering 


| profile in the Boston Globe Magazine. 


But a funny thing happened on the way 


| to the clicker. Although Congress intended 
| to roll back rates by bringing competitive 


pricing to a monopoly industry, the appli- 
cation of the bill proved an old law of 
physics: for every action, there is an equal 
and opposite reaction. 

The new measure put limits on what ca- 
ble companies could charge for equipment 
— so they recouped by jacking up some 
programming prices. And the old pricing 
structure — in which deluxe customers 
with multiple outlets subsidized the basic 
programming packages — has been re- 
placed by a system that now whacks the 
lower-end user hardest, in essence creat- 
ing a regressive rate structure. 

“In reality, the group that will benefit 
most from the legislation . . . will be cable 


subscribers who had the highest bills in the 
past,” Nashoba Cable general partner Alan 
Davis explained in a letter to the Danvers 
selectmen. “Basic only subscribers who 
have not been paying for additional outlets 
or other ancillary services will see an in- 
crease in their bills.” Town officials in 
Danvers are fuming that Nashoba more 
than doubled the cost of its cheapest ser- 
vice, forcing the mainly elderly subscribers 
who use it to pay $15.73 a month. 

These “unintended consequences,” as the 
cable industry likes to put it, have just about 
everyone screaming “Foul!”, with much of 
the blame directed at the Federal Com- 

APMWIDE WORLD munications Commission 
(FCC), which drew up the 
regulations for implement- 
ing the measure. 

“We felt the mandate of 
Congress was so clear — 
to bring rates down to 
competitive levels,” says 
Brad Stillman, legislative 
counsel to the Consumer 
Federation of America. 
“That the FCC created a 
system in which anybody’s 
rates went up is shocking.” 

A clearly chagrined 
Markey has been circulat- 
ing a “Dear Colleague” 
letter accusing the FCC of 
thwarting Congress’s in- 
tent and “snatch[ing] de- 
feat from the jaws of vic- 
tory.” This past Tuesday, 
Markey hauled the FCC commissioners 
before his committee for a tongue-lashing. 
James Quello, Bush’s holdover FCC chair- | 
man, blamed the cable companies, while 
Republicans on Markey’s committee took 
the opportunity to finger re-regulation it- | 
self as the culprit. 

In response, the FCC is now surveying 
the major cable companies to get a handle 
on the new rate structure, opening up the 
possibility that the regulations could be re- 
jiggered. “Congress is concerned about | 
what happened,” says FCC attorney John 
Hayes. “And we have to show that we’re 
doing something about it.” 

Meanwhile, the new pricing structures, 
which went into effect September 1, have 
created chaos. That these structures were 
accompanied by incredibly complex bills 
and little early warning to subscribers 
hasn’t helped.

A: a sop to broadcasters, the new cable law contains an option for “retransmis- 
A: consent,” which allows broadcasters to negotiate compensation from ca- 
ble operators in return for the right to carry their station. 

From the outset, consumer groups have warned that retransmission consent was 
a perk that could foist additional costs on cable viewers. Cable companies tried to 
prey on that fear by running ads warning that any retransmission measure “could 
result in a 20 percent surcharge on your monthly cable bill.” 

Under the new law, no retransmission-consent costs can be passed on to the 
subscriber until next year. What has ensued is a high-stakes game of chicken be- 
tween broadcasters, who can’t afford not to be on cable systems, and cablecasters, 
who can’t afford not to carry powerful local stations. The deadline for reaching 
agreement is October 6. 

Local stations that have been unable to persuade cable operators to cough up by 
deadline will not necessarily be left out in the cold: they can agree to extensions 
whereby their signal will be carried for free while negotiations continue. Although 
they would lose out on a new source of revenue, they would still be able to operate 
as before, making money through advertising.

er of Cablevision of Boston. “Our phones 
are loaded from morning till night seven 
days a week, and we apologize for that.” 

All of which leaves many observers cyni- 
cal and angry. 

“Overall, it’s a scam,” says Tobe 
Berkovitz, chairman of Brookline’s Cable 
TV Monitoring Committee, expressing a 
personal view. “It was a battle between 
three powerful institutions — the cable in- 
dustry, the broadcast and Hollywood in- 
dustry, and the government. The Congress 
did okay. The cable guys finished second 
to the broadcast guys, and the consumer 
finished a distant fourth.” 


From one pocket to the other 

The city of Cambridge is a typical exam- 
ple of what happened to cable rates under 
the new bill. The price of the bare-bones 
“basic” package increased from $9 to 
$10.08 a month, and the “standard” pack- 
age — which includes the so-called super- 
stations and major cable networks like 
ESPN, USA, Lifetime, CNN, and MTV — 
rose slightly, from $20.95 to $21.53. Many 
of the unregulated premium channels, like 
HBO, Showtime, and SportsChannel, 
jumped a buck, from $9.95 to $10.95. 

So a Cambridge resident subscribing to 
the $21.53 package and paying equipment 
charges for one remote and one converter 
box saw her monthly bill rise from $23.90 
to $24.66. But a Cantabrigian who gets 
standard service with three converter box- 
es, three remotes, and two additional out- 
lets will see his monthly charge drop from 
$45.70 to $29.06 because of major cuts in 
the cost of the remote units and the elimi- 
nation of fees for additional outlets. 

Continental Cablevision’s decision to 
drop the senior-citizen discount for the 
standard package has become a major 


| point of contention. “People are really 
| hopping on the senior-citizen discount,” 
| reports the city’s director of cable televi- 


sion, Ned Casey, adding that the “feedback 
is mostly that people are confused.” 

“Retiering” — altering the make-up of 
programming packages in response to the 
new law — is the issue in Brookline, where 
the popular Arts & Entertainment (A&E) 
channel was yanked off the “metro” pack- 
age and offered separately for $1.95. 


“We complied with the FCC regulations | 


to give subscribers more choice,” says Ca- 
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blevision of Brookline general manager | 
David Green, explaining the move. “And | 


because we’re losing revenue on the whole 
[as a result of the new bill], we need a way 
of making up that revenue.” 

Cablevision’s sister operation in Boston 


has lowered the basic rate by more than $2 | 


and raised the metro rate, which repre- 
sents the next service level, by less than $1, 
which is less regressive than what’s gone 
on in some communities. But Tom Cohan, 
director of cable communications for Bos- 
ton, says only a small percentage of the 
city’s cable subscribers get the skeletal ba- 
sic service, which essentially includes just 
over-the-air and local-access channels. 

“More people seem to be getting increas- 
es than anything else,” says Cohan, adding 
that the new law “did something good for 
two percent of the population.” Cohan says 
the city has asked the state cable commis- 
sion, which will regulate the basic pack- 
ages, and the FCC, which has responsibility 
for expanded-basic rates, to look into Ca- 
blevision’s pricing moves. And on Septem- 
ber 13, Acting Mayor Tom Menino wrote 
to Markey asking for “corrective action.” 

“People are stopping me to ask what 
happened to the effort by Congress to reg- 
ulate the cable monopoly, and why are the 
rates going up rather than down?” Menino 
stated. 


An ‘F’ for the FCC 

Consumers, politicians, the cable indus- 
try, and broadcasters whose market share 
and revenues were being eroded by the 
growing strength of cable were among the 
players who wrestled over the re-regulation 
bill. The broadcasters were particularly 
nervous: a landmark June 1991 study by 
the FCC’s Office of Plans and Policy noted 
that the “prime time viewing share of the 
three major commercial networks plum- 
meted from 93 [percent] in 1975 to 64 in 
1990,” whereas the percentage of house- 
holds getting cable skyrocketed from. only 
17 in 1976 to nearly 60 in 1990. 

Given all the competing interests, Cohan 
notes that “Congress in essence reached a 
compromise. . . . And to avoid controversy, 
you give things to administrative agencies,

and the wrong things happen.” 

“When the FCC created the regulations,” adds the Con- 
sumer Federation of America’s Brad Stillman, “they made 
two mistakes. First of all, they set the benchmarks much 
too high, and they didn’t put up a firewall between equip- 
ment revenues and cable-service revenues. In this case, I 
would lay blame at the cable operators for exploiting loop- 
holes and the FCC for creating them.” 

The infamous FCC “benchmark” — the formula used to 
determine what cable rates should be — was supposed to 
reflect pricing if cable companies actually competed against 
each other instead of functioning as local monopolies. 
Many consumer advocates, including Markey, say the FCC 
was wrong to set the benchmark at just 10 percent below 
what cable companies were charging before re-regulation. 
They assert the figure should be closer to 30 percent. 

Jeff Chester, executive director of the Washington-based 
Center for Media Education, a public-interest advocacy 
group, believes the FCC’s rule-making represented the last 
laugh for a commission staffed by Reagan and Bush ap- 
pointees, even if two of the three FCC commissioners are 
Democrats. Clinton’s choice for chairman, Reed Hundt, is 
still making his way through the nomination process. 

“Allowing the FCC to supervise cable regulation is really 
sending the fox into the hen house,” says Chester. “The 
FCC has always been a captive of the media’s lobbying 
machinery.” 

“The fact that when you get into regulation all sorts of 
things change shouldn’t surprise people who follow regula- 
tion,” responds Bill Johnson, deputy chief of the FCC’s 
Mass Media Bureau. “The benchmark was set where it was 
because that’s what the evidence produced. This is going 
to benefit the consumer as a whole, [although] it’s going to 
be a mud-wrestling contest with the industry for a while.” 


The industry fights back 

Having lost the bloody battle over re-regulation, cable- 
industry officials are only too happy to say, “I told you so.” 
They complain about having to sort through more than 
500 pages of regulations promulgated by the FCC. They 
charge that by moving up the implementation deadline 
from October 1 to September 1 and waiving the require- 
ment to notify consumers 30 days ahead of time, the FCC 
created further confusion. 

And they insist the new legislation will hit them in the 
wallet. National Cable Television Association spokeswom- 
an Peggy Laramie says that as a result of the bill, “the in- 
dustry has probably taken a $1 billion hit.” And Cablevi- 
sion of Boston’s Hank Ferris acknowledges that though 
more than 50 percent of his customers will see small in- 
creases in their bills, those customers who benefit from the 
new regulation will see dramatic decreases. 

“This is government regulation that doesn’t work,” says 
Ferris. “They’ve tried to micromanage an industry and... 
they’ve created massive confusion. Cablevision and its cus- 
tomers have been the victim of irresponsible rhetoric. . . . I 
think it was very politically driven. We were an easy mark 
for politicians.” 

That’s one major cable-in- 
dustry argument: that the po- 
litical context surrounding 
re-regulation — a consumer 
revolt against a White House 
that had sustained every veto 
— raised expectations and 
precluded any rational dis- 
cussion of its merits. Another 
holds that the bill was an at- 
tempt to remedy a problem 
that no longer exists. Cable 
operators acknowledge that 
prices skyrocketed dramati- 
cally in the ’80s, but say the 
inflationary spiral had eased 
by the time the measure actu- 
ally passed. - 

“In 1990...cable-ratein- fia ho 
creases began to slow down,” = ; 
says Laramie. “But the politi- nn 
cal system was still respond- house. 
ing to older complaints about 
rate and about cable services. That’s the nature of the pub- 
lic-policy process.” 

Cable officials also insist that with telephone companies, 
small satellite dishes, and perhaps other new technologies 
poised to enter the market, they will soon face the very 
competition re-regulation proponents said was lacking. 
Ironically, Markey himself seemed to embrace that view at 
this week’s hearing when he was quoted as saying: “You 
can... put an 18-inch satellite dish between the petunias 
in your backyard and say good-bye to your cable compa- 
ny.” But the FCC’s Johnson is skeptical. “I think if people 
knew for sure at the beginning of ’94 that real competition 
might be around the corner, they [government regulators] 
might have said okay to a few more years of extortionary 
prices,” he says. 

It should come as little surprise, then, that the much- 
touted cable bill, after a trip through the legislative and 
regulatory sausage factory, has made everyone dyspeptic. 
Consumer groups blame the FCC for sloppy regulating 
and the cable companies for perverting the bill’s intent. 
The cable industry points the finger at Congress while 
Markey and company return fire and pressure the FCC to 
crack down harder. Meanwhile, the beleaguered channel- 
surfer can only wait, watch, and pay. 

“We’re going to enter a phase of lawsuits and legal en- 
tanglements that will decide the effectiveness of the law,” 
predicts a disgruntled Ned Casey. “And I still believe this is 
going to be a moot point in the next four to five years.” Q

Two top pollsters analyze 
‘the Menino/Brett match-up

have difficulty letting the word 
‘polling’ drip from my tongue,” 
says Jack Maguire, of Maguire As- 
sociates, the Concord-based re- 
search firm that polls the Boston 
mayoral race for the Boston Herald and 
| WCVB-TV (Channel 5). 
“News-media outlets tend to focus far 
| too much attention on who is ahead by 
how many points rather than why some- 
one is doing well,” adds Gerry Chervinsky, 
of KRC Associates, the Newton-based 
pollster who works for the Boston Globe 
and WBZ-TV (Channel 4). 

But despite their misgivings, neither 
man can escape it: they are the pollsters 
— the electoral scorekeepers of the hour 
in Massachusetts politics. And though the 
public and the press corps frequently be- 
moan the influence of polls, they are de- 
pendent upon, if not addicted to, the num- 
bers churned out by these practitioners of 
public opinion each time an election day 
approaches. 

Before the November 16 mayoral elec- 
tion, both pollsters will go back into the 
field for their media clients and survey vot- 
ers’ attitudes about the finalists, Acting 


Mayor Tommy Menino and State Repre- 
sentative Jim Brett. 

“General elections are far different in 
that more people vote,” says Chervinsky. 
“Brett has a strong base but needs to make 
inroads across the city. It’s possible he can 
do that, but he has to go negative on Meni- 
no. Brett has to show himself as a guy who 
can be in control and deliver. But Menino 
fits the city better than Brett.” 

Adds Maguire: “Brett has to talk about 
himself as an independent person. He has 
to show he’s not a shill for any person. He 
has to push hard on the personal issues, 
where right now he’s not seen as strong as 
Menino — effectiveness, getting things 
done, and creating change. It’s going to 
be a tricky gambit for him with regard to 
change. He’s seen as State House, and as 
connected with Senate President Billy 
Buiger.” 

In 1968, Maguire was a liberal Demo- 
cratic candidate for the State Senate, and 
subsequently served on the Lexington 
School Committee. A former physics pro- 
fessor and dean of admissions for Boston 
College, Maguire reaches up to his book- 
shelf and grabs an old physics textbook to 
describe the Heisenberg principle — a 
theory he says is behind his fascination 
with the art of political polling. 


“The Heisenberg principle says that if 
you measure a system, you can’t avoid 
changing that system, and irretrievably 
so,” explains Maguire. “The media outlet 
reports on results, and it forever changes 
the impact of the outcome.” 

Media-published polls are the 800- 
pound gorillas of political races, and they 
are sometimes savage in their impact. Four 
mayoral candidates in Boston’s September 
21 preliminary election — Bruce Bolling, 
Chris Lydon, Diane Moriarty, and Mickey 
Roache — were segregated to “second 
tier” status early in the race because they 
did not show significant support in the 
polls commissioned by media outlets. That 
hurt their ability to raise money. It is this 
power of the polls that creates resentment 
among the also-rans and their supporters, 
contributing to the negative image many 
people have of polls and pollsters.

cent. Rufo’s aides insinuated that Chervin- 
sky’s friendships in the political-consulting 
community had caused him to cook the 
numbers. But when Chervinsky’s next poll 
showed Rufo surging at 17 percent, a poll 
of Rufo campaign-operatives found a rapid 
increase in Chervinsky’s favorability rating. 
Unlike Maguire, Chervinsky came to 
the polling business as a member of the 
news media. He began his journalism ca- 
reer in 1975 with WEEI, the former all- 
news radio station, when it was owned by 
CBS. He moved on to Channel 7, and 
then Channel 4, where he served as as- 
signment editor, political director, and 
managing editor. As WBZ’s political di- 
rector during the 1984 US Senate and 
presidential races, Chervinsky supervised 
the company’s polling. Chervinsky hired 
Ed Reilly, of KRC Associates, who, a year 
later, he says, “made me a job offer to 
come work with him and 
learn the business.”

And media polls also have drawn fire 
from leading candidates. Rosaria Salerno, 
who came in fourth, criticized the press 
coverage of her campaign largely because 
she had led the polls for much of the cam- 
paign and felt entitled to better coverage. 

The campaign of another loser, Bob 
Rufo, went on the attack against Chervin- 
sky when, one week before Election Day, 
the Globe and WBZ reported the Suffolk 
County sheriff was running at only 11 per- 


“The news media has 
its own language and its 
own attitudes,” says 
Chervinsky, who inherit- 
ed KRC in 1988, when 
Reilly jumped on board 
the presidential cam- 
paign of US Representa- 
tive Dick Gephardt. “I 
understand how the me- 
dia thinks.” 

It was KRC’s polling 
of the 1988 New Hamp- 
shire Republican primary 
that established Chervin- 
sky’s credentials nation- 
ally. KRC, working for 
the Boston Herald, pub- 
lished one of only two 
polls that showed Vice- 
President George Bush 
beating US Senator Bob Dole. (The other 
poll was a survey by CBS and the New 
York Times.) Every other published poll 
wrongly predicted that Dole would defeat 
Bush. Chervinsky was then hired by the 
Political Hotline news service in Washing- 
ton to conduct nationwide and state-to- 
state polling during the presidential sea- 
son, cementing his reputation.

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primary four years later, in 1992, that 
Maguire’s company — which specializes 
in research for colleges and universities — 
accurately predicted the Democratic-pri- 
mary results. Maguire was hired by US 
Senator Bob Kerrey’s presidential cam- 
paign to track voters in the Granite State. 
In a February 18 memo from Maguire and 
associate Bob Larkin (a former Massachu- 
setts deputy secretary of state) to Kerrey 
operatives Tad Devine and Jack Corrigan 
(both Dukakis-campaign veterans), 
Maguire predicted that former senator 
Paul Tsongas would win the primary with 
38 percent, with Bill Clinton placing at 23 
percent, Kerrey showing at 13 percent, 
and Senator Tom Harkin at 11 percent. 
The actual results were uncanny in their 
closeness to that prediction. 

But, Maguire warns, “To stand on one’s 
reputation by making a prediction one 
year is to fall the next year. There’s no way 
you can introduce all the variables neces- 
sary to make an accurate call.” 

Chervinsky says he’s usually been on the 
mark: “The only race I ever didn’t get 
right was John Silber in 1990.” (This was 
one of the raps Rufo’s operatives tried to 
use against Chervinsky.) 

Chervinsky and Maguire, though, don’t 
agree as to why the polls were wrong about 
the John Silber-versus-Frank Bellotti race 
of 1990. Virtually every pollster reported 
Bellotti, a former state attorney general, 
held a comfortable lead over the acerbic 
purveyor of “Silber shockers” in the 
Democratic gubernatorial 
primary. Yet when the 
ballots were counted, Sil- 
ber had won — and, at 55 
percent to 45 percent, it 
wasn’t even close. 

“People didn’t tell the 

truth,” Chervinsky asserts. 
“Silber was basically polit- 
ically incorrect, and peo- 
ple didn’t want to admit 
they were voting for him. 
The accuracy of polling is 
reliant on people telling 
you the truth. If people lie, 
which I believe they did 
with Silber, polling is use- 
less at that point.” 

“People don’t lie to

calling voters on the phone and asking 
whom they will vote for. 

“First,” explains Chervinsky, “you have 
to have a questionnaire that initially 
screens out people who are not likely to 
be voters. Then the sample has to be 
drawn.” 

The “sample” is the trade jargon for the 
group of individuals that is polled. 

“You are ultimately connecting with a 
representative sample of those who are go- 
ing to vote,” says Chervinsky. “In Boston, 
you don’t want a lot of interviews in the 
North End, because it’s a pretty small per- 
centage of the city’s electorate. You do 
want a lot of interviews in Dorchester, be- 
cause it’s pretty big. You have to have a 
sample that looks like the electorate.” 

Pollsters must also decide how they will 
choose their sample: from voting lists, 
telephone directories, or the random dial- 
ing of telephone numbers. 

“The only way to poll is random-digit 
dialing,” insists Chervinsky. “Anything else 
is wrong. Phone books and voter lists are 
cheaper, but plenty of people have unlisted 
numbers, and you totally eliminate newly 
registered voters. 

“In Boston, there are always new tele- 
phone exchanges being created. It was ex- 
pensive to re-do the state based on the 508 
area code. It takes time and labor. You sit 
down with it. Start with zip codes, and ex- 
changes within zip codes. You determine 
the percentage of voting population in 
those areas. It’s a math job.” 

Then there’s something called “weight- 
ing,” in which the pollster tries to com- 
pensate for any difference between the de- 
mographic make-up of the sample and 
that of those expected to vote. “You could

client was Silber in 1990. 

“The fact is that polling — that is, calling 
people on the phone — is a hazardous oc- 
cupation. You can’t get more than 50 per- 
cent of the people to tell you what they’re 
going to do. Therefore, you get a non-re- 
sponse bias. In most cases it doesn’t affect 
the race. In this case it did.” 

Pollsters do have ways of loosening up 
non-responsive people, and in 1990, 
Maguire says, those methods offered a hint 
of the outcome. For instance, one tack 
Maguire’s pollsters would take was to call 
them back and ask: “Why don’t you like to 
talk to pollsters?” Once the respondent 
had vented his spleen, the pollster would 
ask who he would vote for in the primary. 
“Although there were some people who still 
wouldn’t tell us,” Maguire says, “there 
were many who did — and those votes 
were running heavily for Silber.” 

“We've done that other times and found 
there was no difference,” says Maguire. “We 
didn’t do that in the Boston mayoral race be- 
cause there wasn’t a hidden vote there. The 
variables there were weather and methodolo- 
gies for turning out people to vote.” 

But to counter Maguire’s assertion that 
people don’t lie to pollsters, Chervinsky, 
who has polled in major cities throughout 
the country for Westinghouse Broadcast- 
ing TV stations, offers some evidence. Ex- 
amples, he says, are “cases where a black 
candidate competes with a white candi- 
date. The politically correct thing is to say 
they are voting for the black when they are 
in fact voting for the white. In the 1987 
Philadelphia mayoral race between Wilson 
Goode and Frank Rizzo, and in the 1989 
New York mayoral race between David 
Dinkins and Rudolph Giuliani, polls be- 
fore the election showed the black candi- 
dates far ahead, but they won only by very 
slim margins. 

“You also see it where there are contro- 
versial candidates whom people don’t want 
to admit they are voting for. David Duke is 
the best example.” 


Polling 101 
Polling for a political campaign is a mul- 
ti-step process that involves more than just 


do everything you could possibly do and 
look at it and say the sample isn’t quite 
reflective,” says Chervinsky, “so you 
bump it down or bump it up. 

“The hardest vote to figure out is the 
minority community. How many minori- 
ties do you include in your sample? It’s 
harder to reach people in the inner cities, 
because there’s a lower incidence of 
phones and a higher incidence of people 
living in the same household. 

“In ’83 the polls were off because Mel 
King’s vote came out in such huge per- 
centages that pollsters didn’t see. This 
year, I assumed the minority population in 
the voting populace would be higher than 
it ultimately was.” 

Asked whether he has bilingual callers to 
gauge support in the Latino community, 
Chervinsky answers, “We do have Span- 
ish-speaking interviewers, but the ballots 
are in English. In Boston you're talking 
about five percent, and a number of inter- 
views which is basically meaningless. In a 
survey sample of 400 voters, that’s about 
20 interviews.” 

Pollsters will also weight responses by 
ethnicity, age, sex, income, or any other 
variable they deem significant. But 
Chervinsky believes it can be overdone: 
“I’m a big believer in weighting as little as 
you possibly can. Sometimes, in an effort 
to be smart, you can outsmart yourself.” 

“Public-opinion polling in a city election 
in Boston is far-less relevant than in a 
statewide race or a presidential cam- 
paign,” says Boston Globe political re- 
porter Chris Black, who won the perennial 
“wiseguys’ pool” of reporters and political 
consultants by accurately predicting the 
order of the top four candidates one week 
before the election. 

Black picked Menino at 27 percent; 
Brett, 22; Rufo, 19; Salerno, 15; Lydon, 
seven; Bolling, five; Roache, three; and 
Moriarty, two. The actual results: Menino, 
27; Brett, 22; Rufo, 20; Salerno, 18; 
Bolling, six; Lydon, three; Roache, three; 
and Moriarty, one. 

In retrospect, Black’s prediction turned

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out to be more accurate than the pollsters’ scientific sur- 
veys, although they, unlike Black, had the large undecided 
vote to contend with. Chervinsky’s final published 


‘| Globe/WBZ poll had Menino and Rufo winning; Maguire’s 
'| last Herald/WCVB survey showed Salerno taking first 
|| place, with Menino right behind her. But in both polls, all 
'| four front-runners were bunched up within the margin of 
‘| error — plus or minus five percent. 


Black says voting patterns in Boston are very clear and 


| predictable, and that the turnout “is skewed by history” — 


at odds with normal statistical voting practice. In other 


‘| words, all Boston neighborhoods are not created equal 
'| when it comes to voting. 


Indeed, although analysts repeat the mantra that “orga- 
nization” made the difference for the winning campaigns, 


| the turnout in various candidates’ bases had more to do 


with cultural factors than with organization. For Salerno 
and Rufo to win, they would have had to pull their votes 
from newer residents and liberals, people, who are not as 
conditioned to participate in local elections as they are in 
national and state elections. Menino and Brett might have 
had better organizations, but they also had the easier bases 
to pull. 

The pollsters thus work to ensure that those being polled 
are those who are going to vote. Chervinsky’s polling for 
the mayoral race included a list of questions designed to 
separate the voters from the non-voters. 

“I asked if they lived in Boston, if they were registered to 
vote at that address, if they were definitely going to vote — 
or they were gone. If they didn’t know it was on Tuesday, 
they were gone,” says Chervinsky. “If they didn’t know 
where their polling place was they were gone. If they were 
undecided, we gave them another opportunity to say they 
wouldn’t vote at all, and they were gone. 

“Later we asked whether they had voted in 1991 so 
we could do an even tighter screened subset, which I ar- 
gued was important to try and get at Rufo’s and Brett’s 
organizational support. We knew Menino was going to 
win. The other three people were tied within the margin 
of error.” - 

“Salerno’s support,” he adds, “was almost totally liberal. 
Back Bay, Beacon Hill, Jamaica Plain, the Fenway, the 
South End. Those people don’t vote.” 

Says Maguire: “Rufo’s base was spread out. Salerno’s 
was liberal, a pocket here and a pocket there. In the rain 
they really don’t want to go out. They really do spend a lot 
of time out of town. And they more often say to them- 
selves, ‘What’s my one vote going to matter anyway?’ ” 


Behind the numbers 

More important than the “horse race” numbers of 
who’s ahead and by how much is the analysis that polls 
can provide to the press, the public, and — especially — 
to the candidates about how one candidate can achieve 
success. 

Maguire conducts what he calls “multi-variant” polling, 
in which he seeks to find links between issues and person- 
ality traits of the candidates: “We want to know, what is 
forcing your vote? We found trustworthiness, experience, 
and incumbency as the leading factors. Menino truly 
grabbed a hold of it. 

“We also found a strong link between the issues of 
crime and education. On education, Rufo, the anti-crime 
candidate, went dark. Brett emerged as the one who suc- 
cessfully linked crime and education. Make schools safe 
for education but go beyond the caretaking jail model for 
schools to make them places where true learning takes 
place.” 

“Brett fought pretty hard for career-based schools,” says 
Maguire. “Fighting crime by preparing kids for jobs com- 
bines the three top issues. If Brett can link crime and edu- 
cation in the final, he can win, but he also has to show in- 
dependence. Personal issues like effectiveness and leader- 
ship are also important, because people want to know 
whether you can really do something about these prob- 
lems.” 

While polling the preliminary race, Maguire invited each 
campaign to submit a five-line description of its candidate. 
Residents were asked to rank the statement “extremely 
convincing” or “not at all convincing,” on a scale of one to 
five. 

After reading each candidate’s statement, the pollster 
asked the respondent, again, who he or she intended to 
vote for. The two campaigns with the most convincing 
statements, and therefore the most effective messages, 


‘| were those of the eventual winners, Menino and Brett. 


When candidates themselves take polls, this is the kind 
of information they are looking for: what message will lead 
to victory? And is that message consistent with the leader- 
ship qualities of the candidate? 

In the 1984 race for the US Senate, John Kerry stressed 
war-and-peace issues. Polling revealed that the more peo- 
ple knew about Kerry’s experience as a Vietnam veteran 
and antiwar activist, the more likely they were to vote for 
him. This is an example of how “issues” and “personality” 
are inexorably linked in the minds of the voting public. If a 
candidate lacks the résumé or leadership qualities that res- 
onate with her or his chosen theme, all the polling in the 
world won’t help. 

It’s that kind of synergy that worked for Brett and Meni- 
no in the preliminary, and that they hope will continue to 
work for them throughout the final-election campaign. And 
ironically, Chervinsky says it was their disdain for polls, 
and their refusal to adjust their message to every up or 
down blip, that has brought them this far. 

“They didn’t waste a lot of time worrying about what the 
media or polls were saying about them,” says Chervinsky. 
“They had a plan. They stuck to their plan.” 

And they won. Q

The state’s toughest jail 
suddenly gets a lot tougher

fficials at Massachu- 
setts’s toughest prison 
are implementing a harsh 
new lock-down plan that 
is drawing the same kind 
of fire from human-rights activists that it 
did a decade ago when it was introduced 
at a federal prison. Together with other 
punishment practices recently put in place 


| at the Massachusetts Correctional Institu- 
tion at Cedar Junction, in Walpole, the 


new system will confine nearly half of the 


| prison’s 800 inmates to their six-by-nine- 
| foot cells for about 23 hours a day. 


Department of Correction administra- 


| tors contend this “fundamental change,” 


as prison superintendent Ronald Duval 


| has described it, is intended to quell in- 
| mate disturbances at the prison, common- 
| ly known as Walpole State Prison. Vio- 
| lence has increased in magnitude and 
| severity over the past couple of years, 


prison officials contend. The increasing 


| power of street-gang members, who re-es- 
| tablish their ties inside the prison, chal- 


lenging not only guards but also the tradi- 
tional inmate hierarchy, has also been cit- 


| ed as justification for the move. 


“I can say it’s in order to maintain sta- 


| bility and security at the institution and 
| provide a safer and more secure environ- 
| ment for both inmates and staff,” says De- 


| partment of Correction spokeswoman 
| Robin Bavaro. The department will not 


discuss details of the new system, she says, 
because “it’s still being implemented . . . 
and modified.” 

But human-rights activists and legal ad- 
vocates for prisoners say they know the 
system — the subject of lawsuits nation- 
wide — all too well. And, they say, it’s not 


| only inhumane, but also constitutionally 


questionable. They call its introduction the 
“Marionization” of Walpole. 

The term is a reference to the federal 

prison in Marion, Illinois, a controversial 
super-maximum-security jail opened in 
1963 as a replacement for Alcatraz. Mari- 
on holds what its administrators say are 
the federal system’s most dangerous and 
sociopathic offenders, and is the last stop 
for convicts who have demonstrated what 
prison officials call a “failure to adjust” at 
other penitentiaries. Most inmates at Mar- 
ion are locked up 23 
hours a day in con- 
crete isolation cells. 
When they are per- 
mitted to move, their 
waists, hands, and 
legs are shackled. 

For the past 10 
years, Marion has 
used a confinement 
system similar to 
the one the Weld 
administration is 
now implementing 
at Walpole, under 
which an inmate’s 
degree of mobility is 
determined by which 
of three “phases” he 
has been assigned 
to. 
Since the system 
went into opera- 
tion at Marion, two 
US House sub- 
committee hear- 
ings have been 
held to investigate 
conditions at the 
prison. Numerous 
federal lawsuits al- 
leging human- 
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process violations continue to be filed. 

In 1991, the international coalition Hu- 
man Rights Watch condemned Marion 
and the dozens of states following its lead. 
“The most troubling aspect of the human 
rights situation in the US prisons could be 
labelled ‘Marionization,’ ” the organiza- 
tion said, adding that the increased use of 
Marion-style “control units,” has led “to 
numerous human rights abuses and fre- 
quent violations of the United Nations 
Standard Minimum Rules for the Treat- 
ment of Prisoners.” 

The group was not alone in its condem- 
nation of Marion-style confinement tech- 
niques. After several years of reported in- 
mate abuses — including beatings and 
rectal searches with riot bludgeons — 
Amnesty International conducted an inves- 
tigation into conditions at Marion in the 
mid- 1980s. 

Based on the limited access Amnesty In- 
ternational was given to the facility and ev- 
idence presented in federal court, the Lon- 
don-based organization said that condi- 
tions at Marion “appear to violate the UN 
Standard Minimum Rules for the Treat- 
ment of Prisoners,” and that “certain con- 
ditions could, in their totality, amount to 
cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment.” 
Its 1987 report on Marion was one of only 
two reports that Amnesty International has 
ever issued about prisons in the US. 

Amnesty International’s other US- 
prison report, issued in 1988, concerned 
alleged human-rights abuses at the federal 
high-security unit for women in Lexing- 
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ton, Kentucky. Jan Susler, an attorney at 
the Chicago-based People’s Law Office, 
which is involved in a federal suit against 
Lexington prison administrators, calls the 
institution “a horrible underground tomb.” 

But, human-rights advocates note, it’s 
one other salient fact that makes the com- 
parisons of the Marion and Lexington pris- 
ons to the new inmate-control system at 
Walpole even more relevant and disturb- 
ing: Massachusetts’s commissioner of Cor- 
rection, Larry DuBois — who is imple- 
menting the changes at Walpole — over- 
saw operations at both the other prisons. 

DuBois was warden at the federal prison 
in Lexington from June 1987 to June 1988, 
during which time Amnesty International 
issued its stinging report of that institution. 
DuBois became the federal prison system’s 
north-central regional director following 
his stint at Lexington. As regional director, 
he oversaw six penitentiaries, including 
Marion. Governor Weld appointed him to 
his current position in 1991. 

DuBois’s background and his eagerness 
to apply his methods to Massachusetts’s 
prisons don’t bode well for a state correc- 
tion operation that has for the past two 
decades been the subject of controversy 
and countless lawsuits, critics say. 

“I think we’re going to see more cruel 
and inhumane treatment with no rehabili- 
tation,” says John Treat, coordinator of 
the American Friends Service Committee’s 
criminal-justice program. “We’re going to 
see a regressive overhaul of the Mas-

sachusetts Department of Correction, 
beginning with Walpole, and we 
could very well see this perverse car- 
rot-and-stick/reward-and-punish op- 
eratior. spread to other institutions 
within the state.” 

“In effect,” Treat says, “all we’re 
going to be doing is putting people 
back on the street who are more an- 
gry and frustrated than they were 
when they came to prison.” 

DuBois was unavailable for com- 
ment, according to Bavaro, his 
spokeswoman. 

* 

The new three-phase system at 
Walpole severely restricts inmate 
movement. Though prison adminis- 
trators decline to comment on just 
what privileges inmates now have, the 
prison’s forthcoming Inmate Orienta- 
tion Handbook, a copy of which was 
obtained by the Phoenix, provides this 
outline: 

¢ Phase III inmates are permitted 
out of their cells for up to 90 minutes 
a day (inmates say it’s closer to 45 
minutes), during which time they 
may shower and exercise. Meals are 
given to prisoners in their cells. They 
are allowed up to two visitors and up 
to one trip to the law library weekly. 
Virtually no in-prison pro- 
grams, such as Alcoholics 
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with a law-enforcement agenda, and 
we’re no longer asking what’s right 
and what works. Those decisions. are 
effectively being left to a small group 
of corrections bureaucrats without any 
guidance from the legislature and 
without any public mandate.”

The opening of the DDU was 
DuBois’s first step toward instituting 
Marion-style “control units” at Wal- 
pole. It closely resembles the notori- 
ous old DSU, known to inmates as 
“10 Block.” From the 1970s through 
the ’80s, 10 Block inmates were sub- 
jected to macings, brutal beatings, and 
restraint measures known as “hogty- 
ing” (prisoners’ hands and feet would 
be tied together behind their backs), 
according to guards, prisoners, and 
elected officials who investigated 
prison conditions. Many inmates 
spent up to 10 years in 10 Block. 

In 1988, responding to a suit filed 
against the Department of Correction, 
Supreme Judicial Court Justice Paul 
Liacos wrote a scathing opinion, rul- 
ing the department had violated the 
state constitution and laws governing 
the treatment.of prisoners. He ordered 
sweeping reforms, writing that inmates 
were-entitled to a hearing before they 
were placed in the DSU to ensure the 
decision wasn’t made arbitrarily or 
vindictively. He also said state law pro- 
hibited inmates from remaining in iso- 
lation for more than 15 days. 
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Anonymous and adult educa- 
tion, are available for Phase 
III inmates. Only a handful 
of “unit runner” jobs are 
available to them. 

Estimates on the number 
of inmates now in Phase III 
range from 135 to 200. 

* Phase II inmates are per- 
mitted to leave their cells to 
shower and exercise for the 
same amount of time as 
Phase III inmates. However, 
according to one inmate, 
Phase II prisoners may roam 
freely within the confines of 
their blocks, of which there 
are three on the Phase II lev- 
el. They’re allowed to eat in a 
dining hall, have up to four 
visitors weekly, and visit the 
law library up to twice week- 
ly. Access to jobs is severely 
restricted. 

Between 135 and 200 in- 
mates are believed to be 
housed in Phase II. 

* Phase I inmates have the 
greatest amount of freedom 
in the prison. They have ac- 
cess to jobs and night classes, 
they may use the prison yard [ . 
in the afternoon, and they [. * 
may visit the gym and shower 
in the evenings. Meals are 
served in the dining hall to 
Phase I inmates, the law li- 
brary is open to them evenings and 
weekends, and they are allowed up to 
six visitors weekly. Phase I most 
closely resembles what the prison was 
like before the recent crackdown. 

About 200 inmates are believed to 
be in Phase I. 

* Aside from inmates in the general 
population, another 124 are housed 
in sound-proof cells behind steel 
doors in the Departmental Disci- 
plinary Unit (DDU), a unit opened 
by DuBois shortly after his arrival. In- 
mates there are deprived of all con- 
tact other than with guards and, oc- 
casionally, lawyers. 

“The DDU is about as stripped 
down to the bone as you can get and 
still keep people alive,” says Jim Pin- 
geon, a lawyer for the Massachusetts 
Correctional Legal Service, which ad- 
vocates for inmates. 

Another 11 prisoners are in 23- 
hour-isolation cells in the Depart- 
mental Segregation Unit (DSU). In- 
mates who are being processed into 
the prison, classified as “Awaiting Ac- 
tion,” are usually placed in the DSU, 
according to Bavaro. 

In short, a prison that once re- 
served lockdowns only to maintain 
order after serious disturbances has 
made them standard practice. 

“What is of concern is that it really 
hasn’t been debated,” says John Rein- 
stein, legal director of the Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Massachusetts (CLUM). 
“We’ve packaged corrections policy 
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Fountain says, is the lack of any de- 
fined goals for inmates to achieve so 
they might be placed on a less restric- 
tive block. 

“There is no direction, and left on 
their own, they [inmates] are going to 
do what they’ve always done,” Foun- 
tain says. “And let’s face it, most of 
the guys in here have serious prob- 
lems, and the only way they know 
how to vent is through violence.” 

The forthcoming Inmate Orienta- 
tion Handbook offers little advice on 
how prisoners can move upward in 
the phase system. Walpole superin- 
tendent Duval, in an introductory let- 
ter to the handbook, says only that 
the administration will make the deci- 
sion based on an inmate’s “positive 
adjustment.” 

Asked to name specific criteria the 
department would use to evaluate an 
inmate’s adjustment, department 
spokeswoman Bavaro said: “I don’t 
know. Like I said, it’s still being im- 
plemented.” 

After speaking with Duval, Bavaro 
added that the superintendent, who 
consults with guards, is responsible for 
assigning inmates to appropriate phas- 
es. It’s a prospect that disturbs both 
inmates and prisoner-rights advocates. 

In 1991, when he was director of 
security at Walpole, Duval was ac- 
cused of ordering guards to turn off a 
security camera as he kicked in the 
face a prisoner who was restrained by 
handcuffs and a waist chain. 
The accusation came from a 
guard who was at the scene, 
and who later signed an affi- 
davit in support of his report. 
After an internal investiga- 
tion, Duval was cleared of 
any wrongdoing. He was 
subsequently promoted to 
superintendent. The guard is 
no longer with the system. 

Inmates say it is little won- 
der that when Duval re- 
turned from a tour of Mari- 
on with other correction offi- 
cials, he told the Boston 
Globe, “We absolutely liked 
what we saw.” 

Three inmates have already 
drafted a class-action suit 
against the state, claiming 
the Weld administration is 
pandering to the public’s fear 
of crime at the expense of 
prisoners. Just as with the 
Segregation Unit, they claim, 
prisoners’ constitutional 
rights to due process are be- | 
ing violated. Where and | 
when the suit will be filed is 
uncertain. In addition, other 
inmates are barraging the 
Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts and Massa- 
chusetts Correctional Legal 
Service with letters about the 








Though new DSU regulations were 
implemented in 1990, Pingeon says 
DuBois’s administration circumvent- 
ed them by placing inmates in the 
DDU. Inmates are still placed in the 
DDU for up to 10 years, he says. The 
Civil Liberties Union of Mas- 
sachusetts and other critics continue 
to raise legal questions about the de- 
partment’s authority to detain prison- 
ers in the DDU. 

And according to the inmates, nei- 
ther do they receive classification 
hearings — let alone an explanation 
— before being assigned to the vari- 
ous phases, meaning they often do 
not know why the administration be- 
lieves they must be locked up for 23 
hours a day. 

“They just randomly picked people 
who would be in Phases III, II, and I,” 
says Michael Fountain, president of 
the inmate-run Massachusetts Lifers 
Organization at Walpole. Fountain, 
who has been imprisoned at Walpole 
for 17 years and was placed in Phase 
I, adds, “They just shuffled the deck. 
There are people in Phase III . . . and 
they haven’t done anything.” 

The phase system, he says, has only 
heightened tension in the prison. 
“There is a real sense of anger here,” 
he says. “You’re locked in all the 
time. It’s loud. People are reacting vi- 
olently, and they’re going to continue 
to. He [DuBois] is making this place 
a real pressure-cooker.” 

Compounding the frustration,

current conditions. 

Jim Pingeon, the legal-ser- 
vices lawyer, believes the new 
phase system will be difficult to over- 
turn. Neither the US Constitution nor 
state laws prevent prisoners from be- 
ing transferred-from one level of se- 
curity to another. The best shot 
Walpole inmates have, he says, is to 
make the same due-process claims 
that were successful in the DSU suit, 
and that are now being used in the 
challenge of the DDU. Justice Liacos 
set a clear legal precedent when he 
ordered hearings for inmates being 
transferred to more-restrictive cell 
blocks, Pingeon says. 

Regardless of the legality of 
DuBois’s plans for Walpole, critics 
say that, ultimately, it will do little to 
make the streets safer. 

“It controls them [inmates], but it 
ends up causing a nightmarish de- 
gree of psychiatric illness and inter- 
nal violence,” says Dr. Stuart Gras- 
sian, a psychiatrist on the faculty at 
Harvard Medical School and an ex- 
pert on the psychiatric effects of soli- 
tary confinement. “Superficially, it 
works. There is not a lot they can do, 
no matter how sick they are. But 
what are you going to do when they 
get out? Most of them are impulse- 
ridden, chaotic people. 

“One of the crazy things about it is 
that in the end, these folks get out of 
prison. And when you put them in 
this kind of climate, you’re guaran- 
teeing they’re leaving as crazy and vi- 
olent as possible. And what kind of 
service is that to the community?” OQ

Can the middle class 
overcome its ambivalence? 


by MAUREEN DEZELL 


espite broad support for Bill Clinton’s goal of providing health security for all Americans, most 


observers say the plan could fall apart over the details. They point to obstacles ranging from spe- 


cial-interest politics to the abortion battle, from unrestrained medical costs to Clinton’s wildly 


optimistic assumption that he won’t need a major tax increase. 


Few, though, are talking about what could be the biggest stumbling block: the ambivalence that 


members of the middle class feel about offering — and paying for — universal access. Uncertainty 


over what constitutes basic health security and who deserves it looms large. How that is resolved 


could determine whether any American will ever put a health-security card in his or her wallet. 


Clinton’s far-reaching but underfunded propos- 
al accepts the great middle-class delusion that, 
simply by changing incentives and clamping down 
on waste, fraud, and abuse, we can purchase the 
kind of system virtually every other industrialized 
country finances through taxes. 

This notion appeals to our insecurity about the

growing lack of affordable health care and medi- 
cal insurance (largely justified); the hope that the 
health-care system can be reformed painlessly 
and fairly (unlikely); and the belief that if we can 
only assuage middle-class concerns about health 
insurance, an adequate benefits package will au- 
tomatically trickle down to the poor and unin- 
sured (it won’t). 

To be sure, government is likely to do some- 
thing. Even the Republicans have proposed re- 
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forms that would provide wider coverage and 
greater security. But Clinton’s grand promise to 
guarantee coverage for the middle class, extend 
benefits to the poor, and hold down costs is based 
on assumptions that simply may not prove valid. 
Clinton and some health-care experts contend, 
for instance, that universal access will involve 
cost-shifting, but that it will not create new costs 
that are overly burdensome. After all, they reason, 
the poor receive medical treatment now, often by 
showing up in hospital emergency rooms, where 
they cost the system far more than they would if 
they had coverage that provided preventive care. 
But most experts agree that Clinton proposes 
squeezing far more savings out of the system than 
is possible. Providing health care to the estimated 
37 million Americans who are uninsured, they say, 
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will therefore cost more than it does now. And a 
failure to produce new revenue will make it im- 
possible to finance the complete overhaul of the 
health-insurance system many Americans say 
they’d like to see. 

“This plan is a credit to the Clinton administra- 
tion’s imagination, ingenuity, and understanding 
of the health-care problem,” says Harvard Medi- 
cal School economist Rashi Fein. “But it is most 
probably underfunded. 

“Without a broad-based tax, they’ll have to 
phase in the plan over a longer period of time. 
The populations that are most expensive to care 
for [the uninsured who’ve gone untreated; people 
with pre-existing conditions like cancer or AIDS] 
won't ever quite get into the system, but will con- 
tinue to keep up its costs.We won’t get reform of 
finance. Reform of the delivery system will take, 
optimally, a decade, but in reality, two decades.” 

Trying to slow the rise of health-care costs with 
long-range phase-ins and schemes such as paying 
for the training of fewer medical specialists will 
take decades to affect the overall system, says 
Fein. He likens such plans to “trying to cool off a 
very large bathtub with a cup of cool water.” 


UNIVERSAL ABSTRACTION 


Public-opinion surveys indicate Americans 
overwhelmingly support universal health-care 
coverage — in the abstract. 

John Benson, deputy director of the Harvard 
Program on Public Opinion and Health Care, has 
conducted polls to gauge the level of public sup- 
port. “We and many others have been asking, 
‘Would you support health-care coverage for 
all?’, and two-thirds say, ‘Yes.’ Sixty-five percent 
say they’d be willing to pay more for it,” he says. 
“But most of that support drops out when you 
talk about paying more than $20 or $25 a month 
— which isn’t a whole lot of money.” 

Some of the reluctance to pay for health-care 
entitlement reflects the perception that those 
without insurance are mostly poor and members 
of minority groups — a perception that feeds 
into middle-class ambivalence about universal ac- 
cess, Benson says. In a March 1993 survey in 
which the Harvard pollsters asked respondents to 
describe uninsured Americans, 48 percent identi- 
fied “poor people” (most of whom are covered by 
Medicaid) as the main group lacking coverage. In 
fact, the majority of the uninsured hold jobs, and 
are thus not eligible for Medicaid. 

The public also seems untroubled by the notion 
of forcing the poor to pay for services that the 
middle class receives coverage for under most 
employer-supported health plans. For example, 
only 13 of the 50 US states require Medicaid 
coverage of abortions, according to the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America. 

“Our research shows that while the majority of 
people want legal access for abortion, they’re not

worse than it was before. 


Lesbian and gay health advocates around the 
country are quick to commend the Clinton plan on 
a number of counts. 

“We certainly welcome the president’s initiative 
on health-care reform,” says Cornelius Baker, di- 
rector of public policy and education for the Na- 
tional Association for People with AIDS (NAP- 


* WA). “We think the program is progressive in 


providing comprehensive coverage exclusive of 
employment status and pre-existing conditions.” 

The plan’s universality, even if compromised by 
price and other barriers, would go a long way to- 
ward correcting some of the inequities in the 
health-insurance system. 

Traditionally, lesbians and gay men have been 
disadvantaged by employers’ and insurance com- 
panies’ failure to recognize their family relation- 
ships. “We don’t have the right to be claimed as 
one another’s spouses and dependents under the 
old system,” says Ruth Finkelstein, director of pub- 
lic policy at the Gay Men’s Health Crisis (GMHC), 
in New York, the world’s largest AIDS service or- 
ganization. “So one really key thing that’s in the 
Clinton plan for us is universal coverage.” 

Insurance companies would no longer be able 
to screen applicants for certain diseases, like HIV, 
and denying them coverage if they come up posi- 
tive. The president’s plan would also eliminate 
what’s called “experience rating,” the process by 
which insurance companies determine premium 
prices depending on an individual’s past claims. 

“We are badly affected by experience rating,” 
says Finkelstein, “both because we have to buy in- 
surance as individuals and because of the prob- 
lems that differentially affect our community, like 
HIV and AIDS, breast cancer, substance abuse, 
and mental health.” 
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hen Bill Clinton announced his health-care-reform proposal, 250 million Americans 
seemed to ask in one voice: “What does it mean for me?” 

The president tried to answer a lot of those questions at a campaign-style “town meet- 
ing” in Tampa, Florida, the next night. But how the plan will affect the health care provid- . 
ed to lesbian, gay, and bisexual Americans is something that went largely unaddressed. 

In fact, for the gay-and-lesbian community the plan is one of those “good news/bad 
news” combinations. The good news is that if you’re a legal resident, you’re covered. The 
bad news is that if you’re already covered, your care under the Clinton plan might be

Insurers would be barred from setting up arbi- 
trary limits on coverage, or from charging differ- 
ent rates for people who live in certain neighbor- 
hoods or who hold particular jobs. (Currently, in- 
dividuals who work in professions tagged “homo- 
sexual” — like florists and waiters — have a diffi- 
cult time getting coverage because they’re per- 
ceived to be at high risk for HIV. In some states, 
including Massachusetts, legislation prohibits this 
discrimination, though such laws are difficult to 
enforce. In other states, the practice is common- 
place.) 

Other positive points, say lesbian and gay ac- = 
tivists, are the plan’s proposal to cover drugs (pa- 
tients would pay $5 for each prescription) and 
mental-health treatment (up to 30 outpatient ses- 
sions a year of either psychotherapy or substance- 
abuse treatment, as well as two inpatient stays a 
year of up to 30 days each). 

“We're pleased that the plan recognizes as a goal -- 
treating mental health on a par with physical health,” 
says Mike Isbell, director of the Lambda Legal De- 
fense and Education Fund’s AIDS Project. 

But for all that recommends Clinton’s plan, it 
also raises a number of questions about how les- 
bians and gay men will be treated, especially if » 
they have HIV and AIDS. 


LIMITED CHOICE 


Advocates fear the plan would create a two-tier > 
medical system in which poor people and those 
with chronic illnesses receive services inadequate 
to their needs.

excited about the government paying for 
it,” says Benson. “If you ask people if 
Medicaid should pay for abortions for the 
poor, the majority say ‘no.’ The answer 
has been ‘no’ on a national health plan 
too, except in polls in which the abortion 
question has been framed explicitly in 
health terms — for example, to save the 
life of the mother.” 

And Americans are loath to support 
much, if any, coverage of treatments they 
consider imprecise or unproven — inter- 
ventions ranging from mental-health care, 
to in vitro fertilization, to chiropractic 
treatment, according to Fein. 

Despite considerable evidence showing 
the long-term benefits of psychotherapy 
on both mental and physical health — 
and the fact that as a form of preventive 
care it saves long-term hospital costs — 
many people consider it “something for 
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an effete group,” says Fein. “There’s a 
feeling on the part of a lot of Americans 
that people should just grit their teeth and 
shape up.” 

There’s also a feeling among health- 
care-reform observers that Clinton’s pro- 
posal to cover half of the cost of 30 outpa- 
tient mental-health visits yearly won’t be 
expanded for a very long time, despite 
promises to the contrary.

In vitro fertilization isn’t covered in the 
Clinton plan. 

Chiropractic and other so-called alter- 
native health-care treatments aren’t men- 
tioned explicitly in the president’s proposal 
either, and Benson says they “aren’t really 
important” to most Americans’ thinking 
about health-care coverage. Their propo- 
nents face an enormous challenge in trying 
to see them written into whatever finally 
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passes muster on Capitol Hill. 

Even though one in seven Americans 
lacks health insurance, only one in 14 of 
those who responded to the Harvard poll 
said people without insurance were “peo- 
ple like yourself.” 

“There’s a tendency for people not to 
think of the uninsured as being like them,” 
says Benson. “So lack of insurance tends 
not to be a moving concept except in the 
abstract sense. That’s powerful, but not as 
powerful as when the average :niddle-class 
white guy looks at the problem and says, 
‘That could be me.’ ” 

Clinton is acutely aware that members 
of the middle class have increasingly found 
themselves uninsured or stuck in a job be- 
cause they can’t get insurance elsewhere 
— or know people in those situations. And 
Benson says the president’s got to contin- 
ue playing to this sense of “there but for 
the grace of God go I.” Otherwise, he 
says, health-care security becomes less a 
compelling problem than an “issue of the- 


oretical fairness.”

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Another danger is that the middle class 


| will likely reject a proposal that extends 
| coverage to everyone if it means limiting 
| certain benefits, curtailing the freedom to 


choose hospitals and doctors, and jacking 
up patient co-payments. 

And without widespread popular sup- 
port for universal coverage, Clinton is like- 
ly to have to cave in to Republican de- 
mands to abolish or loosen the employer 
mandate or the proposed caps on health- 
care spending, say Benson and other ob- 
servers. 

If that happens, health-care security will 
exist in name only — as it does in Massa- 
chusetts today 


MASS. PROMISES 


In the heady days of former governor 
Michael Dukakis’s presidential campaign, 
the Massachusetts legislature passed a uni- 


| versal health-coverage law requiring all 
| employers to provide health insurance to 
| their employees; those who didn’t would 


have to pay a tax. 
In part to appease small-business own- 


| ers, who claimed variously that they vol- 


untarily paid their employees’ health in- 
surance or that they’d go broke under the 
universal health-care law, the employer 
mandate, originally scheduled to go into 
effect in 1988, was postponed until 1992. 

In 1991, encouraged by pressure from 
Governor William Weld and by their own 
sertse that the fiscally strapped state could 
no longer afford such luxuries as universal 
health coverage, legislators postponed the 
employer mandate until 1995. 

That retreat contributed significantly to 
what’s become a dearth of affordable cov- 
erage in Massachusetts. In 1991, the com- 
monwealth ranked fourth in the nation in 
the number of people it added to its ranks 
of uninsured, according to data gathered 
by the Employee Benefits Research Insti- 
tute. 

Premium and out-of-pocket costs for 
insured Massachusetts residents have risen 
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dramatically at the same time. A Boston 
University School of Public Health study 
of state employees’ family-health-insur- 
ance costs showed they nearly tripled be- 
tween 1988 and 1992, according to BU 
professor Alan Sager. A study Sager and 
his BU colleagues conducted this year 
found that health-care costs in Massachu- 
setts have risen from 13.5 percent of per- 
sonal income in 1988 to 18 percent in 
1993. 

“When you look at the Clinton plan’s 
‘phasing in’ of things like substance-abuse 
treatment and mental-health coverage by 
2001, this begins to look like a Massachu- 
setts-like plan in terms of promises made,” 
says State Representative John Mc- 
Donough (D-Boston), the legislature’s ac- 
knowledged health-care expert. 

Those who worry that Clinton’s propos- 
al moves too quickly or allows consumers 
and employers too few choices in selecting 
insurance plans and health-care providers 
“have to look at where we’re going five 
years from now,” contends McDonough. 
“Choice is a vanishing reality. Even today, 
70 percent of employers with fewer than 
100 employees offer no choice at all in 
their health plans. Next year, we'll pass the 
$1 trillion mark in national health-care 
spending. That’s up from $234 billion in 
1980. Nobody’s going to have choices. No 
one will have room to move.” 
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Confidence in Clinton’s ability to rally 
public support for his health plan is shaky 
— albeit much stronger than it was before 
his dramatic speech to Congress. 

That speech, coupled with the momen- 
tum he’s created, has underscored how 
singular an overhaul of health care would 
be. It may help generate interest, excite- 
ment, and the surge of support he needs 
to to survive the tidal wave of Republi- 
can, conservative Democratic, and spe- 
cial-interest opposition he’ll face in 
Congress. 

What Clinton wants, and most Ameri- 
cans say they support, is a health-care 
package that involves a complete reshap- 
ing of the social landscape. It will take a 
sea change in the public’s sense of respon- 
sibility for that to happen. gO 
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In all likelihood, low-income people will 
be able to get their care only through 
health-maintenance organizations, the 
cheapest of the options the Clinton plan 
But HMOs may present a

Within the plan, there are provisions and 
mandates that attempt to address the spe- 
cial needs of certain populations. States are 
allowed to designate minority groups as 
“vulnerable populations,” and designate 
“essential providers” to cover them. 


| Whether those categories would apply to 
| lesbians, gay men, and bisexuals is unclear. 


ETTELBRICK: why do sav- 


ings come at women’s expense? 


Most of the essential providers would be 
public hospitals and community health 
clinics, which have traditionally shouldered 
most of the burden of caring for low-in- 
come patients. Gay-and-lesbian health cen- 
ters — where they exist — could be desig- 
nated essential providers by their state gov- 
ernments. The Fenway, for example, would 
be a candidate for such designation. That 
prospect seems unlikely in the vast majority 
of states, however. In Colorado, for in- 
stance, where a referendum approved last 
fall prohibits anti-discrimination protec- 
tions for lesbians and gay men, such a des- 
ignation may even be illegal. 

“We believe that 
there should be a 
national mandate 
for the provision of 
health care to gays 
and lesbians as a 
‘vulnerable popula- 
tion,’ as with any 
other disenfran- 
chised group,” says 
NAPWA’s Cornelius 
Baker. “We’re con- 
cerned about the 
possibility of ghetto- 
ization, but we think 
it allows a strong 
community-based 
approach to health.” 

GMHC’s Fin- 
kelstein says lobby- 
ists for the gay- 
and-lesbian com- 
munity are expend- 
ing too much effort 
trying to win “es- 
sential provider” 
designation for par- 
ticular clinics and 
not enough advo- 
cating for more les- 
bian- and gay-sen- 
sitive care within the entire system, com- 
menting sardonically: “I love everyone’s 
assurance that they’re going to be an ‘es- 
sential provider’!” 

Also of concern to health advocates is 
how lesbian and gay families would be cov- 
ered under the plan. “If you have a lesbian 
family with kids, and one mom works full- 
time and gets benefits and the other mom 
works in the home and doesn’t get bene-

and gay health advocates is what would 
happen to people with HIV and AIDS un- 
der the Clinton plan. 

Because most people with HIV start off 
poor or become poor as a result of their 
illness, many are insured by Medicaid, a 
federally funded program administered by 
the states. That program, which provides 
prescriptions at 50 cents each in most 
states and requires no co-payments for 
doctors’ visits, has helped many people 
with HIV receive quality care. 

Should the Clinton plan become law, 
many of the people now eligible for Medi- 
caid may be moved into HMOs and other 
managed-care programs. Managed care, 
though, tends not to work well for people 


with chronic, life-threatening illnesses be- 
cause, as Mike Isbell, of Lambda, puts it, 
“HMOs incorporate powerful financial in- 
centives to undertreat patients with ongo- 
ing medical needs.” 

Instead of allowing patients to seek out 
the care they need, as is possible under 
Medicaid, many HMOs employ general 
practitioners who act as “gatekeepers.” 
Their permission must be secured for a 
patient to see a specialist — and patients 
are rarely referred to specialists outside of 
the HMO. But few HMO doctors special- 
ize in treating people with HIV. 

Moreover, HMO subscribers have, his- 
torically, been under-enrolled in clinical 
drug trials, in which people with HIV can 
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get access to experimental drugs. 

This is of utmost concern to advocates. 
“We're not clear whether there will only be 
one infectious-disease specialist in a low- 
cost plan and whether there’ll be a nine- 
month waiting list to see that person,” says 
AIDS Action’s Greenwald. 

In addition, Greenwald says, under 
Clinton’s plan, the cost of prescriptions 
and doctors’ visits may be prohibitive for 
many people with HIV disease. “On the 
low-cost plan right now, it will cost $5 a 
prescription and $10 per doctor’s visit. 
That’s way out of hand for a person living 
on SSI [a Social Security program for the 
disabled], who may be receiving $500 a 
month to live on, and taking eight different 
drugs and needing several doctor’s visits a 
month.” 

The problems don’t stop there. Under 
the Clinton plan, insurance companies 
would only cover the cost of drugs when 
they are used to treat the specific diseases 
the US Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) has approved them for. But many 
people with HIV use what are called “off 
label” drugs — medications that have 
been FDA-approved for the treatment of 
other diseases but that work well in the 
treatment of HIV. “We need to make sure 
that off-label drugs are covered,” Green- 
wald says. 

Advocates for people with HIV urge 
that programs like the Ryan White CARE 
Act, which provides funding for drug re- 
imbursement and other services for people 
with HIV, not be dismantled before the ef- 
fectiveness of the Clinton plan can be as- 
certained. “If in three years we see the 
plan is effective, then we can ease off the 
program. But that can’t be done initially, 
because we just don’t know if the program 
is going to work,” says Greenwald. 

Finally, advocates want to know what 
kind of confidentiality protections will be 
available in a national, computerized sys- 
tem. 

“Because the finance system will be 
linked with the public-health system,” says 
NAPWA’s Cornelius Baker, “data can be 
entered into the information highway. 
That can open up a whole range of issues 
and can lead to further discrimination. So 
we’re concerned that confi dentiality has to 
be ensured.” QO

Relaxing? Think again. On many of New England’s 
crowded beaclies, peace and tranquility are about all 
that’s missing until after Labor Day. Same goes for the 
quaint seaside towns and villages adjacent to those 
sandy shores, which teem with tourists from around 
the world each summer. 

But once the crowds clear — and officials in these 
communities say that doesn’t happen these days until 
after Columbus Day weekend — these vacation spots 
assume an appealing stillness. The pace on the streets 
is unhurried, anc’ beaches are barren fields of sand. 
Coastal waters are warm enough for swimming 
through the first weeks of Ociober, and forests remain 
brilliant well into November. 

To add to the appeal, keep in mind that most hotels 
and virtually all inns and guesthouses slash their rates 
some time after mid-October. Traffic is manageable, 
and the wait to get into your favorite lobster house 
may have disappeared altogether. 

With that in mind, here are 10 ideas for weekend 
trips to cities and towns you may associate with sum- 
mer, but should get to know better in the crisp air and 
golden light of October and November. We’ve tried to 
describe a bit about the personality and attractions of 
each community, but for more details and other lodg- 
ing and dining suggestions, call local Chambers of 
Commerce or pick up a copy of Frommer’s New Eng- 
land ’93, a superb, info-packed travel guide. 

A word or two about money. The lodging rates 
quoted are for weekends between Columbus Day and 
Thanksgiving (weekday rates are often 10 or 20 per- 
cent lower), and don’t include tax. Bear in mind, too, 
that some restaurants listed here close during the week 
and shut down for the season altogether after Thanks- 
giving. Check the local newspapers to see what’s open. 
And as the TV commercial says, always call ahead. 


MASSACHUSETTS 
Upper Cape Cod: Falmouth 


This town on Buzzards Bay may have more than its 
share of chain motels and fast-food restaurants, but it 
somehow manages to retain the atmosphere of an old 
New England seaside town, complete with a charming 
village green. Falmouth likes to promote its strong 
sense of history. If you’re overcome by a wave of patri- 
otism while visiting, you can stroll past 16 Main Street, 
the home of Katherine Lee Bates, composer of the 
song “America the Beautiful.” You can’t go inside, 
though, since a private citizen lives there now. 

Most visitors to Falmouth will want to do their 
strolling along the town’s 12 miles of beaches. If you 
own a bike, bring it along. Falmouth’s Shining Sea 
Trail is a 3.6-mile path that wends past the shore and 
through the woods. It starts at Locust Street and Mill 
Road. 

If you need further reasons to consider Falmouth for 
a weekend away, try these: if the highway traffic isn’t 
heavy, you can drive there from Boston in a little 
over an hour; and compared to some of the 
more chi-chi seaside communities in New 
England, a weekend in Falmouth is a 
bargain. 

Where to stay. There are plenty of 
motels in and around Falmouth, many 
of which stay open year-round. If 
money is tight, try the Great Bay Mo- 
tel (485 Main Street; 800-498- 

5410). Although located in a com- 
mercial area, the motel is close to the 
beaches and:to both downtown Fal- 
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mouth and nearby Woods Hole. Best of all, the rooms 
are a wallet-pleasing $35 per night. 

You can choose from among a variety of bed-and- 
breakfast inns as well. In 1849, a Yankee sea captain 
decided to build a plantation-style home as a 
wedding gift to his bride, a belle from New 
Orleans. The result was Mostly Hall 
(27 Main Street; 508-548-3786 or 
800-682-0565). The origin of the 
name has a cute story (hint: the 
house has lots of corridors). Lo- 
cated near Falmouth’s village 
green, Mostly Hall is set off 
from the road on over an acre 
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RS off Gay Head, on Martha’s Vineyard: in October, they find nothing but peace, tranquility, and a few crashing waves. 


Chatham is that it’s home to the only winery on Cape 
Cod, Chatham Winery (Route 28; 508-945-0300), 
which offers tours and has a retail shop and tasting 


room. 


Where to stay. Most of the lodging that 
stays open past Columbus Day in Chatham is 
on or around busy Main Street. The Cran- 
berry Inn at Chatham (359 Main 
Street; 508-945-9232 or 800-332- 

4667) is a traditional clapboard house 
with 18 rooms, each appointed with 
antiques or reproductions. Some of 
the larger rooms have working fire- 
places. Rates range from $85 to

veranda and a garden gazebo. 
Each of Mostly Hall’s six guest 
rooms has a queen-sized 
canopy bed. Off-season rates 
are $80 per night. 

Where to eat. The Quarter- 
deck (164 Main Street; 508- 
548-9900) is open for lunch and 
dinner. Though the atmosphere is 
nautical, the menu isn’t limited to 
seafood. Along with a number of Por- 
tuguese dishes (try the chourico, or Por- 
tuguese sausage), there are sandwiches and 
dinner entrees; the latter start at $9. 

Coonamessett Inn (Corner of Jones Road and Gif- 
ford Street; 508-548-2300) is a 1796 building 
perched atop a hill overlooking Jones Pond. The inn 
boasts two dining options. Eli’s is a lounge with low- 
price entrees. The main dining room is slightly more 
formal, with entrees starting at $13.95. Seafood — 
like the lobster medley, a dish of lobster meat sautéed 
with seasonal vegetables and served over pasta with 
tomato beurre blanc — is the specialty. 


Mid-Cape: Chatham 

You could say that Chatham is a town of extremes. 
That’s certainly true of its geography. As you gaze at 
the Atlantic from Chatham Light, on Shore Road, 
you’re standing at just about the eastern-most tip of 
Massachusetts. Looking out at the quiet beach below 
and the Atlantic beyond, you can appreciate the tran- 
quility of nature, as well as its brute force — you’ll see 
Nauset Beach, the sand bar that forms Chatham’s 
barrier beach, which was split in half by ocean swells 
in 1987. 

Walk down Chathaim’s Main Street — the town’s 
business and historic district —- on a summer day and 
you'll see another kind of extreme, as in extreme 
preppiness. As you make your way past clothes stores 
and craft shops, you’ll see enough alligators (embroi- 
dered on the sport shirts of passersby, that is) 
to stock a swamp. Come autumn, 
though, the crowds thin out, leaving 
, this pretty (some might say pricey 
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pay Tay and cute) New England village a 
Bs iy more pleasant place to visit. 
Sg. There’s more to Chatham than 
Ae shopping. Bird-watchers and 
anyone who enjoys pristine na- 
ture can take a tour of 
Monomoy National Wildlife 
Refuge until late November 
(call 508-349-2615). A less-

For a bit more solitude, try the 
Seafarer of Chatham (Main 
Street and Ridgevale Road, Route 
28; 508-432-1739). This is a 
modern motel, a short drive from 
downtown, with the personality of a 
country inn. Rooms, which are 
priced in the $80 range, open onto a 
quiet garden and are decorated with 
folk-art touches, like hand-stenciled 
borders. Chatham’s main beaches are 
within easy walking distance. 

Where to eat. The Chatham Squire 
Restaurant (483-487 Main Street; 508-945-0945) is 
crowded and chaotic in-season; off-season, the mood 
at this long-time Chatham favorite is much more re- 
laxed. The food is reasonably priced and quite good, 
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too. Go for lobsters and steamers. 

There are several fine-dining restaurants in 
Chatham (the Impudent Oyster, at 15 Chatham Bars 
Avenue, is one), but the best dining on the entire Cape 
may be in neighboring Brewster, at Chillingsworth 
(2449 Main Street, Brewster; 508-896-3640). Critics 
gush over the contemporary French dishes dreamed up 
by chef-owner Robert Rabin. The menu changes 
nightly. Service is attentive and informed, but not snot- 
ty. Your bill, however, will remind you that this is a 
first-class restaurant: dinner for two will cost at least 
$100. Reservations are required. 























Upper Cape: Provincetown 


If Chatham’s emblem is an Izod alligator, then 
Provincetown’s is a pink triangle. This town, at the 
end of Cape Cod, has one of the highest per capita 
gay-and-lesbian populations of any community in the 
country. The lure of uninhibited living attracts visitors 
from all over the world, making P-town easily the 
most cosmopolitan part of the Cape. Its pleasures are 
many — a fascinating history, good restaurants and 
nightspots, lots of stores and art galleries — but can 
be as simple as a leisurely walk down MacMillan 
Wharf. 

Although there’s plenty going on in downtown P- 
town, one of the best things you can do is leave it be- 
hind — on a rented bicycle, bound for the bike trails 
that snake through ine dunes outside the village. You 
can pick up scrne wheels at Arnold’s (329 Commer- 
cial Street) <r Tim’s Cycle Shop (306 Commercial

Street). The trails will take you to Race Point, a Na- 
tional Seashore beach with rollicking surf and long 
stretches of open sand. 

Where to stay. The Meadows Motel & Cottages 
(Bradford Street Extension; 508-487-0880) is a bud- 
get-conscious option. Nothing elegant here: just a 
quiet, clean motel, a short walk to Herring Cove 
Beach, and not too far from downtown. 
Rooms are only $50 a night; two couples can 
rent a cottage for a mere $65. 

For a bit more money, you can get a lot 
more pampering at Bradford Gardens Inn 
(178 Bradford Street; 508-487-1790). Set on 
a hill with a half-acre of gardens, the Bradford 
has eight rooms in its main building, as well as 
four cottages and two townhouses. Many of the 
rooms have working fireplaces. Rates run from $90 
to $165 until November 1, when they drop $10. The 
price includes a gourmet breakfast, which might fea- 








actually call ahead to reserve. Entrees start at $14. 
The café upstairs is more casual and occasionally 
features live music. 


North Shore: Rockport 

It’s doomed to be known as the “other” Cape, but 
this shouldn’t make Cape Ann any less attractive to 
Bostonians looking for a seaside getaway. And 
Rockport, at the very edge of Cape Ann, is a highly 
accessible getaway; indeed, you can hop into your 
car in the city and be there in less than 45 minutes 
or take the commuter rail (call the MBTA, at 722- 
3200, for a train schedule). 

Cape Ann has long been known as an artists’ 
colony. Though the days of Winslow Homer, Childe 
Hassam, and Maurice Prendergast — all of whom 
painted the people and sights of these rocky coastal 
communities — are past, Cape Ann is still known 
for its many galleries. Whale-watching is also big. 
Cape Ann Whale Watch, in neighboring Gloucester, 
boasts a 99.5 percent sighting record, and operates 
until the end of October. Call (508) 283-5110 or 
(800) 877-5110 for reservations. 

Bar-hoppers will probably want to skip 
Rockport: it’s a dry town. You can, however, 
bring your own booze to most restaurants. 
Where to stay. The Peg Leg Inn 
(2 King Street; 508-546-2352 or 
800-346-2352) has been popular 
for years, and it’s easy to see why. 
Located on the ocean’s edge, the 
Peg Leg is a five-minute 
walk from downtown, and 
rooms start as low as $60 
off-season.

The Mews Restaurant & Café (429 Commercial 
Street; 508-487-1500) is a good choice for a 
dressier evening.

The 
menu is extensive, highlighted by traditional dishes 
with exotic flourishes, like lobster won ton 
dumplings in basil-cream sauce, which some diners

For a more romantic evening, make reservations 
at the Glass Verandah (96 Granite Street; 508- 
546-7795), which is located in the Yankee Clipper 
Inn. As the name implies, this restaurant is set on a 
porch with lots of windows, offering beautiful vistas 
of Sandy Bay. The menu is heavy on seafood; 
stuffed lobster is the specialty of the house. 


The Islands: Martha’s Vineyard 


Prediction: the First Family’s 10-day visit to 
Martha’s Vineyard last August will turn 
this lovely island into one of the hottest 
vacation destinations in the country. 

Long-time summer tourists must be 
cringing at the prospect of an already- 
crowded paradise becoming completely 
overrun. Islanders who don’t make their liv- 
ing off tourism can’t be too enthused, either.

Martha’s Vineyard before the big boom next year. 
There are seven towns on the Vineyard, each with 
its own character. Edgartown is ritzy, Oak Bluffs is a 
mecca for black tourists, Menemsha is a relatively 
undisturbed fishing village, and Gay Head is an offi- 
cial Native American township. There are plenty of 
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C y CLIN G through Nantucket Town. 


bike trails criss-crossing the island for sight-seeing; 
you'll find a good selection of two-wheelers at An- 
derson’s Bike Rentals (Circuit Avenue Ex- 

tension, Oak Bluffs; 508-693-9346). 
Where to stay. Lodging on the Vineyard 
tends to be expensive, but you'll find reason- 
ably priced comfort at the Island Inn (Beach 
Road, Oak Bluffs; 508-693-2002 or 800-462- 
0269), especially if you can wait a few weeks. 
After November 1, the Island Inn offers rooms for as 
low as $65 a night. Four friends can share a cottage, 
with two bedrooms, a kitchen, a fireplace, and 

beamed ceilings, for $150. 

There are dozens of quaint inns on the Vineyard, 
but they don’t get much more peaceful and remote 
than the Outermost Inn (Lighthouse Road, Gay 
Head; 508-645-3511). You'll pay dearly for the quiet 
and solitude — fall rates range from $135 to $160 a 
night (that is, if you can get a room; only five are open 
in the fall). In return, you get a simply furnished room 
with plenty of windows, which offer jaw-dropping 
views of the Atlantic. It’s a short walk to the beach and 
the burnished red-clay cliffs of Gay Head. The Outer- 
most is set off from the road on a secluded 
tract, an ideal spot for lying around in one of 
the inn’s hammocks or sitting on its wrap- 
around porch. A bit of trivia: the Outermost 
Inn is owned by James Taylor’s brother Hugh. 

Where to eat. Here are two Vineyard 
restaurants that received the presi- 
dential seal of approval last Au- 
gust. The Black Dog Inn 
(Beach Street Extension, Vine- 
yard Haven; 508-693-9223) is 
located right on the harbor. When 
Clinton ate there, he had a bonito 
(a tuna-ish fish) caught by a staff 
waitress earlier that day. The dinner menu is long and 
changes every night. Entrees start at $12, but many 
customers order simply a bowl of soup and several 
appetizers, such as a plate of littlenecks and quahogs 
or the seafood antipasto. (Note: Vineyard Haven is a 
dry town, so BYOB.) 

Clinton’s pal Vernon Jordan hired the Oyster Bar 
(162 Circuit Avenue, Oak Bluffs; 508-693-3300) to 
cater President Bubba’s birthday party. Nice idea, but 
a better gift would’ve been a table reservation for Bill 
and Hillary. Though this chi-chi bistro is cafeteria- 
noisy, it’s exceedingly romantic, with a dim, neon-lit 
ambiance. The menu changes weekly, but might in- 
clude a lobster pan roast, seafood risotto, or gumbo 
filé. Entrees range from $22 to $28; after Columbus 
Day, no credit cards are accepted. 


The Islands: Nantucket 


Noted travel writer Jan Morris called Nantucket 
Town, the main village on this island, “perhaps 
the most beautiful small town in North Ameri- 
ca.” Few who've visited would quibble, although 
some might point out that the town isn’t exactly 
Main Street, USA. Nantucket Town was built on 
the profits of whale-oil merchants. (The only whales 
you’re apt to see these days are on the slacks of some 
vacationing banker.) In the modern age, Nantucket 
has been sustained by the wealth of its tourists and 
summer residents. 
Everyone from ferry captains to innkeepers will tell 
you that fall tourism has boomed on Nantucket over 
the last decade. Mild weather and warm waters 
keep the beaches busy, but the bike trails are less 
crowded, since there are fewer families around 
with small children in tow. Leaf-peepers take note: 
the forests of Nantucket boast gold and sienna leaves 
for weeks after trees have gone bare on the mainland. 
Where to stay. There are hotels, guesthouses, and 
bed-and-breakfasts all over Nantucket Town, but 
many contacted were booked through the end of Oc- 
tober; others close for the season in November. A 
good bet, then, is the Jared Coffin House (29 Broad 
Street; 508-228-2405), which stays open year- 
round and has 60 rooms spread out over six build- 
ings. The main house was built in the Federal style in 
1845, and the entire hotel evokes the mood of that 
era (although one building is under 30 years old). 









Room rates start at $85. The Jared Coffin has two 
good restaurants — Jared’s and the less-formal Tap 
Room. 

If you can get away during the week, consider the 
deal the Jared Coffin is offering this fall: for $330, a 
couple gets two nights’ lodging, breakfast and din- 
ner both days, plus round-trip airfare from Hyannis 
— as long as the trip falls between Sunday and 
Thursday. 

Where to eat. The Brotherhood of Thieves 
(23 Broad Street; no phone) is a pub with a good 
variety of beers that attracts locals and tourists 
alike. In-season, the kitchen offerings are mostly 
limited to burgers and chowder, but off-season the 
menu expands to include full dinners. Diners sit at 
long, communal tables; some evenings, there’s live 
folk music. 

A former rooming house, 21 Federal (24 Broad 
Street; 508-228-2121), was renovated and re-opened 
as a restaurant in 1985. It’s been thrilling Nantucket’s 
fine-dining crowd ever since. The mood isn’t too 
stuffy, but the menu (which changes weekly) is decid- 
edly dressed-up, with delicacies such as Hudson Val- 
ley foie gras with Champagne grapes and grilled hal- 
ibut with black-bean sauce and citrus salsa. Entrees 
begin at $18. 


NEw HAMPSHIRE 
Portsmouth 


This city, on New Hampshire’s tiny coastline, is 
very much a year-round town, with something for ev- 
eryone. Hard-core shoppers can use it as a base for 


their forays into factory outlets in Kittery, just over the 
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S TR AW R Y Bank: history-buff heaven. 


Maine border. History buffs will want to explore 
Strawbery Banke (Marcy Street; 603-431-1100), a 
10-acre “outdoor museum” made up of nine buildings 
(the oldest dates back to the 17th century) preserved 
to capture the spirit of four centuries of American life. 
Lager-heads will want to visit Portsmouth Brewery 
(56 Market Street; 603-431-1115), New Hampshire’s 
only brew pub. 

Portsmouth has lots of nightlife, including live the- 
ater and music. Look for R&B at Rose’s (80 State 
Street; 603-436-9715) and local rock acts at Nor- 
ton’s, in Kittery (Route 1; call 207-439-7892 for di- 
rections). Oh, yes, Portsmouth has a waterfront — 
and a picture-postcard one at that. 

Where to stay. The Sheraton, conveniently locat- 
ed downtown (250 Market Street; 603-431-2300), 
is less glitzy than one might expect a Sheraton to 
be. It books up early, however, so for similar 
comforts and amenities, try the Sise Inn (40 
Court Street; 603-433-1200). A restored 112- 
year-old Queen Anne-style Victorian with 34 
rooms and suites, the Sise Inn is a luxury hotel 
located on the edge of downtown. Room rates start 
at $99 ($89 after October 26) and include a break- 
fast buffet. 

Where to eat. Portsmouth is filled with good 
restaurants. The aforementioned Portsmouth Brewery 
has everything from burgers and burritos to blackened 
salmon. The State Street Saloon (268 State Street; 
603-431-4357) serves up burgers, prime rib, and 
seafood, plus some good Italian dishes, all very rea- 
sonably priced. 

For a more romantic atmosphere, the Oar House 
(55 Ceres Street; 603-436-4025) is an upscale 
seafood-and-steak house in a rustic setting. Entrees 
start at $14.95; house specialties include seafood 
bouillabaisse and tournedos of beef. The upstairs din- 
ing room overlooks Portsmouth Harbor. 


MAINE 
Ogunquit 
Even if all you did in Ogunquit in the off- 
season wasto take a stroll along 
Marginal Way, it would be worth the 
hour or so it takes to drive there 
from Boston. The mile-and-a- 
half-long path is a winding, 
gentle slope alongside a 
quintessential stretch of Maine 
coastline. There are plenty of 
spots for stopping to take pho- 
tos or to soak up some sun. 
During the summer, shopping is a 
favored pastime in Ogunquit, but many stores 
close in the fall. There’s plenty of activity, however, 
at Perkins Cove, the picturesque bay. on one end of 
Marginal Way. A couple of good clam shacks, some 
shops, and a busy boat landing keep tourists and lo- 
cals buzzing in and out of the cove. 
No weekend in Ogunquit is complete without hav- 
ing Sunday brunch at the Cliff House (Bald Head 
Cliff; 207-361-1000). The buffet-style meal costs 
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$7.95, but the view of the Atlantic crashing against 
the craggy cliff is worth much, much more. 

Where to stay. One of the best deals in Ogunquit is 

at Seacastles Resort (42 Shore Road; 207-646- 
6055). In the off-season, rates are as low as 
$43 a room; the luxury of a penthouse can be 
had for just $85. The lofts, which easily sleep 

six and cost just $65 a night, might be the best 
bargain of all for a group. Guests can enjoy 
an indoor pool and Jacuzzi. 
One thing Seacastles lacks is a view of the 
Atlantic (though you can sneak a 
peak of blue from some of the 
penthouses). For a few dollars 
more, you can request an ocean vista at the An- 
chorage Inn (55 Shore Road; 207-646-9384), 
which is located on Marginal Way. A modern re- 
sort with an indoor pool, sauna, and two hot 
tubs, the Anchorage offers oceanfront rooms 
for $90 and $95. 

Where to eat. Pull into the parking lot at Jack- 
ie’s Too (Perkins Cove; 207-646-5177) and 
you’re apt to stumble across a painter trying to 
capture the cove on canvas. You can enjoy the 
same view, without getting paint on your hands, 
from Jackie’s deck. You should also enjoy 
lunching on a lobster roll, for $8.95, while 
you’re there. 

If you’re splurging, Arrows (Berwick Road, 1.8 
miles from downtown; 207-361-1100) serves extrava- 
gantly delicious dinners. The vegetables come from 
Arrows’s own garden, and the desserts are home- 
made. The chef even home-cures the prosciutto, 
which might be served with black mission figs and a 
raspberry-mint purée or as an antipasto with smoked 
artichokes. Menu highlights include Asian-style grilled 
tenderloin, sautéed local bluefin tuna, and pan-fried 
rainbow trout with chantrelle and shiitake mushrooms 
in a rosemary vinaigrette. Bring a sense of adventure, 
along with your credit card. 


RHODE ISLAND 
Newport 

Anyone who’s been to Newport in the summer can 
understand why a columnist for the Newport Daily 
News calls it “Zooport.” This small city, with a year- 
round population of 28,000, turns into a magnet for 
Topsiders and BMWs. Unfortunately, all those Ivy 
Leaguers and yacht owners don’t always act with 
much gentility. Last Fourth of July weekend, for in- 
stance — when 100,000 tourists invaded Newport — 
police made 118 arrests. 

That’s why the locals long for fall each year, and 
why autumn is a better time to visit this seaport. You 
won’t have to wait in line (at least not in as long a 
line) to see Newport’s biggest attraction, the grand 
(some might say gaudy) mansions that line Bellevue 
Avenue and Ocean Drive. Call the Preservation Soci- 
ety of Newport County (401-847-1000) for infor- 
mation about visiting the Breakers, Rosecliff, and the 
other “summer cottages” (as the mega-rich of the 
day called their elegant colossi). After touring the 
mansions, take the Cliff Walk past their backyards, 
with stunning views of Rhode Island Sound. 

In the evening, you can board a boat that truly 
rocks. Bad Bob’s (Waite’s Wharf; 401- 

848-9840) is a former fishing trawler 

that’s been permanently docked and 

turned into a three-story nightclub. Some 

of Boston’s best bands — Cliffs of 

Dooneen, O Positive, Bim Skala Bim — 
have played on Bad Bob’s boat. 

Where to stay. If you’re on a budget, 

try the Pilgrim House Inn (123 Spring 

Street; 401-846-0040 or 800-525- 

8373), which is downtown and has room 

rates starting as low as $65. Then again, if you’re on a 

budget, what are you doing in Newport? 
Seekers of luxury should know that there are sev- 
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eral large hotels in Newport, including a Marriott 
(25 America’s Cup Avenue; 401-849-1000) and the 
Newport Islander Doubletree Hotel (Goat Island; 
401-849-2600), which, as the address implies, is lo- 
cated on an island just off Washington Square. For a 
bit more intimacy, and for about the same price, you 
might try the Villa Liberté (22 Liberty Street; 800- 
392-3717), which has an intriguing week- 
end package from mid-October to mid- 
November. For $199 per couple, the 
Liberté offers two nights in a room with a 
queen-size bed, a fruit basket, and a feast 
of hors d’oeuvres on Saturday afternoon. 
Where to eat. Even in the off-season, 
there’s a line at the Brick Alley Pub (140 
Thames Street; 401-849-6334), probably 
because you can get just about anything 
you’re in the mood for, whether it’s an 
omelet or a twin-lobster dinner. The atmo- 
sphere is casual, with memorabilia-lined 
walls. Dinner entrees start at about $10. 

The White Horse Tavern (corner of Marl- 
borough and Farewell Streets; 401-849-3600) is the 
oldest continually operating tavern in the United 
States (it dates back to 1673). This is no shot-and-a- 
beer pub, however. The White Horse has three inti- 
mate dining rooms and is known for its rack of lamb, 
Chateaubriand, and grilled lobster. Entrees start at 
$22. Jackets are required for men, and reservations

season but hike, bike, and enjoy its natural beauty. 
Sounds like heaven, doesn’t it? The landscape is made 
up of small ponds and low hills, dramatic bluffs, and 
long, sandy beaches. 

The 1000 or so year-round residents are welcom- 
ing enough, but they’re determined to maintain the 
beauty and calm of their island. They preach the 
virtues of low-impact tourism to visitors, so don’t 
litter, don’t climb the dunes, don’t bring your car, 
and don’t rent a moped. Block Islanders are vocal 
about their distaste for the buzzing two-wheelers — 
they make too much noise, and inexperienced

moped riders frequently get into acci- 
dents. Plan on renting a bike instead; 
look for the Old Harbor Bike Shop, 
near the ferry. 

Where to stay. The Blue Dory Inn 
(488 Dodge Street; 401-466-2254) is a 
quiet, 100-year-old Victorian guest- 
house with a back door that opens onto 
a beach. It also has several separate 
cottages; ask about the tiny, one-room 
Doll House. Off-season rates range 
from $75 to $95 per night and include 
a Continental breakfast. This fall, the 
Blue Dory is offering an irresistible 
long-weekend special: book a two-night 
stay and the third night is free. 

The Hotel Manisses (Spring Street; 
401-466-2421), built in 1870, is consid- 
ered by many to be the prettiest hotel on 
the island. The Victorian building was 
renovated 20 years ago, and though the 
hotel is decorated with antiques, many

rooms have modern touches, like 
Jacuzzis. The Manisses has the best 
restaurant on the island (see below). 
You'll pay for the privilege of all this luxu- 
ry — rooms start at $143. 

Where to eat. As the fall wears on, more 
and more restaurants close their doors until 
the next summer. For lunch, a good bet is 
the bustling Beachhead (Corn Neck Road; 
401-466-2249), a popular Block Island 
hang-out. The menu is made up mostly of 
bar food: sandwiches, burgers, and the like. 
The prices, like the food, are very palatable. 

The dining room at the H.»tel Maniss- 
es (Spring Street; 401-466-2836) is 
open daily through the end of October.

Nantucket-bound ferries depart daily from Hyannis at 9:15 a.m., 2:45 p.m., and 
8:15 p.m. The ride takes about two hours and 15 minutes. One-way fares are 
$9.75 per person, and $65 per car. Again, reservations for cars are recommended. 


Flights between Boston and Nantucket take about an hour, and are offered by 
Delta Business Express (800-345-3400), Continental (800-525- 
0280), Northwest (800-225-2525), USAir (800-428-4322), and 

Cape Air (800-352-0714). 

Ferries to Block Island depart from Point Judith, Rhode Island, 
four times daily (three times after October 24). The trip takes 
about an hour and 10 minutes. Fares are $6.60 one-way or 

$10.50 round-trip for adults, and $3.15 one-way or $5 round- 

trip for children. The one-way fare per car is $20.25, $40.50 

round-trip.

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The North End goes upscale

he upscale Italian menu has 

become so pervasive that it’s 

even penetrated the North 

End, once the fiercely de- 

fended enclave of red sauce 
and value-conscious dining. Il Nido has 
discarded the traditional trappings of pre- 
tense in this part of town — effusive ser- 
vice, operatic background music, stage- 
set decor — for their contemporary sub- 
urban equivalents, such as expensive sal- 
ads, sun-dried tomatoes, double-digit 
pasta, and a variety of desserts. 

The inherent conservatism of dining out 
theoretically requires me to defend the old 
values against these digressions, but my 
nostalgia for plastic grapes on the wall has 
never been great, and I have a hard time 
arguing against any food-centered strategy 
that involves a decent tiramisu. In fact, I 
won’t even trouble Il Nido about the lower 
prices at competing trattorias over on 
Salem Street, because II 
Nido has some North End 
amenities that they have 
abandoned, such as reserva- 
tions. If you’re coming out 
into the rain from an after- 
noon circus performance on 
Fan Pier, a no-clowning- 
around reservation in the 
North End is worth anything 
they want to charge for veal. 

The first thing you notice 
inside Il Nido is the flicker- 
ing light from an open brick 
oven. Because of fire codes 
and anxious neighbors, the 
oven is not wood-fired. But 
the gas flame casts an or- 
ange glow that enhances the 
basket of crusty, whole- 
wheat bread. I doubt that the 
bread is baked on the prem- 
ises, but it has a yeasty tang 
that combines with the sight 
of fire to make us hungry and happy about 
the prospect of satisfying that hunger. 

What's actually cooked in the oven are 
pizzas. We had the simplest, the “Marg- 
herita” ($8.95), with tomato sauce, 
cheese, and fresh basil. It was larger than 
most single-serving pizzas, thus some- 
what justifying the price. As compared to 
the better North End pizzas, it was almost 
competitive: a classic Boston thin-crust 
pizza with some browning on the bottom 
and a deliciously sticky topping. A little 
more gas in the oven and some very excit- 
ing things could happen with this pizza. 

One might start conventionally — with 
the soup of the day ($4.50). Ours was a 
very convincing pasta-and-bean in a clear 
stock. The insalata multicolore ($4.95) 
would do Benetton proud. It has all the 
fashionable greens (and the red leaves, 
too) in a perfect vinaigrette, with only a 
pink tomato to mar the effect. The insalata 
di Cesare ($4.95) has real garlic-anchovy 
taste on good romaine, with only over- 
sized croutons to disturb one’s enjoyment. 
The grated cheese, as always in the North 
End, seems completely superior to what is 
served in any restaurant elsewhere. 

The antipasto della locanda ($7.95) is 
apparently a shifting selection. Though 
ours had no particular seasonal reference, 
it was excellent — highlighted by grilled 
squid tubes (tough but tasty), giant Sicilian 
green olives, and superb grilled eggplant 
slices. Marinated roasted red bell peppers, 
slices of cucumber and melon, and mari- 
nated green beans were also appetizing. 

The menu lists 10 pasta entrees. Our 
linguine del pescatore ($12.95) came to 
the table perfectly al dente, topped with a 
simple tomato sauce clearly influenced by 
the juices of the mussels, clams, and scal-

lops, and by some wine. The simple ziti al 
pomodoro ($9) had al dente pasta and a 
light tomato sauce, but the price is high for 
a dish that’s really for a child or a tourist. 

A mixed-seafood grill ($16.25) brought 
substantial quantities of swordfish, 
shrimp, and scallops, all in a rather heavy 
char, which worked better than one might 
expect. In general, burned meat has a 
nicer aroma than burned fish, but these 
particular seafoods actually liked a little 
blackening. The garnish was a comple- 
mentary mixture of (seasonally sweet) 
zucchini, (always slightly bitter) broccoli 
rabe, and sliced potatoes that seemed nei- 
ther boiled, nor fried, but perhaps baked 
without sufficient fat. They looked good, 
but tasted more healthful than good. 

A similar healthfulness weakened the ap- 
peal of our cotoletta impanata ($14.50), 
basically Wienerschnitzel, or veal scalop- 
pine without sauce. Some genius has fig- 
ured out how to pan-fry a breaded veal 
steak without using much oil, and thus has 
produced a dish as dry and disappointing 
as a no-fat chocolate cookie. 
Our waiter had suggested 
the alternative version with 
the capers and butter sauce, 
and he was right. I don’t 
know that I’ve ever criticized 
a restaurant for insufficient 
grease before, but if you 
stick around long enough on 
this job, you see it all. 

The grilled breast of 
chicken ($11.50) had the 
serious char of the grilled 
fish, perhaps to even better 
effect. I did experience 
some tendency to reach for 
barbecue sauce, which of 
course isn’t there. Northern 
Italians serve fruit mustard, 
which is not so different 
from barbecue sauce, with 
grilled stuff. Maybe Il Nido 
should make some fruit 
mustard. The portion was 
two small breasts, and they made a nice 
dinner with the zucchini rabe and pota- 
toes. Since the fashionable dish these days 
is roast chicken, I imagine the chef might 
try a few of these in that brick oven. 

Il Nido has an all-Italian wine list, all bot- 
tles priced over $15 and running up the 
scale. The years are not listed. No problem 
in the reds, where Italian wines excel at all 
levels, and our old friend, Dessilani spana, is 
$16. But the whites, which people want with 
much of this food, are not so easy, though 
we enjoyed our Plozner pinot grigio ($21) 
of what turned out to be the year 1991. 

Where II Nido really breaks with local 
tradition is in serving varied desserts. 
Tiramisu ($4.75), the loose cake assem- 
bled from ladyfingers, is not so rare a treat, 
but Il Nido’s, one so clearly soaked in 
espresso and sauced with chocolate, is rare 
and choice. Then there was a plum torta 
($4.50), a little sweet and bready, but tru- 
ly seasonal and delicious. Arance caramel- 
late ($4.50) is a plain vanilla platter of or- 
ange slices enhanced with a light caramel 
sauce and a few strings of chocolate frost- 
ing, yet this makes a tremendously re- 
freshing and effective dessert. A poached 
pear ($4.50) is imbued with wine, coated 
with caramel, and dabbed with créme 
fraiche as thick as sour cream. Excellent 
cappuccino ($2.75) and coffee ($1.10). 

Even with the oven, II Nido’s appearance 
does not justify its prices. Swirling patterns 
on the oilcloths clash with floral patterns on 
the banquettes. An arched opening leads to 
nothing special. None of this would matter 
at lower prices, but if Il Nido has neither 
bargain prices nor innovative dishes, nor 
an especially pleasant-looking room, then 
all it has is reliability and reservations.

month ago today, on August 31, WGBH Ra- 
1 closed out its fiscal year and breathed a 
sigh of relief: it had surpassed its fundraising 
goal of $250,000 for the last eight months by $1444. 
That’s a scant margin of victory, particularly since the 
goal was no greater than that of the same period a year 
ago. But times are tough for getting money from people 
under no obligation to give it, and the goal-setters took 
that into account. More important, the positive results 
came as WGBH experimented with pledge-free 
fundraising by not running any extended pledge pleas 
during the eight months. 
Instead, the eclectic radio station at 89.7 on your 
FM dial took about 30 seconds now and then to re- 





It was a qualified success, according to Roberta 
MacCarthy, the station’s director of development and 
marketing. “The good news is that we feel that we got 
strong support from our members. What I am slightly 
concerned about is our ability to maintain our member- 
ship levels and go forward into the future.” 

Over the year, member contributions increased to 
’GBH. But only 400 new people signed on. MacCarthy 
was aiming to bring on 1000. For the moment, because 
the attrition rate among members was less than usual 
— only 12 percent did not renew — this shortage of 
rookies is okay. For the long term, such small incoming 
numbers would be very damaging to the station’s health. 

These results are similar to those of a pledge-free test 
by ’GBH TV six years ago, when it worked the first 
year but failed the second because nobody new came

Radiohead’s debut CD, Pablo Honey (Capitol), has 
more going for it than a solitary hit single, and it’ll be 
interesting to hear how some of the material trans- 
lates live. “Stop Whispering,” anchored by a web of 
gorgeous, wiry guitar lines, evokes some of the shiv- 
ery majesty of U2’s early days. The devilish, churning 
guitar in “Ripcord” skitters happily between off-kil- 





on a vaguely sinister surf-pop line — it’s like a candied 
version of “Paint It Black.” Other songs — like “Gep- 
petto” and the alternative-radio hit “Feed the Tree” — 
are carried along by dense, whirling spirals of sound. 

Belly’s lyrics can be weird, and not in the best possi- 
ble way. (What does “Feed the Tree” mean, anyway?) 
But the sound is so terrific — and Donelly’s breathy, 
pink-chiffon vocals are so captivating — that it’s best 
to let the words drift, undigested, into the subcon- 
scious. Belly radiate a just-about-mature star quality; 
Radiohead make good pop out of adolescent self-con- 
sciousness. A little glam, a little glum: it’s a double bill 
that might be worth going steady for, even if just for 
one night.

Everything in A Bronx Tale, Robert De 

| Niro’s directorial debut, you’ve probably 

seen somewhere else. Still, De Niro 

breathes life into these familiar scenarios, 

directing himself and others with a sur- 

prisingly sure hand. (One reason it’s so 

sure may be that the cast consists almost 

entirely of amateurs, who bring a great 

deal of naturalness and neighborhood fla- 

vor — and who also must have offered 

few ego challenges to the veteran actor 
and movie professional.) 


De Niro has apparently been paying 
close attention to his own frequent director 
Martin Scorsese. The comparison is in- 
escapable, even setting aside the gangster 
theme. De Niro has borrowed many of his 
mentor’s touches: a sense of period and 
place (in this case, 1960 in the Belmont 
section of the Bronx, home of Dion and the 
Belmonts) deriving from a meticulously re- 
created neighborhood set (De Niro shot 
entirely on location, in Queens) and an ex- 
tensive period soundtrack (Italian-Ameri- 
can pop crooners and doo-wop singers for 
the early ’60s; the Beatles, Jimi Hendrix, 
and Wilson Pickett for the late 60s). 
There’s also a colorful line-up of support- 
ing players with faces rich in character (in- 
troduced in Scorsese-like lengthy tracking 
shots), and a theme of moral education. 

Bronx is a labor of love for De Niro, 
who also co-produced, and it shows some 
personal touches that mark the film as 
more than a Scorsese knockoff. Like many 
of the actor’s recent performances, it 
keeps plugging away, suggesting a placid, 
intelligent surface, then erupting with 
shocking fury. (Also, the teenage lead 
bears a strong resemblance to De Niro, 
and the subplot about the Italian-American 
protagonist’s romance with a black girl has 
several parallels in De Niro’s own life.) 

But the film belongs as much to Chazz 
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Palminteri, who adapted the screenplay 
from a one-man play based on his own 
childhood experience, when he sat on his 
front stoop and witnessed a fight that end- 
ed in murder. Like the young Palminteri, 
the boy Calogero (played with self-assur- 
ance at age nine by Francis Capra, and at 
17 by Lillo Brancato) idolizes the sharp 
wiseguys on the corner. They compete for 
his attention with his bus-driver father, 
Lorenzo (De Niro), who proves his man- 
hood in less glamorous, less violent, more 
mundane ways every day as he struggles to 
put food on the table. 

Palminteri himself played feckless gang- 
sters in Oscar and Innocent Blood; here 
he’s based his character, the mobster men- 
tor Sonny, on a character from his own 
youth. Sonny tries to reward Lorenzo for 
Calogero’s refusal to rat on him; Lorenzo 
turns down the money, even though the 
family could use it. Sonny, however, goes 
on to transcend his flashy gangster ni- 
hilism and become almost a tragic figure. 
He knows he’s more feared than loved; he 
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anticipates his own doom, and he advises 
young Calogero not to follow in his path. 
He and Lorenzo both realize that 
Calogero’s slacker pals are even more dan- 
gerous an influence than he is, since they 
buy further into the mobster myth (and 
are racist yahoos, to boot). By the end, 
Lorenzo works up a grudging admiration 
for this adversary. 

It’s these friends who twist the other- 
wise standard Flamingo Kid—meets—Good- 
Fellas plot. When Calogero courts a black 
classmate named Jane (Taral Hicks), his 
thuggish buddies threaten to bring the ro- 
mance to a violent end. As blacks and oth- 
er outsiders appear in the neighborhood 
and the schools, the Italian-American kids 
react with brutality, and though Calogero’s 
role in the melees is peripheral, Jane for- 
gives him too easily. This subplot is the 
least organic part of the story; it seems to 
belong in another movie. Aside from that 
misstep, Bronx remains on solid, if well- 
trod ground, and it suggests a bright sec- 
ond career for De Niro. g

omewhere between the 

coy minimalism of Jim 

Jarmusch and the wry ni- 

hilism of Samuel Beckett 

lies the world of Finnish 
filmmaker Aki Kaurismaki. No other film- 
maker can spread one existential joke over 
80 minutes with as much finesse and 
poignance; films like J Hired a Contract 
Killer and Leningrad Cowboys Go America 
have their punch lines implied in their ti- 
tles and in the hangdog resignation of 
their beleaguered heroes’ faces. 

Although life may be a joke, we expect 
something more in movies. Despite his wit, 
irony, and simplicity, something seems to be 
lacking in this director’s best work. A story, 
perhaps — some narrative beyond the se- 
| ries of comic catastrophes and absurd coin- 
cidences that make up the average Kauris- 
maki film. Or maybe characterization — 
some psychological development beyond the 
mute contemplation of life’s hilarious disas- 
| ters that serves as the peak of emotion for 
| the average Kaurismaki character. 

La vie de Bohéme doesn’t offer either of 
| these, but it probably comes as close as the 


filmmaker should; it’s his fullest and most 
satisfying film to date, retaining his deli- 
cate, austere balance of pathos and farce 
while allowing him to progress beyond his 
basic character-in-a-crazy-situation sce- 
nario. An updating of Henri Murger’s 
episodic novel about artists on the fringe 
in 1840s Paris, it cuts through the mawk- 
ish and histrionic excesses that Puccini la- 
dled onto the original in his opera and re- 
duces the book to a string of spare anec- 
dotes — each shaped with exquisite tim- 
ing, mood, and details into a pristine dra- 
matic arc — punctuated by blackouts, and 
building almost imperceptibly to a conclu- 
sion of surprising power. 

That power is largely due to Kaurisma- 
ki’s cast, a collection of some of the great- 
est faces in cinema. André Wilms as the 
writer Marcel Marx looks like a cross be- 
tween William Burroughs and Dennis Hop- 
per, his hawklike intensity muddle by bewil- 
dered, close-set eyes, desperate prevarica- 
tion, and a perpetual air of inept indigna- 
tion. His magnum opus, The Avenger: A 
Play in 21 Acts, has been rejected by every 
publisher, and his landlord is evicting him. 

Fleeing to a cafe, he meets Rodolfo 
(played by Kaurismaki regular Matti Pel- 
lonpaa, who with his drooping-into-de- 
spondency moustache is a dead ringer for 
the French artist Henri Rousseau), an ex- 
patriate Albanian painter who can’t quite 
finish his masterpiece, Crossing the Red 
Sea. The two talk over wine and a two- 
headed trout and return to Marcel’s apart- 
ment, which they find has been taken over 
by Schaunard (Kari Vaananen), a bearish 
composer working on his symphony The 
Color Blue As an Influence on the Arts. 
The three bond instantly, forming a con- 


spiracy against the hostile world of credi- 
tors and bourgeois taste. 

None of them has any talent: Marcel’s 
work is bad Balzac, Rodolfo’s canvases are 
bad Chagall, and Schaunard’s music is bad 
John Cage as played by Victor Borge. What 
they do have is a knack for survival; if their 
audacious con jobs invariably fall through, 
their perverse good luck usually bails them 
out. When Marcel needs a coat for a meet- 
ing with a publisher (director Sam Fuller, 
in a churlish cameo), a tuxedo-clad sugar 
magnate played by Jean-Pierre Léaud steps 
into the garret to have his portrait painted 
by Rodolfo. Marcel gets Léaud’s jacket and 
a big advance, and Rodolfo gets 1500 
francs and a chance to take his beloved 
Mimi (Evelyne Didi) out to dinner. Even 
when a pickpocket lifts Rodolfo’s wallet, a 
fellow diner played by director Louis Malle 
pitches in to pay his check. 

Soon the trio have achieved some stabil- 
ity; as Rodolfo points out, with art “selling 


like hotcakes,” they’re “almost making as 
much money as porters,” and even the 
prospect of marriage and families doesn’t 
seem beyond consideration. But fate steps 
in to save them from complacency, and a 
wheel of misfortune strips them of all 
comforts and returns them to the void. 

By that point, though, Kaurismaki has 
managed a remarkable feat: the sly wit and 
dark hilarity percolating throughout the 
film metamorphoses into wrenching 
pathos. His abrupt cuts, long takes, outra- 
geous juxtapositions, and arresting details, 
which have served up to now to underscore 
life’s absurdity, begin without warning to 
illuminate life’s sublimity and pain. Sent 
from a sick bed to gather flowers, Rodolfo 
returns to find tragic proof of the old saw 
ars longa, vita brevis. The bouquet of flow- 
ers dropped to the floor says all there needs 
to be said on the subject; Kaurismaki is still 
the master of the punch line, except this 
time no one will be laughing. Q

orget Home Alone. Forget 
Macaulay Culkin and his 
cartoon resourcefulness (and 
cartoon sadism). He doesn’t 
know from real abandon- 
ment, real hardship. He had it easy com- 
pared to King of the Hill’s Depression-era 
protagonist Aaron Kurlander (Jesse Brad- 


ford), who’s locked in a room alone for 
endless days, with no way of knowing 
when (or whether) he’ll see his father, 
mother, and brother again. No credit 
cards, no pizza delivery, no video games. 
No food. 

Sound like a story told by your cranky 
grandfather? In a way, it is. Based on A.E. 
Hotchner’s memoir of his boyhood in 
1930s St. Louis, King of the Hill has the 
air of a tale told the way a child experi- 
ences it, but filtered through the recollec- 
tions of old age. It has the glow of memory 
without the sentimentality of nostalgia. It 
rings true, and you wind up giving even 
the more fanciful-seeming elements the 
benefit of the doubt because of the ex-

traordinary nature of the times and the au- 
thority of the storyteller. 

That the storyteller in this case is the 
young filmmaker Steven Soderbergh, who 
lets the events unfold without first-person 
voiceover, renders the achievement even 
more remarkable. Soderbergh’s first fea- 
ture, 1989’s sex, lies, and videotape, made 
him seem like his camcorder-toting pro- 
tagonist: callow, dishonest, and hermeti- 
cally sealed from human experience. His 
second feature, 1991’s Kafka, found 
something dully literal at the base of the 
Czech writer’s faceless, overpowering 
dread, even as Soderbergh let his somber 
homage to German Expressionist film mu- 
tate into a James Bond movie. King of the 
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Hill seems such a clear-eyed narra- 
tive, with such an unforced style, 
that it might have been made by a 
different director. 
Soderbergh does use a golden 
and shimmering palette for Aaron’s 
story, but he’s not romanticizing 
the Depression. Rather, he’s re-cre- 
ating the wonder-eyed view of the 
world that even a child in such dire 
straits can have. Aaron has no illu- 
sions about his life. Yet it’s his 
imagination that sustains him — 
sometimes literally, as during the 
film’s signature vignette, when he 
cuts out pictures of food from a | 
magazine and eats them with gusto. 
(Rather than jerk this scene for | 
laughs or milk it for tears, Soder- | 
bergh manages to give it a bitter- | 
sweet realism.) His hero is Charles | 
Lindbergh (Aaron is introduced 
reading a school essay in which he 
imagines himself advising the avia- 
tor to pack some grilled-cheese 
sandwiches for when he gets hun- 
gry over the Atlantic), but his feet 
are on the ground. Jesse Bradford 
conveys mostly through his eyes the 
soul of a child who’s forced to grow | 
up too soon, yet who never loses 
his generosity of spirit. 
Aaron’s family live in a hotel for | 
transients. His father (Jeroen Krab- | 
bé) is struggling as a traveling | 
salesman, waiting for a civil-service | 
job to come through so that he can | 
move his family someplace nicer. | 
Aaron’s tubercular mother (Lisa 
Eichhorn) is in and out of the sani- 
tarium. His adoring little brother | 
Sullivan (Cameron Boyd) is 
shipped off to relatives in lowa so 
the family can save a couple bucks 
a week. At school, Aaron is made 
painfully aware of the gulf that sep- 
arates him from his rich classmates, 
so his friends are mostly other | 
damaged-by-life residents of the | 
hotel. There’s the teenage sharpie | 
who teaches Aaron how to live by | 
his wits. The epileptic girl with a | 
crush on him. Plus the neighbor 
who has Aaron deliver him bootleg liquor 
(a memorable Spalding Gray) and the 
prostitute who’s his frequent guest (Eliza- | 
beth McGovern), a lady who trades her fa- 
vors for her once-wealthy john’s food, eat- 
ing while he reads to her from the Greek | 
classics. 
Aaron’s world closes around him as cir- | 
cumstances force his family members and | 
neighbors out of the hotel, one by one. | 
Eventually, he must lock himself in his | 
room to keep from being evicted while he 
waits for his family to return. When his or- | 
deal finally ends, the victory is all the | 
sweeter for being so hard-won. He’s a | 
worthy hero for adults and older kids. As a 
king of the hill, he’s top of the heap. Q

FOR LOVE OR MONEY 


For Love or Money is the kind of movie 
that could be made only by someone 
whose contact with real life is limited to 
tipping bellmen and waiters. The brain- 
child of producer Brian Grazer, who to- 
gether with director Ron Howard has 
spawned such smarmy hits as Parenthood, 
it’s got all the makings of another smarmy 
| hit, featuring a romance with a vapid but 
| nubile beauty, a contrived and fanciful 
| script, several condescending stereotypes, 
| and an occasional cheap laugh. It’s also 
got a pseudo-Capraesque theme of the 
| working-stiff duking it out with a corrupt 
| and privileged capitalist, a theme ex- 
pressed with the kind of smugness that 
only someone very wealthy himself could 
muster. 

One liability might be Michael J. Fox, 
whose last few films have been bombs. He 
| brings his irrepressible mousy charm and 
frenetic energy to the role of Doug Ire- 
land, a concierge in a fancy Manhattan 
hotel who jumps through hoops to fulfill 
the whims of rich men. Of course he 
doesn’t do it just for the occasional 
| palmed C-note — Doug has a dream, 
which is to become a rich man himself by 
building his own hotel. 

To do so he must submit to the degrad- 
ing demands of the richest and meanest 
man of all, Christian Hart (played by 


British actor Anthony Higgins, England 
and Japan being the countries where bad 
capitalists come from). Hart offers him the 
financing, but to earn it he has to babysit 
Hart’s mistress Andy (Gabrielle Anwar) 
and also cover up for his two-timing. Nat- 
urally, Andy is the woman of Doug’s 
dreams. 

So which will our hero get, love or mon- 
ey? Since he deserves neither, he’ll proba- 
bly get both, though it costs the film its 
plausibility and much of its humor to bring 
this off. Directed by Barry (Addams 
Family) Sonnenfeld, the movie falls back 
on tracking shots and close-ups of 
pompous faces that look like a plate of 
gravlax for comic effect. Inane, manipula- 
tive, and hypocritical, For Love or Money 
was Clearly made for the latter. At the Cop- 
ley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle 
and in the suburbs. 


COOL RUNNINGS 


It doesn’t make sense that a movie about a 
Jamaican bobsled team should be as 
charming as Cool Runnings, which is 
based on the exploits of a real-life quartet 
that went to the 1988 Winter Olympics in 
Calgary. Charming, that is, for the first 
half-hour, in which we learn why a group 
of misfit would-be Olympic runners (led 
by Doug E. Doug and coached by John 
Candy) start hurling themselves and their 
wooden go-cart down Jamaica’s snow-less 
hills while dressed in antediluvian football 
helmets. 

But if the beginning of Cool Runnings is 
nearly as preposterous as its premise, the 
rest of the movie is, um, all downhill. The 
story shamelessly embraces every single 
cliché of underdog-makes-good movies.

f Spalding Gray’s on-stage table is 

his castle, then Renée Shafransky is 

the woman behind the throne. She 

may not be up there holding forth, a

Gray’s analogue 


Renée Shafransky is not just a character 


woman of her. But increasingly, Shafransky 
— who is also a journalist, a freelance stage 
director, and a screenwriter in residence at 
Robert De Niro’s Tribeca Film Center — 
has moved from sidekick to She Who Must 
Be Obeyed. Just now, she is director and 
dramaturg of Gray’s Anatomy, the latest 
comic/questing peek into the performer’s 
personal space. The piece — which focuses 
on Gray’s search to cure a vision problem 
that threatened to leave him just one orb for 
navel-gazing — will be performed at Cam- 
bridge’s Hasty Pudding Theatre, under the 
auspices of the Cambridge Theatre Compa- 
ny, October 5 through 10. 

”Spalding,” says Shafransky, “is a foun- 
tain of raw material, and I’m a structural- 
ist.” In other words, she’s the one who 
channels the font and determines when to 
turn off the faucet — a task she first per- 
formed when Swimming to Cambodia, 
which was originally performed as two 


hour-and-a-half monologues, had to be 
boiled down for the Jonathan Demme film. 
“But with Monster in a Box, Spalding 
asked me at the outset to help and direct 
it. It was a rambling mess, to begin with. 
The first time he performed it, it was 
called Reports from My Life. That was its 
title, and that’s basically what it was. It

was an hour and 15 minutes of reports 
from his life, and it had no references to 
the book whatsoever; that was my idea. It 
had one reference to his mother’s suicide. 
It was not anything like what you saw.” 
Indeed, Shafransky wrote the moving coda 
to that piece, a coming-full-circle to the 
performer’s mother’s suicide in 1967, 
while he was on Mexican holiday, that not 
only explains Gray’s aversion to vacating 
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but makes his mother’s ashes, and not just 
the 1900-page, unfinished, autobiographi- 
cal tome with which he shared the stage, 
the “monster in a box.” 

One thing, though — Shafransky’s a 
harder nut than Gray to crack when it 
comes to getting info about the upcoming 
show. By five minutes into an interview, 
the monologuist would have blabbed sev- 
eral key anecdotes and volunteered his un- 
derwear size. Shafransky, asked what it 
was like to live with the already neurotic 
Gray when he thought he was going blind, 
replies, “I think you’ll have to hear about 
that.” So, how’s his eye now? “You’re go- 
ing to have to hear about that, too.” Nei- 
ther will she reveal any particulars about 
the long-delayed Gray-Shafransky nup- 
tials, because said rites (even Shafransky’s 
mother) figure in the monologue. 

About her role as yin to Gray’s yang, she 
is more forthcoming. “He is like a shaman 
in a certain sense,” she says of the mono- 
loguist (making him sound more like a hu- 
man Bounty towel), “in that he walks into 
situations and absorbs in a very extreme 
way, absorbs people and situations, he just 
sponges them up. And in a certain way 
there’s no boundary when he goes into that; 
it’s like a little trance. I’m the exact oppo- 
site. I walk into a situation and usually have 
an immediate judgment about it. In two 
seconds, I’ll decide whether I like someone, 
don’t like someone, want to hear what they 
have to say, don’t want to hear what they 
have to say. He immerses himself before he 
gets to that place, if he ever gets to it.” 

Of course, there is a downside to being 
hooked to a guy whose whole life is theater 
in the making — though Shafransky 
makes it clear that “I have editorial control 
over what is said, and, basically, I’m partic- 
ipating in shaping my character too.” For 
one thing, there are the clowns you meet 
who want to be immortalized. “It can be a 
real pain, actually,” the no-punch-pulling 
Shafransky admits. “You know, there’s a 
price for celebrity, and that’s one of the 
prices, that people are often struggling to 
get noticed in obnoxious ways. That’s my 
opinion. Spalding would be much kinder.” 

According to Cambridge Theatre Com- 
pany honcho Andreas Teuber, who has 
watched Gray and Shafransky shape the 
monologues from taped trial perfor- 
mances, she has “a mind like a steel grid” 
that enables her to impose dramatic struc- 
ture on his meandering revelations. 
Shafransky, however, maintains that “I 
have different kinks in different places.” 
And for those who have never thought of 
directing as cheap thrills, here’s one of 
them: “Obviously, in what I do, writing, 
directing, there’s a voyeuristic aspect. My 
personality is one that likes to watch peo- 
ple perform, and especially likes to watch 
them and tell them how to do it better. My 
God, I couldn’t imagine anything more 
pleasurable.” Or any kink more suitably 
mated to the thoughtful exhibitionism of 
Spalding Gray. Q 





Sit-com bomb 


The Real Life Brady Bunch 


is an interminable failure

he Real Live Brady Bunch 
doesn’t aim to be profound 
or even meaningful. It’s tar- 
geted at nostalgic twenty- 
and thirtysomethings who 
| want to have a good laugh at the expense 
| of that perfectly imperfect syndicated fam- 
ily they grew up with after school. Bean- 
bag chairs and a few ratty couches sur- 
round the stage at the Charles Playhouse, 
and before the show gets rolling cast 


members mill about, singing along to 
songs by the Village People and the Bay 
City Rollers and urging the audience to or- 
der drinks from a team of waitresses. 

The centerpiece of the show is none 
other than a line-for-line, scene-by-scene 


live performances of an original Brady - 


Bunch episode. Last week gave us “The 
Subject Was Noses”; upcoming weeks will 
feature “Silver Platters,” “Time to 
Change,” and “Her Sister’s Shadow.” But 
how do you take a half-hour sit-com and 
turn it into a compelling two-hour stage 
production? If last week’s performance is 
any indication, you don’t. 

The first half of the production is eaten 
up by The Real Live Game Show, a cheesy, 
tongue-in-cheek take-off »n another ma- 
ligned television genre t iat served as a 
guilty after-school pleasur | (does anybody 
remember The Match Gar ‘e?) for Gener- 
ation X. In this case the uilt belongs to 
the skit’s creator, Eric W Waddell, and 
the pleasures are few. In v hat amounts to 
a poorly executed piece of sketch comedy 
with amateur improvisations thrown in, 
Game Show host Jeff Jeffries subjects four 


audience volunteers to three rounds of mi- 
nor humiliations while the grotesquely 
garbed “game-show dancers” strut and 
grab their crotches. (This show ain’t for 
the kiddies — dick jokes abound.) 

An hour gone by, the eagerly awaited 
Brady Bunch finally hit the stage. For 
those of you unfamiliar with “The Subject 
Was Noses,” it’s a tale about dating in 
which oldest daughter Marcia learns about 
humility by way of a swollen nose. They 
manage to drag this 30-minute (actually 
22 when you take away the commercials) 
episode out to 45 minutes. There are a few 
“real live” commercials, which come off as 
desperate attempts to consume time. But 
the real prize for running the clock be- 
longs to the cast members, who turn every 
double-take into a triple-take and exagger- 
ate each dramatic pause and some not-so- 
dramatic ones. 

The biggest disappointment is 
the execution. Instead of under- 
scoring the simplemindedness of 
the original series by playing it 
straight, The Real Live Brady 
Bunch hams up what was al- 
ready camp. The kitschy charm 
of bell-bottoms and mismatched 
loud floral prints wears pretty 
thin when the stage is swarming 
with them, and the canned 
laughter that punctuates every 
other line is grating. At the 
slightest provocation, Kate Flan- 
nery (Carol, Mom Brady) cack- 
les like the Wicked Witch of the 
West and Biff Rickard laughs 
with a shake resembling severe 
palsy. Jim Tosney’s reading of 
oldest son Greg as a young man 





plagued by a chronic neurological disorder 
is only slightly annoying, but when Barry 
Saltzman (Mike or Dad Brady) takes the 
liberty of suggestively fondling a paint 
roller while leering at him, he crosses the 
line between bad acting and bad taste. 

At least the main protagonist in the 
“Nose” episode, Kimmin O’ Donnell (Mar- 
cia), is up to the challenge of impersonat- 
ing a Brady. Her horrified reaction to the 
tragic nose incident (“It’s getting bigger by 
the minute!”) and her prissy Midwestern 
accent (Doug is “Dewg” and Charlie is 
“Cherlie”) are right on. Kathy Jensen also 
hits the mark with her (relatively) low-key 
portrayal of Alice, facial gestures and all. 
That’s enough to make the show fun for 
real ’70s nostalgia fanatics, but not 
enough to make it funny. More proof that 
television and reality don’t mix. QO

ho under 40 hasn’t 
heard from some sil- 
ver-haired relative 
about the days of the 
great radio comedians, 
when millions sat around their Zeniths and 
RCAs to hear Bob Hope, Jack Benny, and 
Red Skelton? Of course there’s always 
been the suspicion that the era wasn’t all 
it’s broadcast to be, that the coming of 
television wasn’t so much a fall from aural 
grace to visual hell as a displacement of 
aged yuks from one medium to another. 
From Boston to Portland: The Fred Allen 
Story, which is having its world premiere 
at the Lyric Stage, is culled from the 
scripts and writings of one of the more 
successful, yet elusive, of radio gagmen, 
the gently acerbic Irishman who quipped 
California was a great place to live — if 
you were an orange. And when it concen- 
trates on Allen’s humor, 
which is a lot of the time, the 
play is enjoyable proof that 
something precious has been 
lost — a golden age when 
jokes were aimed at the 
brain via the ear. 

Fred Allen was not only 
one of the most popular of 
radio comedians during the 
1930s and ’40s (20 million 
Americans tuned in to his 
show); he was also a willing 
slave to the medium that 
made him. Unlike Hope, 
Benny, and Skelton, he 
didn’t make much of a 
splash in the movies, and 
when television came in the 
late ’*40s, he didn’t (or 
couldn’t) move to the tube. 
From Boston to Portland 
would have us believe that 
the comedian maintained his 
allegiance to radio because 
he wouldn’t lower his stan- 
dards or give up his old 
comrades. But it could be 
that, unlike Hope, Benny, 
and Skelton, Allen never 
evolved a comic persona 
that could be disengaged 
from the radio waves. His 
nimble brand of humor — 
verbal, mocking, at times 
sentimental, at times punc- 
turing — conveyed a lively 
mind but not a particularly 
vivid personality. In the late 
40s, executives laughed at 
his prophetic suggestion that 
he do a TV talk show during 
which he would comment 
on the news. Allen was 
ready for a hot medium, but 
only after it had cooled 
down a bit. 

Benny had not only his 
sterling supporting cast but 
his trademark pauses, his in- 
famous parsimoniousness, 
his creaky violin. Allen’s 
crackling voice — which de- 
livered a punch line with the 
hint of a sneer and played it 
straight with a dab of wry 
incredulousness — was his 
most distinctive feature. 
Surrounded by Jewish-com- 
ic overkillers, this Irish 
Catholic from the Boston 
area was savvy but some-

what retiring. (Ironically, talk-show hosts 
from Carson to Letterman have developed 
variations on Allen’s withholding of ego as 
well as on his easygoing brand of anarchic 
humor.) From Boston to Portland is filled 
with lines that are not only funny but 
serve as reminders that popular comedy 
doesn’t have to be stupid or badly crafted: 
“My priest is so religious he has a stained- 
glass eye”; “Imitation is the sincerest form 
of television.” With his disdain for pom- 
posity but a consistent lack of venom, 
Allen is part of American humor’s transi- 
tion from Mark Twain and H.L. Mencken 
to standard stand-up and sit-com. His 
best quips are deadpan aphorisms, little 
jeweled grenades. 

Allen’s relatively nebulous persona 
would befuddle many actors, but Jeremiah 
Kissel doesn’t seem fazed. Under Ron 
Ritchell’s direction, he gives a broad but 
affectionate performance by sticking to 
Allen’s professional characteristics. Kissel 
catches the comedian’s voice, his excite- 
ment about the potential of radio, his 
cornball vaudeville roots (“How do you 
keep an old fish from smelling? Cut off its 
nose.”), his self-conscious linguistic wit. 
Kissel also has Allen’s timing down, and 
since he doesn’t try to get at what’s under- 
neath the surface of the veteran jokesmith, 
he never messes up the gags with stabs at 
pathos. His Allen is a comedy machine, a 
perpetually smiling typewriter. 

He’s joined by a strong cast that seems 
comfortable re-creating radio, from Bill 
McDonald ard Timothy Sawyer (whose 
Jack Benny is adequate) to Frank Dolan, 
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who flounders just once, delivering a Jew- 
ish accent only an Irish mother could love. 
M. Lynda Robinson bravely plays Allen’s 
wife and performing partner, Portland, a 
role smothered in treacle and tripe — 
poor Portland comes off as a sixth-rate 
Gracie Allen. 

But nostalgia is comforting only as long 
as it doesn’t become hagiography. From 
Boston to Portland stumbles badly when 
television writers Arnold and Lois Peyser 
try to mix biography in with Allen’s 
vaudeville routines, radio shows, and let- 
ters. I haven’t read Robert Taylor’s volume 
on Allen’s life, The Making of a Funny 
Man, but the comedian himself would 
probably be the first to let loose a horse 
laugh at all the hooey and melodrama that 
surrounds him here. According to these 
diehard fans, Allen was a saint — kind to 
the poor, dedicated to his art, understand- 
ing of his wife’s inability to have children, 
loyal to his co-workers, never mad, 
greedy, depressed, dishonest, or boorish. 
Moreover, the Peysers throw in clichés 
whose hook marks date back to the days 
of the caveman follies. Portland gives teary 
speeches to the audience; a newsboy an- 
nounces the Depression while an off-stage 
voice sings “Buddy, Can You Spare a 
Dime?”; Allen croaks a chorus of “Danny 
Boy” at the news of his aunt’s death. 
Throw in a couple of songs for the sake of 
the retired set and you have a show that’s 
too long and, given its sharp-tongued sub- 
ject, too soft-headed. 

The Peysers even try to turn Allen’s feud 
with lunkheaded NBC brass (clumsily rep- 
resented by Jess Cain) into a conflict that 
testifies to Allen’s integrity ands also re- 
veals his political bite. Alas, with Letter- 
man pillorying NBC with everything but 
the kitchen sink, Allen’s jabs at sponsors 
and network vice-presidents seem dated 
and harmless. The truth is that From Bos- 
ton to Portland isn’t a play so much as a 
celebration. And a fine one is is, as long as 
Allen’s words are center stage. His work 
still provides what his radio show 
promised — “an hour of smiles.” Unfor- 
tunately, the Peysers throw in a few gri- 
maces along the way. « OQ

n his new Seven Day Wonder, local 

dramatist Penn Young wonders 

what would happen if Steven, a 

Christian missionary to Africa, 

were to sell his soul to make the 
world a better place. Can a Faust figure 
have good intentions? Can Satan be an 
agent of positive change? And from a dra- 
matic standpoint, is digging for the source 
of virtue as satisfying as rooting around in 
evil? These are some of the questions 
raised by this sentimental farce, which is 
having its premiere under the auspices of 
the New Theatre. 

The story begins as Steven butts heads 
with his pastoral senior, the blind Dmitry, 
whose 30 years of service have, in 
Steven’s eyes, produced little more than a 
church and congregation. The younger 
clergyman, outfitted with medical training 
and a impertinent attitude, thinks that 
saving sick babies is as critical as saving 
souls. He tries to woo both the local witch 
doctor and the tribal chief; when he learns 
they prefer Dmitry, he’s driven to despair. 
About to stick his head in a noose, he’s 
visited by Nicodeus, a demon who offers 
him a week of unlimited power. Steven 


buys a chance to save the world in seven | 


days — with mixed results.

Which is what the play yields too. If Pe- 
ter Colao’s color-block set conjures up a |

is a one-note vaudevillean. Sidney Fried- 
man’s Dmitry is a standard-issue 
metaphor for blind faith; as Priber, the 
jungle guide, Mark Wagner seems as con- 
fused as to his purpose as the audience is. 
Kevin Heckman, as Steven, can’t survive 
being a mouthpiece for a playwright with 
little more to say than that the road to 
Hell is paved with good intentions. 
Actually, I’m not sure anyone could 
make a convincing case that a do-gooder 
— even a misguided one — is as interest- 
ing as someone who’s evil. But if Young 
wants to use theater to delve into matters 
philosophical, he ought to consider that 
the humans and demons of Seven Day 
Wonder are egregiously chatty. The least 
of their sins is a tendency to tell one an- 
other what the audience already knows; 
their greatest offense is to argue with one 
another without interacting. Not only are 
these characters lacking in substantial di- 
mensions, they all have arms too short to

family photographs, pictures from popular 
culture and history books, works of art. 
Cypis projects the images in a collage on 
her studio wall, and her subject then faces 
his or her past on a large scale. Cypis pho- 
tographs her sitter (though sitter is hardly 
the word; dancer is more like it) interact- 
ing with the images, posing in front of 
them, casting black shadows over them. 

The multi-layered images she creates 
might mirror her subject’s unsettled rela- 
tionship with the past. We see, for in- 
stance, Harvey Sherman, nude, standing 
hunched and shaken before a projection of 
his mother holding him as a baby, an im- 
placable expression on her gray-toned 
face. Harvey casts a shadow beside the im- 
age of his mother, head down like a 
shamed five-year-old. Above the shadow is 
a projection of Harvey and his ex-wife. 

“It wasn’t until Harvey saw the two im- 
ages together that he realized he had the 
same unresolved feelings about his ex-wife 
and his mother,” Cypis says. Those emo- 
tions revealed themselves in his posture; at 
a compositionally auspicious moment, 


| when the subject and his shadow framed 


the central image of his mother, Cypis told

him to freeze and she clicked her shutter. 

Sound like therapy? Well, maybe it is, 
though Cypis insists that she’s an artist, not 
a therapist. It’s true that the knotty passions 
that make art are often the same that send 
us to the analyst’s couch. What matters is 
that Cypis’s work accommodates the pain 
her subjects run into. Her photographs are 
beautiful, even riveting. They let us in on 
the tragedy of growing up in the last half of 
the 20th century, with the Holocaust be- 
hind us and incest at our doorstep. 

In honor of her residency, Cypis has 
created a triptych of photographs for Is- 
abella Stewart Gardner, in which she and 
her shadow interact with images of works 
from Mrs. Gardner’s collection (standing 
in for family snapshots). The centerpiece 
uses Andres Zorn’s 1894 Mrs. Gardner in 
Venice, in which the lady stands with arms 
outstretched, as if dancing, warmly lit 
from the front. A figure from John Singer 
Sargent’s 1892 El Jaleo looks on, tortured 
and ghostly, from the left, lifting his pale 
arm over Mrs. Gardner’s head, mirroring 
her gesture. The artist herself enters the 
picture, waving her arm at Mrs. Gardner 
and casting a shadow that’s yet another 
figure to the left. It looks like a great 
Baroque game of ring-around-the-rosy, 
encompassing past and present. 

The photographs on either side are 
more poignant, addressing Mrs. Gardner’s 
loss of her child, and how that loss may 
have shaped her collection. In one, Sar- 
gent’s Mrs. Gardner in White (1922) holds 
the center of the image, swathed in a white 
bonnet and looking old and frail. In the 
foreground, a detail from Giovanni Belli- 
ni’s 1510 Madonna and Child, flush with 
warm tones, shows the baby asleep, hold- 
ing the hand of its mother. Here, Cypis 
casts her own shadow, cutting Mrs. Gard- 
ner off from the baby, and she also holds 
her arm out so that its shadow cradles the 
child, and the dark arm is somehow like 


Mrs. Gardner’s own, a memory of holding | 


an infant. In the third, the dark shadow of 
Cypis’s hand caresses the face of a Botti- 
celli Madonna as the yearning figure from 
El Jaleo looks on. 

Each photograph is accompanied by a 
diagram that gives the sources of the im- 
ages; this necessary bit of explanation turns 
what would be confusing photo-collages 
into human stories. Once you know the 
scoop, these are remarkable photographs, 
and they reveal Cypis to be an artist of rig- 
orous intelligence and compassion. QO

Joyce Carol Oates relaxes her 
narrative grip with Foxfire

FOXFIRE: CONFESSIONS OF A GIRL 
GANG, by Joyce Carol Oates. Dutton, 
328 pages, $21. 


fter the compressed narra- 
tive of last year’s Black 
Water, it makes sense that 
this year’s model from 
Joyce Carol Oates would 
be the discursive, unbuttoned sprawl of 
Foxfire. For a writer as prolific as Oates, 
and as obsessed with narrative challenges, 
a push into new characters and subject 
matter is a push for new language. 

So the compression of Black Water — a 
novel based loosely on the fate of Ted 
Kennedy and Mary Jo Kopechne at Chap- 
paquiddick, a slim book of short chapters, 
a book about drowning — has given way 
to the exhalation of Foxfire, a fat, florid 
novel about girl gangs of the ’50s. For 
whatever reason, Oates is better in a sink- 
ing Toyota than a speeding Buick. 

The spareness of Black Water mirrored 
the repression felt by its protagonist, an at- 
traction for “the Senator” as relentless as 
the novel’s central image, the tomb-like 
entrapment in that car under water amid 
encroaching blackness. Without special 
pleading or polemical grandstanding Oates 
dramatized the plight of a young woman 
ensnared by her relationship to patriarchy. 
And she did it by exploiting the novelist’s 
key tool and gift — the ability to create the 






physical world through a character’s sens- 
es. By the end of Black Water, for good or 
ill you knew what it was like to be Kelly 
Kelleher, because you knew what it felt 
like: suffocation. 

In Foxfire, the upper-middle-class soci- 
ety of men and government, of Washington 
and Boothbay Harbor and Cape Cod, has 
been supplanted by the working-class, cul- 
turally barren setting of upstate New York 
and a group of girls in their early teens 
wreaking the kind of revenge Kelly Kelle- 
her wouldn’t dare dream about. Kelly’s 
cries for help are a muted, fragmentary re- 
frain: “I’m here. I’m here. Here.” That pa- 
thetic last word might as well be the trun- 
cated statement of her own existence. But 
the girls of Foxfire declaim in sentences 
that run on for paragraphs, and their re- 
frain comes in the all-caps mottos: “FOX- 
FIRE BURNS & BURNS . . . FOXFIRE 
NEVER SAYS SORRY! FOXFIRE IS 
YOUR HEART! FOXFIRE REVENGE!” 

Foxfire is the name of the gang, and its 
story is told mostly through the voice of 
Maddy Wirtz, recalled years later from her 
journals. Renowned for her sharp, some- 
times cruel wit, Maddy has a voice you don’t 
forget. “In those days, I was sometimes 
Maddy-Monkey; sometimes just Maddy, 
and sometimes (because of my skinny wiry 
frame, my crimped kinky dark-brown hair 
lifting like a crest from my forehead, some- 
thing sly-shy, simian and pushed-together in 
my narrow face ) just Monkey.” 

Although Maddy has the verbal wit, 
she’s also reflective, diminutive, shy; and 


her hero is the gang’s leader, the beautiful 
Margaret Ann “Legs” Sadovsky. It’s Legs 
who pulls the group together after one of 
the girls is molested by a math teacher, 
and Legs who establishes its moral code. 
The gang is given not to wanton acts of 
vandalism but to specific acts of revenge 
— a “true sisterhood,” unlike the crude 
boy gangs, “whom Legs urged us to mis- 
trust beyond even the degree of mistrust 
we naturally felt for them.” 

The Foxfire girls might go on a joy ride 
in a stolen car, but when they do, it’s not 
merely for the delinquent teenage thrill but 
to avenge themselves against some partic- 
ularly noxious male in the community. As 
the novel unfolds, their crimes escalate in 
severity; finally they’re entrapping men on 
the hunt for prostitutes and stealing their 
money in order to support the ad-hoc 
commune they’ve set up in a house outside 
of town. Legs herself does time in a state 
girls’ reformatory. And Oates plays on the 
ambiguity of points of view in the course 
of the novel, sometimes putting us inside 
Legs’ head, sometimes in Maddy’s, some- 
times speaking as a vague “we” that can 
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only be described as the voice of the gang. 

It’s a whirlwind ride, but it’s also 
episodic and rambling. Instead of the close 
scenic detail of Black Water, Foxfire gives 
us extended screeds, generalized lists of 
events and complaints. There’s poignance 
in Maddy’s relationship with Legs, espe- 
cially in their parting, and even some last- 
act suspense in the gang’s final crime. 

But in Black Water or, for instance, an 
early story about delinquency, “How I 
Contemplated the World from the Detroit 
House of Correction and Began My Life 
Over Again,” Oates did a more convincing 
job of conveying her characters’ inner 
lives, if only because she showed us so 
clearly how the outer world felt to them. It 
wasn’t merely a matter of picking the right 
detail — the shade of a teenager’s lipstick 
(“Broken Heart”), a young campaign 
worker’s floral-patterned Laura Ashley 
summer bag — but her ability to render 
the moment-by-moment unfolding of 
physical sensation. In those strokes of a 
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novelist’s skill and insight, Oates can por- | 
tray even the infinity in the moment before | 
death. 0 |

Marcus Schulkind’s dances 


celebrate the human spirit

arcus Schulkind builds 
his dances out of disci- 
pline and heart. He is at 
once an analyst and an 
agile craftsman, com- 
mitted to revealing the emotions that drive 
us, yet never sacrificing form to feeling. He 
showed his dexterity in mixing the inchoate 
with the pragmatic last month in a concert 
of six works (four by himself, and one each 
by long-time company members Diane Ar- 
vanites-Noya and Jeanine Durning) at 
Cambridge’s Green Street Studios. 

Always intelligent, Schulkind’s offerings 
ranged from the rich and dark (The Pit, a 
premiere) to the amusing and irreverent 
| (Brahms Variations, 1989). What unites 
them are the multiple influences driving his 
aesthetic — the contraction and spiral in- 
trinsic to Martha Graham, the lines of 
classical ballet, and the lyricism and airi- 
ness of Lar Lubovitch — and his message: 
a respect, even awe, for the resilience of 








the human spirit. 

Perhaps most obvious. in its embrace of 
the last point is the Sisyphean The Pit. A 
look at the idea that our work’s never done 
(be it emotional or professional), the piece 
centers on Konstantin Simun’s bulky hang- 
ing sculpture of milk crates filled with emp- 
ty plastic jugs. The three dancers return 
again and again to push into the construc- 
tion, to spin it, to pull it, and to circle it over 
their heads. In a striking, luxurious mo- 
ment, Leslie Jonas counterbalances a lean- 
ing into its weight with an endless silken 
arabesque. Later, Marjorie Folkman de- 
scends in a deep hinge to duck beneath it. 

When the pressure gets too great, the 
trio break away. In a repeating canon, each 
member extends a stiff, flex-footed leg, 
grasps a throat, then spins with a leg in low 
second. The sequence gathers strength 
with each reappearance. Its cool diagonal 
offers not only a respite from turmoil but 
also a compositional device to rein in ex- 
cess (too much partnering with the sculp- 
ture could tip the dance into melodrama). 

Schulkind’s reliance not so much on nar- 


ratives as on themes also shows itself in 
Through a Glass Darkly (1989) and his sec- 
ond premiere on the program, In the Dark 
Room. He is in his element with Glass, a se- 
ries of three solos to music by Randy New- 
man and Paul Simon. Folkman and 
Clarence Brooks are superb in their sec- 
tions, exploring, respectively, stepping into 
the world and overruling human fragility. 
Folkman’s timing is impeccable: whether 
she’s springing from the ground to first po- 
sition and pliéing or pushing into a rélevé 
and a shallow back arc, she knows to move 
on the “and” count preceding each beat. 
That physical prescience gives every gesture 
heft and varied colors. In her hands the 
many movements of the dance fit together 
like pieces of a puzzle. 

Brooks can articulate subtle shifts of feel- 
ing with his remarkable muscles. He holds 


an entire congregation in his arms as he 
contracts while in rélevé; he hooks a foot 


behind an ankle before sinking slowly to | 


the ground in an expression of ennui. He | 


whips around in a passé spin only to plum- 


met to the ground to Paul Simon’s lament | 


of “So far away from home.” He prepares 
to do battle as he rolls through his spine, 
vertebra by vertebra. And, finally, he lies 


with a cheek against the floor in an effort, | 


as the song tells him to “get some rest.” 


Less tightly constructed but still notable | 


for its deliberate compositional choices is 


In the Dark Room. Set to a now delicate, |

It opens with a waltz 
(balancés resolve in bopping bellies, yet the 
phrase still manages to be romantic), and

floating in and out of one an- 
other’s lives persists through- 
out. Everyone is on stage for 
the duration, but alliances shift:

like, atop one another’s knees. 
The playful four-part Brahms 
Variations (1989) never looked 
better. A compendium of 
crouched spins, fingers flicking 
heads, shoulder shrugs, wob- 
bling knees, and quasi-insolent 
gestures (“So?”, they ask, or 
“Dunno”), it’s a wisecracking 
look at the music. And though 
some segments are a bit too

Great pop craft sweetens the latest Lemonheads

nce a Lemonhead, always 

a Lemonhead. Which is 

one way of explaining 

that the new album by 

Evan Dando’s Boston- 

bred pop oddity turned international com- 

modity is a lot like the last, the ground- 

| breaking, chart-shaking, MTV-taking, 

| coverboy-making It’s a Shame About Ray. 
| Only better. 

| On his new Come On Feel the Lemon- 

heads (Atlantic), Dando strums some 

| more, turns up the guitars a little, and 

does the postmodern shuffle between ’60s 


pop craftsmanship and punk-influenced 
scuffling, with a nod to good old empty- 
headed glam rock — at least in its Mott 
the Hoople-inspired title. 

Hearing Dando negotiate melodies that 
follow a blueprint drawn by the Hollies’ el- 
egant vocal lines, hearing the guitars purr 
and hum, hearing him drop his casual 
blissed-out science about people, places, 
and things he’s known — it’s comforting. 
His is the voice of comfort: laconic, never 
pushing for the kinds of highs and lows 
that mirror the stress and succor of our 
lives. Instead, even when he’s laying out 
the details of a bummer, his calm voice 
sounds as if he were telegraphing us from 
a happier place. Evansville — where ev- 


erything’s swell. Where there’s never a 
breeze strong enough to put a single hair 
out of place, unless it strategically accents 
his forehead or blue eyes. 

Or so it seems until a big screaming mis- 
sile rockets over the hill, a song that 
sounds so risky it could knock the wheel 
off the apple cart of fame — or at least pull 
him off the cover of Sassy. It’s called “My 
Big Gay Heart,” and the immediate im- 
pression is that it’s a love song with a hook 
that pleads “Please don’t break my big gay 
heart.” A quick listen, the kind you’d give it 
on radio, and the chorus sounds like Dan- 
do’s personal “coming out.” Which in our 
sexually repressed (hey, c’mon — why else 
would Madonna still be such a big deal 


when she’s never written another song as 
strong as “Into the Groove”) and repres- 
sive universe is a big risk for a rising young 
icon of pop culture — the kind of media 
lead weight that can pull someone out of 
MTV heavy rotation (unless you’ve already 
been marketed as a distinctly gay commod- 
ity, like RuPaul) and off the bedroom walls 
of hormone-stoked teenage girls. 

I doubt that Dando’s gay, but if he is — 
hell, even if he’s bi — it would be cool, be- 
cause that would put a deliciously subver- 
sive spin on his alterna-hunk image. The 
real story is probably that this is just an- 
other case of “Born in the U.S.A.” syn- 
drome — where a chorus boasts such a 
strong, hammered hook that it leaves itself 
open to a wider interpretation than its au- 
thor intended. This theory is buoyed by 
Dando’s parenthetical notation “against 
violence” that follows the song’s title in the 
CD booklet. Kind of a chickenshit move. 
Destroys the mystery and puts a patroniz- 
ing — hey, I’m not really one of them! — 
spin on his first-person lyrics, which prove 
in the verses to be a by-turns sensitive and 
angry denunciation of gay bashing. 
Nonetheless, I’ll bet Dando’s singing “I 
don’t need you to suck my dick/Go to 
Hell — I feel good about myself” will give 
homophobes a good scare. 

Rockers — and older Lemonheads fans 
who remember the band’s days on the Bos- 
ton-based Taang! label — will get a jolt out 
of the back-to-back grind of “Style” and 
“Rest Assured.” The first is good old slam- 
bam hardcore, a reminder of where Dando 
came from that’s either a dragster-paced 
nursery rhyme (with lyrics consisting large- 
ly of “I don’t wanna get stoned/But I don’t 
wanna not get stoned”) or a clever mini- 
malist summation of the conflict between 
the straight edge and the more traditional 
rock-and-roll lifestyle. Either way, it boasts 
a big, BIG guitar sound that’s raw, driving, 
and frantic. “Rest Assured” is one of sever- 
al numbers on Come On Feel the Lemon- 
heads that explore the insecurity that 
comes with falling in love. But offsetting 
the gentle vocal is a low-end, thrash-guitar 
roar and a howler of an ascending six- 
string solo that exits on a feedback cry. 

And the rest of the album: love songs, 
pretty much, save for “Rick James Style,” 
which recasts “Style” as a ballad with sharp 
touches like pseudo-Eastern guitar licks. 
Just how fine a singer Dando is comes 
through most clearly on the acoustic “Fa- 
vorite T,” a gentle remembrance of a sweet 
love as faded as the garment in its title. 
Crooning in his lower register, Dando nu- 
ances his way through all the corners of a 
broken heart. How big and shameless a 
goofball he remains is what’s captivating | 
about “Being Alone.” Dando starts the | 
song by asking “If I was in the fridge/ | 
Would you open the door?” and gleefully 
degenerates to “If I was a booger/Would 
you blow your nose?/Would you keep 
it?/Would you eat it?/I’m just tryin’ to find 
a reason/For being around.” 

Hell, Come On Feel the Lemonheads is 
reason enough. Q

ter last week’s big WFNX bash, I 

decide to let the machine pick it up. 
“Hey, it’s Evan Dando,” says the voice 
when I play the tape back. And without 
missing a beat, he’s continuing a discus- 
sion we had six months ago, when he’d 
caught some heat for making ungracious 
comments about Boston. 

“Okay. My feeling about Boston is that 
oftentimes it seems a place where people 
don’t talk to strangers and it’s kind of cold, 
and that’s what bums me out; and I notice 

| narrow minds there. That’s all I meant 
| when I said we should take a neutron 
| bomb and blow it up. Boston’s a great 
| place, there’s many cultural advantages 
| there, and my high school, Commonwealth 
| High, was a great high school, and in a 
| brownstone. That’s why I didn’t need to go 


to college since I got such a good educa- 
tion in Beantown. I just thought things got 
a little grim there in the early ’80s. So you 
know, Frankie goes to Hollywood, Evan 
leaves Boston and . . .” (Beep!) 

So there you go: Boston can consider itself 
friends with Dando again, since that’s the 
closest thing to an apology you’re likely to 
get. But a lot more has happened with Dan- 
do and the Lemonheads since last winter’s 
mini-controversy; starting with the release of 
the new album Come On Feel the Lemon- 
heads. For all the casual good spirits on the 
disc, it turns out that making the album was 
just as much of a high-pressure situation as a 
follow-up to a hit follow-up can be. 

“We had a lot more pressure on us,” he 
says when we connect by phone from Am- 
sterdam. “The pressure at one point made 
me kind of self-destructive. Then I got out 
of it and realized I had to make a record I 
liked.” 

How self-destructive? 

“I was smoking crack. Trying to get as 
much LA into me as possible, I guess. It 


seemed the right thing to do at the time. I 
mean, I might as well let all this out because 
everybody’s gonna know about it anyway. 

“My problems almost delayed the 
record, and almost got in the way of the 
band. Luckily I straightened up just in 
time. It was my manager that did it; she 
heard from some other manager that I was 
seen around town being unreasonably 
fucked-up. She got called in to help me. 
Or to sink me, sometimes I can’t tell; but 
they want to protect their investment.” 

How bad did things get? 

“Well, I'd been smoking heroin. But I’ve 
shot up only a couple times in my life and 
I know it’s not for me. I’ve only done that 
where I knew I could get clean needles, 
which wasn’t in the US. 

“I’ve been clean for a month and 10 
days now. The drugs were making me a 
lot moodier than I needed to be. Now I’m 
into being healthy. Instead of smoking 
anything, I go swimming instead.” 

Does this mean that the days of songs 
like “My Drug Buddy” are over, and that 
we'll hear a song called “My Gym Buddy” 
on the next Lemonheads album? 

“God knows. I’m more in coping mode 
now. I want to be in shape to do fun 
things, like finishing the record and pro- 
moting it. I always seem to veer off at the 
verge of calamity anyway, and here I’ve 
done it again.” 

The closest thing to a confessional song 
on the album is “Style,” whose lyrics con- 
sist mainly of “I don’t want to get 
high/But I don’t want to not get high.” 
“That’s just a moment that crystallized 
when I saw my friend Tom being passed a 


joint. He doesn’t smoke pot, and that’s 
what I saw in his eyes.” 

What’s that got to do with style? 

“It was part of another line we had 
about not cramping my style; but we threw 
all the other words out. Then Rick James 
came in to sing, and of course he’s had his 
problems with taking drugs or not taking 
drugs, so we had a version called ‘Rick 
James Style.’ Perfect.” 

Songwriting is often that simple for Dan- 
do, where an in-joke will give birth to a tune. 
Case in point: “Big Gay Heart,” which 
sounds like another revelation about his per- 
sonal life but really isn’t. “A lot of my songs 
start out that way, just little phrases that 
sound good for some reason. A friend of 
mine was living in a house that we called the 
Big Gay House. It was just a little phrase 
that sounded good, with big and gay being 
the operative words — ‘have a big gay sand- 
wich,’ ‘having a big gay day.’ So it started as 
a joke, like wouldn’t it be funny to have a 
macho cowboy song that said ‘Don’t break 
mah big gay heart.’ But it turned into a more 
serious song about the judgment of homo- 
sexuals, and against violence against homo- 
sexuals. And the word gay as meaning happy 
— just a weird combination of things. 

“I look upon my life as a John Waters 
movie. Seeing myself in publications like 
People (where he was named one of the “50 
Most Beautiful People” this year) — I have 
to look upon that as campy humor, some- 
thing really ludicrous. The only thing that 
matters to me is getting around. Traveling 
and learning from other cultures and writing 
songs is important to me. The rest is inciden- 
tal, and the best I can do is laugh about it.” O

© you wanna be a rock- 
and-roll star, or at least 
hit the top slot in Demo 
Derby? Well, it’s simple: 
just write a really good 
song, arrange it interestingly, produce it 
sympathetically, and play it with all the 
heart you can muster. Any questions? 

If so, just listen to this month’s winner, 
Slow Club, and hear how to do it right. 
“Ledge”/“No Room” (produced by John 
Lupfer at Q Division) is their third tape and 
a real model of hard-edged pop with just 
enough polish and just enough raw energy. 
The lovelorn tune on the A-side makes 
good use of the contrast between a yearn- 
ing pop vocal and a blaring guitar sound; 
singer/writer Jim Keefe’s lead solo is more 
hard-edged than you expect. There’s defi- 
nite songwriting smarts here, as they use a 
diabolically catchy chorus after the first two 
verses, then switch to an entirely different 
one for the third go-round. Soundwise 
they’ll remind you of other good bands (like 
all the ones Bob Mould’s been in), but this 
tune can stand on its own. 

“No Room” is a more basic, guitar-slin- 
gin’ rocker whose lyrics take a well-aimed 
swipe at alternative marketing, even if the 
chosen target is a tad dated: “This year it 
is Seattle! What next — Des Moines?/Ev- 
erybody’s gonna jump when you throw the 
coin/ Put the big brand on the cattle, 
knock the others from the shelf/No room 
for anyone else.” 

“We put a lot of time into the arrange- 
ments when we rehearse,” Keefe says. “We 
seem to keep doing one part over and over. 
Our other guitarist [John Quinn] is real in- 
fluenced by the Clash and he knows where 
the muscle goes, where I tend to overelab- 
orate. ‘Ledge’ is the first slower tune we’ve 
put out, the first we’ve done 24-track, and 
the first that’s been as long as four min- 
utes.” The band plan to issue their radio 
tapes in CD form sometime this winter. 

* 
RUNNERS-UP. Yes, it’s another good 
noise-rock band — just what Boston need- 
ed, right? Yeah, but Snaky Acid Kiss don’t 
sound like bandwagon jumpers. Their 
songs employ enough rhythmic shifts and 
tempo changes to keep you unsettled, and 
they favor brutal, physical images in their 
lyrics. “No Head” is not about sex; “Shred” 
is not about the DJ. The latter is the high 
point of their three-song tape, beginning at 
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bone-crunching level with a screamed vo- 
cal, pulling back to a more ominous verse, 
then slowly building up to crunch your 
bones again. Great stuff. The other two 
tracks are nearly as effective, with “No 
Head” switching to a female voice (bassist 
Trisha Copeland) and showing the only 
Yoko Ono influence of the month. 

Too many funk bands who sound hot 
live make the mistake of smoothing things 
up on their records and tapes. No such 
problem with Rippopotamus, whose six- 
song tape R House catches plenty of live 
drive with their metal guitars, tasty horns, 
and busy percussion. Despite a few nods 
to hip-hop, these guys are card-carrying 
members of the (George) Clinton admin- 
istration. The opening tracks, “New World 
Order” and “My Nike Air,” are equally 
heartfelt odes to world unity and cool 
sneakers. Even the timeworn trick of funk- 
ing up a classic-rock tune (“Whole Lotta 
Luv”) comes up gimmick-free. 

Dig This are one of the more promising 
bands on the local ska circuit, even if they 
don’t play ska all the time. But they match 
the rhythmic drive with smooth harmonies 
and pop know-how that many ska bands 
haven’t got. Their two-song tape repeats 
“Switch #64,” a standout on the compila- 
tion Mash It Up ’93, and adds a totally 
skank-free number, “The Waiting Feeling’s 
Fine.” The ska tune has some James Bond 
guitar licks and a lyric that updates the sto- 
ry of Charlie on the MTA; the flip sports a 
lighter Caribbean feel. Both make good use 
of male/female, call-and-response vocals 
that recall the Selecter’s glory days.

HONORABLE MENTIONS. Johnny 
Black, formerly of the irreverent and well- 
liked (by me, anyway) Johnny & the 
Jumper Cables, offers a less twisted take 
on punk pop in his two-song tape. It’s a 
familiar Boston sound: big guitars, nice 
hooks, rough-and-ready spirit. Lifetime 
Rat passes to this guy .. . The Shaggahs 
also have that Saturday-at-the-Rat feel, 
but their two-song tape stands out by 
throwing more unusual elements into the 
mix. I hear a bit of a Celtic flavor, or at 
least a Big Country bagpipe-guitar sound, 
along with the vocal urgency that Black 47 
are so fond of . . . Someone in Neon Reli- 
gion must have gotten his heart broken 
before they made their five-song demo; it’s 
the angst-drenched vocals and lyrics 
(“Life, you see/Has permanently damaged 
me”) that lifts their edgy, loud-guitar pop 
above the norm. Decent version of the

Kinks’ “Apeman,” besides. 

All I know about Lisa Brown is that she’s 
a singer/guitarist/songwriter with a Cam- 
bridge address and that Drew Townson co- 
produced her tape. She also puts spirit and 
intelligence (and lots of guitar) into a main- 
stream-rock format . . . Sex-goth meets 
wah-wah in Sexploitation, where “Sequin 
Syringe” and “Golden Shower Power 
Hour” are lasciviously intoned against a 
surprisingly funky (and non-electronic) 
back-up. Wholesome it ain’t, but I hope the 
flashes of humor are intentional . . . Quiver 
are a side project including singer/guitarist 
Carol DeFeciani (Augusta Furnace) and 
singer/drummer Kristina Kehrer (Krewe de 
Roux, Les Miserables Brass Band). The 
sound is purposely primitive, but they know 
their way around an odd time signature. 
Call ’em riot grown-ups.

OTHERWISE. The Providence metal band 
Teaze’s tape is strictly generic, but check 
out the credits — the producer is none oth- 
er than original Kiss guitarist Ace Frehley. 
Too bad he couldn’t keep singer Stephanie 
DiMaio from singing cheesy lyrics like “I’m 
gonna give you a night to remember/I’m 
gonna make your wildest dreams come 
true”... Why do so many songwriters have 
to prove they’re not normal folkies by writ- 
ing too many damn novelty songs? Karl 
Weimer, who records as Instant Folk 
Death, has his moments of wit and percep- 
tion, but his overdone court-jester persona 
(along with thuh kutezy-poo misspellings of 
thuh song titlez) has gotta go.

CAUSEWAY DEAD. The entire North 
Station area looked like a Grateful Dead 
theme park last weekend; even joints like 
the Harp were displaying Dead banners to 
tie in with the group’s Boston Garden ap- 
pearances. So the neighboring Causeway 
club adopted an “If you can’t beat ’em, 
join ’em” attitude, booking a weekend of 
Dead-esque bands instead of its usual 
garage/punk/underground headliners 
(whose fans probably wouldn’t have been 
caught dead, so to speak, in the Causeway 
area last weekend anyway). As a result the 
club had its most successful weekend since 
re-opening, with the Dead-disciple band 
Slipknot packing the place on Friday. 

We checked the club out on Saturday 
and got a surprise: the audience looked 
like the usual Causeway clique, and the 
band on stage were a non-Dead rock-and- 
roll outfit. (And a real good one: the Quiet 
Ones, fronted by ex-Outlets singer/gui- 


tarist Mike County. Typical between-song 
patter: “I swear, Jerry said he was gonna | 
jam with us on that one.”) We stepped out | 
for five minutes, came back, and the place | 
was transformed. Turned out that the 
Dead show had let out in the interim, and 
the place was overrun with folks dancing 
to bootleg tapes. The headlining band, the | 
eclectic Drovers from Chicago, weren’t | 
particularly Deadish either, but they did | 
enough jamming to please the audience. | 
“It’s the biggest crowds we've ever had,” | 
said manager Martin Doyle, fresh from his | 
first-ever Dead show. But does the Dead 
crowd order enough drinks to do good 
business? “Oh yeah. Lots of alcohol.” We 
should note, however, that Deadheads 
tend to be one of the nicest and most po- 
lite crowds you'll ever see at a rock-and- 
roll show. (Too bad about their taste in 
music— no, I didn’t really say that.)

VOODOO GIN. Longtime Cellars faves 
the Voodoo Dolls are semifinalists in the 
“Tanqueray Rocks” talent contest, which 
holds a semifinal this Tuesday night at the 
Paradise. They'll compete against two New 
York bands, Valentine Smith and Blueshift 
Signal, for a $1000 prize. The winner will 
then play the final in New York for a prize 
of 10 grand. TV personality Dan Cortese 
(of MTV and elsewhere) will host.

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DICK DALE: 
GUITAR GOD MEETS 
THE DICKHEADS 


Okay, the song’s called “Nitro.” And 
when you punch up the laser it comes 
screaming out the speakers like a big 
angry bee — shredder city, superfast. 
Only the player ain’t some 19-year- 
old metalhead savant. It’s the 56- 
year-old inventor and still king of surf 
music, Dick Dale. And damned if the 
whole CD, Dale’s first album since 
1964, isn’t dragster heavy: played 
with such thumping, vicious intensity 
that — as Dick will tell ya — “guitar 
picks melted in my fingers.” 

Dale’s Tribal Thunder (Hightone) 
has the crazy buck-and-wail energy 
— albeit dealt out with the classic 
tone of a thundering Stratocaster — 
that alternative-rock-success stories 
are made of, which is why he says 
he’s climbing college-radio charts 
alongside “bands I’ve never even 
heard of” and is delighted to be criss- 
crossing the country in 
a van with wife Jill and 
20-month-old son Jim- 
my on his first-ever US 
tour, which stops at 
Johnny D’s on October 
7 





Dale’s path has taken 
as many turns as a wild 
ride on the big Califor- 
nia surf. Born in Quin- 
cy, he moved west with 
his parents as a high- 
schooler. There he 
hooked up with the surf 
crowd and chased his 
guitar jones. His search 
for big tone and big vol- 
ume led him to six- 
string innovator Leo 
Fender, who asked him 
to road-test his proto- 
type Strat — the only 
guitar Dick’s played 
since 1955 — and then 
invented the blasting 
loud Dual Showman 
amp on his behalf. 

“Dick Dale was the 
first musician to sell out 
the Los Angeles Sports 
Arena,” Dale, who oc- 
casionally refers to him- 
self in the third person, 
points out. The next 
was Springsteen. In the 
late ’50s and early ’60s, 
Dale was on a wave: 
selling albums, packing 
shows, getting wooed 
by Hollywood — even 
giving Jimi Hendrix, 
who was then Little 
Richard’s bass player, 
some guitar lessons. 
Then came the big spill: 
rectal cancer nearly 
ended his life. 

The road to recovery was lengthy 
and involved lots of surfing, intro- 
spection, martial arts, settling into a 
diet of nuts, fruits, vegetables, and no 
red meat, and moving into the high 
desert country of Southern California 
after a recurring infection contracted 
in polluted water compelled him to 
give up surfing for snowboarding and 
flying planes. 

Guitar showmanship was no longer 
an important part of Dale’s lifestyle 
until San Francisco journalist Joel 
Selvin coaxed him into performing at 
Slim’s, an SF club owned by Boz 
Scaggs, and the sold-out crowd cued 
up for hours, then refused to leave af- 
ter the blistering set. So now he’s 
back to music full-tilt. 

“What I tried to capture on this 
| CD is my concern for the children of 
| the world, and for the planet. There 
| isn’t a single body of water right now 
| that isn’t polluted beyond repair. In 
| our cities, children are killing each 
, Other; there’s no love. People need to 
| do just one thing: behave. And a lot 
| of the evil in this world would end. 
| That’s something I’ve tried to get 
| across with the record.” 








Dale aims to deliver his message 
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with musical hypnosis. “My sound 
came from emulating Gene Krupa on 
drums. He studied tribal rhythms and 
would never change patterns. A lot of 
guys who play guitar play jams instead 
of hammering down a pattern so peo- 
ple will become mesmerized. They 
play changes to impress other musi- 
cians, but then you lose that hypnotic 
sound that makes my music work.” 

It works so well that groups of fans 
have been following Dale’s tour. “I’d 
see the same people in Chicago that I 
saw in Minnesota and in California. 
Finally I said, ‘Well, the Grateful 
Dead call their fans Deadheads. What 
should I call you?’ And they yelled, 
‘Dickheads!’ 

“I said, ‘I’m not gonna call you 
that!’ But my wife said I was being 
old-fashioned, and that it was cool, 
so...I guess they’re Dickheads.”

NICK CAVE: 
OF SIN AND DIN 


Australian export and America-ob- 
sessed Nick Cave may have played a 
major role in producing one of the 
most unfortunate genres since heavy 
metal, but the proto—Goth Birthday 
Party were one of the best bridges be- 
tween art school and chaos the ’80s 
had to offer. Mining texture from the 
Stooges and morbidity from the 
bleakest blues, they set a monotone 
bass line loose under raucous guitar 
fragments. The body of Cave’s post- 
Party solo work, up to and including 
the new Live Seeds (Mute), has been 
an art/anarchy dialectic that pits the 
spirits of Leonard Cohen and post- 
accident Dylan against the ghosts of 
Leadbelly and John Lee Hooker. 

Live Seeds, a chronicle of a Euro- 
pean ’92 tour, is a spreadsheet of 
Cave’s more epic hits and misses, 
culling material from his first solo 
outing (1983’s From Her to Eternity) 
up through last year’s Henry’s 
Dream, from the monumental mur- 
der rants and voodoo lamentations of 
“Tupelo” and “John Finn’s Wife” to 
the saccharine singer-songwriter 
croonings that seemed like misfires 


and shaky experiments. Cave at his 
best is out of the lounge and into the 
Delta, narrating Naked Lunch via 
Night of the Hunter. 

When Cave is intoning the chorus 
of “The Mercy Seat” until it verges 
on a mantra or spitting invective in 
“Brother My Cup Is Empty,” no 
matter how much he explodes and 
pulls the band with him, there’s al- 
ways the faint scent of a hyperactive 
intellect hanging around where it 
doesn’t belong. Few other lyricists 
would implicate Huck Finn and Her- 
man Melville in their bardic enter- 
prises, talk about “a fag in a whale- 
bone corset” with a straight face, or 
require the suspension of disbelief it 
takes to let “Tupelo” rumble and 
burst the way it hinted at in the stu- 
dio and does on this album. 

And what redeems the studio al- 
bums’ more unbearable moments 
(like the utopiate “New Morning,” 
from ’88’s Tender Prey) when per- 
formed live is the same thing that 
lets you take Cave’s Faulkner cum 
Jim Thompson revisionist folklore 
seriously: the delivery. Cave can pull 
it off by virtue of sheer effort, howl- 
ing with a total commitment and be- 
lief in the blues, gospel, and the bal- 
lads he appropriates. He’s got the 
evangelist’s tone dead-on (you can 
listen to “Deanna” as either pure

pop or twisted gospel), and the 
poly-genre blend seems as natural 
to the Bad Seeds as a second skin. 
His enthusiasm and faith in his need 
to tell the story makes the narrative 
move, fleshes out the drama, and 
inflates him into a personality above 
and beyond the music. (Jon Spencer 
works on a similar principle: absur- 
dity saved from itself by total com- 
mitment.) 

Except for “New Morning” and 
“The Ship Song,” the selections on 
Live Seeds have Cave and the band 
bottom-feeding though cultural silt, 
ripping through the death-trip dark 
side and coming back to tell about it. 
Nick has the sensibilities of a smart 
tabloid reporter, padding and exag- 
gerating the missives with a literary 
flair and a rap just this side of per- 
jury, and the Bad Seeds remember 
the Band as much as they do the 
Birthday Party. They can crash 
though “Jack the Ripper” and “From 
Her to Eternity” or sway through the 
damaged classic feel of “The Weep- 
ing Song.” It’s all part of the same 
myth of sin (redeemed or not) and its 
consequences, which they try to en- 
compass in every song.

Play ‘Louie Louie’ 


Iggy Pop gives himself and 
the people what they want

ggy Pop is the original search- 
and-destroy punk survivor. But 
after riding shotgun with produc- 
er David Bowie on his 1977 al- 
bums The Idiot and Lust for Life, 
Pop came to resemble a restless hitchhik- 
| er with no particular place to go. 
| While punk-rockers borrowed his 
| 1969 Stooges shtick, Pop — who head- 
| lines Avalon on October 11 — tried his 
| hand at new wave on 1979’s New Values 
| and wigged out on 1982’s Zombie Bird- 
| house before returning to the Bowie fold 
| in 1986 for Blah Blah Blah. Then he 
| scored a minor hit in 1990 with Brick by 
| Brick. As the title track from that disc 
| promised, Pop was rebuilding his life, 
| even if Don Was’s slick production had 
| fans worried that he’d lost the raw lust 
for it. 

The success of Brick by Brick finally 
gave Pop the confidence to grab the 
reins. The payoff is his new American 
| Caesar (Virgin), a gritty, loose-rockin’ 
| effort that finds him hitting his peak as a 
| songwriter and a leader. It’s the first disc 
| he’s made since the early ’80s with a 
band that’s lean and mean enough to 
keep up with him as he descends into the 
| grungy blues-rock trenches of songs like 
| “Wild America” and “Plastic and Con- 
crete.” He also indulges in a few beauti- 
| fully rough-hewn ballads, including one 
| penned with his wife (“It’s Our Love”). 
| “Fucking Alone,” a reverie about the 
| melancholy romanticism of a rock-and- 
| roll life that’s set to a tribal beat and 
| mostly acoustic guitar, is one of the most 


poignant songs he’s ever written. The 
CD also features a blistering, gonzo ver- 
sion of “Louie Louie.” 

Pop, who’s an unbelievably raw 46, 
spent most of the summer touring Eu- 
rope, which is where I caught up with 
him by phone from France on Labor 
Day.

Q: American Caesar is your best album 
in years. Did you approach it differently? 

A: Well, I was less easy to satisfy in the 
writing. I did a lot in Mexico, where I didn’t 
have a tape recorder or a television. It was 
like turning my back on a bull. I purposely 
turned my back on the whole shit pile, the 
whole MTV/grunge/glam/techno/macho 
thing. I had a blue spiral pad, a pen, and a 
real cheap Yamaha acoustic. I figured that 
if something sounds half decent like that, 
then it’s going to sound really good when I 
jam it up. I worked on finishing songs 
rather than starting them and going out for 
beer and forgetting about them. 

When I got back to New York, I did 
more writing in my bedroom. I like to 
stare out the window, where you see the 
dog shit and the back of somebody else’s 
apartment, and the cats that can’t get 
out. I like exposing myself to all the hip- 
ness and nastiness of New York. I ended 
up with about a hundred ideas for songs. 
We worked on half of those, recorded 
half the ones we worked on, and finished 
22 or 23. 

Q: You obviously approached the stu- 
dio differently. This album is less polished 
and a lot more soulful. 

A: The big difference was that I didn’t 
record in a media center where there are 
always a lot of interested parties trying to 
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put their two cents in. And instead of us- 
ing big names, I did it with one small 
cast. On the last record I borrowed a lot 
of heavy dudes: Kenny Aronoff from 
Mellencamp’s thing on drums, Charlie 
Drayton and Waddy Wachtell from Keith 
Richards, and Slash and Duff McKagan. 
The whole thing took on this “famous 
friends” feel. 

This time I put my chips down on this 
little band and this young producer, 
Malcolm Burn. He was really key for 
me. I wanted to make a real loose al- 
bum and I didn’t want that horrible 
“humana hospital sound.” 


It’s the American rock sound of to- 


day. They take these bands and give 
them the best technology. They put them 
on total life support. Hey — “If the 
drummer can’t play, don’t worry; 
we've got a click track and 

we'll sample the snare 

sound. He’ll sound like 

fucking Godzilla. If the gui- 

tar is a little ragged, don’t 

worry, we'll put it through 

the fibrillator and out of the 
oscillator and then run it 
through the building to the 

EKG.” And on and on. It perfec- 
tionizes the sloppiness, some of 
which is nice in the first place. 

I wanted to make the kind of mu- 
sic that I’d like to be able to play af- 
ter the bomb goes off, after there’s 
no TVs and no more amps. I’m 46 
years old — if I call myself a musi- 
cian, I ought to be able to pick up 
an acoustic and just sing somebody 
a song. I wanted a sensitive pro- 
ducer — the “S” word — some- 
one who would get the feeling and 
emotion out of the songs without 
stepping on them. Malcolm is 
young and he’s not a big hip pro- 
ducer yet, so he’s not as jaded 
and coagulated as a lot of them 
are. He let me rock. 

Q: Did recording in New Or- 
leans affect the sound? 

A: A lot of people in New Orleans 
are the kind you need around if you 
want to make music: people on 
drugs, people with guns, derelict peo- 
ple, lazy people, and people that 
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aren’t ever going to be successful at any- 

thing. It creates a serendipitous, dreamy 

atmosphere. There are holes there that 

allow things to happen that you won’t get 

if you’ve got a stylist named Barbie hang- 

ing around telling you when the van or 
limo is coming. 

We all stayed in the same house 

— me, my cat, my wife, the 

three guys in the band, pro- 

ducer, and the engineer — 

so we had to bump into 

each other eating Chee- 

rios every morning and 
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went through the little things you go 
through when you have to encounter 
someone at length. After the first couple 
of weeks, that stuff started showing up 
on the tracks. 

We ended up with a document. Half of 
it is me trying to put a band together and 
for the first time not doing it from the 
standpoint of being a young guy who’s 
going to be in a band, but as a middle- 
aged guy who’s finally comfortable with 
the idea that he can support a band and 
that they can support me. It was like, 
“Okay, I’ll be your boss.” I was also trying 
to break out of doing songs where I just 
squeal and yell and play real loud. I tried 
to lay back and let the songs develop. 

Q: Did having a young band help? 

A: There’s a neat relationship between 
me and the drummer, Larry Mullens. 
He’s in his mid 20s and he’d been aware 
of my work for years. Actually, he wrote 
me letters years ago, when he was just 
out of high school. I found him after 
Brick by Brick and he played on that 
tour. He was delivering pizzas in Laurel 
Canyon and trying to make it in the LA 
scene. He got me listening to a lot of 
other music besides rock and roll, and he 
supports me in a quiet way to do stuff 
that’s off the beaten three chords. I think 
that came through in the vibe of “Jeal- 
ously” and “Highway Song.” They both 
started with me and him playing in a 
room with a big old marching drum and 
an acoustic guitar. 

He and I toured for about a year and a 
half with another bass player and gui- 
tarist, but they were totally into one-di- 
mensional, blunt-instrument rock and we 
thought we could do something more. So 
my tour manager, who also manages Tin 
Machine, hooked me up with [guitarist] 
Eric Schermerhorn. He’s from Boston; 
he was in a band called East of Eden, 
and he’s a friend of Reeves Gabrels. Tin 
Machine used him for a while to aug- 
ment their live sound. 

I didn’t like the way he played, but I 
liked him. The two of us developed a 
good rapport, and he started coming 
over to my pad in New York a couple 
times a week. We played acoustic guitars 
and it just fell into something that felt 
like it could go somewhere. The bass 
player, Hal Cragin, is the usual story. He 
was the guitar player’s roommate. It’s al- 
ways that way, you know: “Isn’t there 
somebody around who can just play bass 
and shut up?” 

So we all started working together 
about a year ago. We toured in South 
America and kept working toward get- 
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ting something together. I thought, hey, 
these are really good guys, I don’t think 
that if I close my eyes Tinker Bell is go- 
ing to come and say, “Here’s a better 
band for you, Iggy.” 

Q: Did you do any writing with the band? 

A: “Fucking Alone” is Eric’s music, and 
it came out to be one of the neatest ones. 
That song held the band together. It came 
at a juncture where I was like, “Well, I like 
this guy but I don’t know about this fucking 
stuff he played in Tin Machine.” Then I 
heard this simple two-chord acoustic thing 
he’d done with East of Eden and it had 
none of that flashy playing shit. That was 
nice, so I got him to play me the music for 
“Fucking Alone” and that had a vibe. I 
thought that if he’s capable of that, I want 
to work with him. 

He also gave me a little outro on “Wild 
America” and did some nice arrangement 
on that. And he came up with “Caesar” 
at the end of the record. That’s just him 
dicking around on a guitar. He was play- 
ing somebody else’s guitar and he 
couldn’t figure out how it was tuned. I 
was standing there in the studio and it 
just sounded Roman so I just went off. 
The engineer was very astute on this ses- 
sion, and as he recorded it he did the 
funny pans that you hear. There were 
two tracks that went to tape as you hear 
them, that one and “Hate.” 

Q: You once said that it’s been tough 
to find the discipline to sustain a success- 
ful solo career, but it seems that you’re 
finding the right amount without becom- 
ing... 

A: A grumpy fossil. I always feel busy 
these days and it’s a good feeling. When 
I was in my 20s, I wanted to be more en- 
gaged. I had all this stuff that I wanted to 
do, but it didn’t seem there were that 
many people interested. 

Q: Why did you record “Louie Louie”? 

A: It was like a game of chess. The 
record company was bugging me for a 
hit and “Louie Louie” was my way out. 
They were threatening that they 
wouldn’t promote the record if I didn’t 
give them a hit. I realized that what they 
were saying was the same thing the 
drunk frat guys used to say to my band 
when I was 18 years old: “Play ‘Louie 
Louie.’ ” They wanted me to play some- 
thing stupid that has a girl in it and goes 
over and over and is a hit. So I thought, 
hey, let’s just do “Louie Louie” and get 
this over with. QO

Billy Joel’s still zooming 
up the middle of the road

illy Joel has always been 
the most wistful of rock- 
ers. Even 20 years ago, 
when he recorded “Piano 
Man,” he sounded more 


| like the old man who requests the sad, 


sweet old song than the hungry 24-year- 


| old he was. Throughout the ’70s, he wrote 


| off the angry young men of his generation 
| as “boring as hell” while looking back (in 


“I’ve Loved These Days” and “Scenes 
from an Italian Restaurant”) at his not- 
long-gone youth with premature nostalgia. 
In the ’80s, he sang of the fading of the 
American dream (“Allentown”), recalled a 
war he never fought (“Goodnight, 
Saigon”), paid tribute to the song stylists 
of the early 60s (An Innocent Man), 
mourned the decline of the fishing indus- 
try (“The Downeaster Alexa”), rattled off 
a history lesson from the era spanning his 
lifetime (“We Didn’t Start the Fire”), and 
generally worked his way toward the 
lounge-lizard role he’d loathed and 
mocked all those years ago. 

It’s no wonder that, aside from his indis- 
putable piano-playing and song-crafting 
skills, Joel takes a lot of lumps for making 
music that’s less than urgent. He’s never 
been as angst-ridden or as confessional as 
his contemporaries. He’s always been more 
interested in telling stories than in polemi- 
cizing. He’s never been particularly fash- 
ionable (Glass Houses, his 1980 attempt to 
jump on the new-wave bandwagon, is es- 
pecially half-hearted). Joel is strictly meat- 
and-potatoes, and hot fudge sundaes for 
dessert, and he’s never apologized for that, 
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for which he deserves some credit. 

His first album in four years, River of 
Dreams (Columbia), and the supporting 
tour that kicked off last month at Boston 
Garden, find him still veering toward com- 
placence. But his wistful nostalgia has fi- 
nally developed a flip side, a realization 
that if things were better then, they’re not 
so great now. It’s a subtle but stunning 
shift: here’s Billy Joel — millionaire rock 
star married to Christie Brinkley, father of 
a seven-year-old girl, selling out Boston 
Garden, living the life of a comfy Long Is- 
land suburbanite, paunchy at 44 — and 
he’s plagued by doubts? 

River’s title track, the current hit single, 
is a bouncy song with an infectious beat 
and strong harmonies, sounding like one 
of Paul Simon’s Third World ventures. 
But the lyrics tell of a series of allegorical 
nightmares, and in each, the singer is 
“searching for something/Taken out of my 
soul.” In the Cream-y rocker “Shades of 
Grey,” the singer doubts the dogmatic ide- 
ological convictions of his youth (what 
convictions?) and announces, “I won’t be 
righteous again/I’m not that sure any- 
more.” Joel sings with an eerie falsetto of 
the “weakness” and “obsessions” behind 
his love for his wife in “Blonde over Blue.” 
He seems to be closing a chapter of his life 
in “Famous Last Words,” though he notes 
that the wedding cake tastes “sweet after 
all these years.” And in “Lullaby (Good- 
night, My Angel),” a song for his daugh- 
ter, he confronts the fear of death (her 
fear? his?) by offering assurance that we 
linger on in the memories of others. 

These songs are as well-built as any of 
the hits in his canon, though in his 
September 14 performance, his first night 
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GILDED ROCK: his wistful nostalgia has finally developed the re- 
alization that if things were better then, they’re not so great now. 


at the Garden since 1979, they still sound- 
ed tentative. For two hours, Joel raced 
around the stage to several synthesizers 
and grand pianos (all of which rotated so 
he could play to the listeners on all sides of 
the stage), and the crowd ate up his every 
antic. Yet he seemed the fat-and-happy 
pop star, expending little energy (he never 
broke enough of a sweat to remove his 
jacket), as if he didn’t have to try that 
hard. Even “Big Shot,” his hardest rocker 
ever, sounded pepless. 

The most solid performances were his 
early 80s material (“Pressure,” “Goodnight 
Saigon,”) and the ballads (the Hendrix-in- 
spired “Shameless” and “Innocent Man,”

even though he let percussionist/utility 
woman Crystal Taliefero do the.falsetto). 
He can still handle the demanding piano 
fanfare of “Angry Young Man” with Jerry 
Lee Lewis—like assurance. At his age, and 
on the set list with “Shades of Grey,” that 
dismissal of ideologues sounds more apt. 
Joel may not rock any harder than he 
ever has, and his hard-won insights may 
not be that deep or original, but he at last 
seems secure in his doubt. He’s matured 
to the point where the longtime underlying 
theme of his music — that rock and roll 
can’t save you, but it can comfort you in 
the middle of the night — finally suits him 
well. Q

Bravo Giovanni

he concert version of Don 
Giovanni presented last 
weekend at Jordan Hall may 
be the crowning achievement 
of Emmanuel Music, which 
under its director, Craig Smith, has given 
Boston so much memorable music over 
the past two decades. When the New Eng- 
land Conservatory learned that this event 
was endangered by the rift between Em- 
manuel Music and the Episcopal Diocese, 
NEC president Lawrence Lesser offered 
free use of Jordan Hall. This was Em- 
manuel Music’s first event to take place 
away from Emmanuel Church, a benefit 
for the last organization you’d expect Em- 
manuel Music to do a benefit for: itself. 
After intermission, Leonard Matczynski, 
executive director of Emmanuel Music, 
announced: “We’re musicians and all we 
want to do is make our music. Please stay 
with us.” 
The audience was certainly with every- 
one participating in this astonishing 


| evening. Smith, who has conducted this 
| Opera so many times in the brilliant, noto- 
| rious production staged by Peter Sellars, 
| was at last in the limelight himself. From 
| the deep, terrifying, universe-embracing 

opening chords of the overture to the inex- 
| orable final cataclysm, he led the most ex- 
| traordinarily powerful, witty, and shapely 
| (virtually uncut) performance imaginable 
| of this most magnificent and challenging 


of operatic masterpieces. 
Smith broadened passages often trivial- 
ized and speeded up. Don Giovanni’s 


| murderous duel with the Commendatore 
| and Donna Anna’s spellbinding narrative 
| of her rape were almost ritualistic — mys- 
| teries not of dim lights and easy melodra- 


ma but of the darkest recesses of the hu- 


| man spirit. The end of Don Giovanni's se- 
| duction duet with Zerlina was all the more

ominous for its unhurried sensuality. 
Smith then compensated by rewving things 
up — Giovanni’s “Champagne” aria, the 
act-one finale — to speeds of breathless, 
exhilarating intensity. Transitions were al- 
ways decisive and dramatic, yet nothing 
ever seemed forced or unnatural. Don 
Giovanni is a long opera, but I can’t re- 
member it ever flying by so quickly. 

This was Smith’s first Don Giovanni 
with his own Emmanuel Chamber Orches- 
tra. After countless splendid forays into 
Mozart, it gave him the performance of a 
lifetime, alternating utmost finesse (gal- 
lant, airborne, crystalline aristocratic — 
never mincing) with the tremors and thun- 
derbolts of imminent damnation. At Jor- 
dan Hall, you could hear, far more clearly 
than in the echoing acoustics of Em- 
manuel Church, the eloquent detail 
emerging from every corner of the stage, 
and what technical authority and stylistic 
cohesiveness this miraculous ensemble has 
achieved. 

Smith was also blessed with some of the 
most remarkable Mozart singers of this 
generation. In the title role was James 
Maddalena, who sang this part back in 
Manchester, New Hampshire, in 1980, in 
the production that marked the profes- 
sional opera-directing debut of Peter Sel- 
lars (and for which Smith served as the 
vocal coach — it was where he and Sellars 
met). Maddalena’s virtues have amplified. 
He is even more charismatic — more 
commanding, more threatening, more hu- 
man, sexier, funnier — and in more gor- 
geous voice than he was 13 years ago. 
Who wouldn’t succumb to the insinuations 
of this dangerous but irresistible seducer? 

Is there anyone in the world you’d 
rather hear as Leporello, Giovanni’s San- 
cho Panza and not-all-that-unwilling part- 
ner in crime, than baritone Sanford Sylvan 
(who'll soon be singing this role at Glyn- 
debourne)? His was the freshest, most nu- 
anced, most richly sung performance of

this role I’ve ever heard. Together again 
for the how-many-eth time, Sylvan and 
Maddalena (Figaro and the Count in the 
Smith/Sellars Marriage of Figaro; Chou 
En-lai and Richard Nixon in Nixon in Chi- 
na) seem to read each other’s minds, 
breathe each other’s musical breaths. 
When Leporello disguises himself as his 
master, Sylvan sang with Maddalena’s 
most lubricious tones, and the mimicry 
was sublime. 

New Hampshire’s Donna Elvira was the 
scintillating Susan Larson. Thirteen years 
have deepened her interpretation too. Elvi- 
ra is less a caricature, her frustrated rage 
and humiliation now even more painful, 
though still hilarious. Larson was also in 
full vocal tilt. She never got to sing Elvira’s 
big aria in the version done in Manchester; 
her stunning rendition last weekend was 
worth the wait. 

Don Ottavio, who sings two of Mozart’s 
most heavenly tenor arias (each written for 
a different version), usually emerges as an 
effete, ineffectual wimp. But not if you’ve 
got Frank Kelley. His singing, especially of 
the breath-defying “Il mio tesoro,” ele- 
gantly ornamented in the repeat, was a 
model of virile, aristocratic devotion. Don- 
ald Wilkinson, as the peasant bridegroom, 
Masetto, was no mere clown but an en- 
dearing personification of dignified bump- 
kinhood. 

In this context, others in the cast were 
more problematical. Soprano Carole 
Haber was a sympathetic and noble Donna 
Anna (rape victim or willing accomplice?). 
She was especially impressive in the rich- 
ness and accuracy of her high coloratura. 
But her voice occasionally narrowed (as 
for trills and roulades) when it needed to 
open out into more heroic declamation. 
Nancy Mayer, a young light mezzo, played 
the peasant bride Zerlina with a rare in- 
wardness; she aimed her doubts and ques- 
tions at herself rather than coyly at the au- 
dience. If she can zero her pearly tone in 
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on pitches with more devastating preci- 
sion, sharpen her Italian diction (Haber 
should too), and energize her sense of 
rhythm, she could become a treasure. Vin- 
cent D. Stringer began as a thin-voiced 
Commendatore, but like everyone else, he 
made his biggest moments count. 

These remarkable performers, along 
with Smith, the orchestra, and the chorus, 
achieved to a rare degree the adhesion of 
intention and accomplishment. They 
could do anything! The singers were living 
their roles; the orchestra gave them a 
place to live. Nothing got oversimplified. 
More than is possible in any staged pro- 
duction, the ambiguities of this most am- 
biguous of operas were fully realized. The 
standing ovation was only the latest ex- 
pression of a community’s longstanding 
gratitude.

September used to be the month during 
which you waited for the season to get 
rolling. That’s no longer the case. Several 
years ago, the Longy School began to take 
up the slack by starting an annual Septem- 
berFest. This year, the opening salvo was 
fired at a concert that featured a mar- 
velous set of Brahms songs and duets sung 
by Longy faculty members Susan Larson, 
Jane Struss, and Robert Honeysucker. 
Larson and Struss were enchanting as 
“two pretty sisters” — their voices so dif- 
ferent (Larson’s a glittering filament, 
Struss’s a dark velvet plush) yet so inti- 
mately compatible. Honeysucker offered a 
“Meine Liebe ist griin” (“My Love Is 
Green”) of heroic resonance. And Struss 
had the last word in one of Brahms’s most 
profound utterances, “Von ewiger Liebe” 
(”Eternal Love”). 

Longy’s Pickman Hall has been quietly 
refurbished: library shelves removed, stage 
expanded, seats and risers added in the 
balcony, lighting improved, acoustical baf- 
fles installed on the ceiling. But what once 
had provided respectable sound is now an 
acoustical graveyard, with all the warmth 
and ambiance of a soundproof booth. Per- 
formers only a few feet away sounded as if 
they were behind a wall. Let’s pray this 
can be fixed. 

At its almost sinfully comfortable (and 
acoustically pleasing) concert hall, the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
launched its 1993-’94 musical series with 
a program the highlight of which was the 
captivating soprano Karol Bennett singing 
Schubert lieder, including “An die Musik” 
and “Die Forelle” (“The Trout”), sympa- 
thetically and idiomatically accompanied 
by pianist Veronica Jochum, the two of 
them joined in that epic pastoral, “Der 
Hirt auf dem Felsen” (“The Shepherd on 
the Rocks”), by the excellent clarinettist 
Jonathan Cohler. 

The Boston Musica Viva began its 25th- 
anniversary season with some happily re- 
visited BMV commissions like Joyce 
Mekeel’s still freshly atmospheric charmer 
for flute and percussion, Runes (1976), 
and John Harbison’s brief but quietly mov- 
ing Exequien for Calvin Simmons (written 
in 1982 to commemorate the gifted young 
conductor who had recently drowned), 
more-than-an-exercise for the lower regis- 
ters of piano, strings (two violas and cel- 
lo), and winds (alto flute and bass clar- 
inet). The more exciting of the two new 
commissions was Donal Fox’s exuberant, 
moving, dramatically paced Chamber Im- 
provisation IV. 

And no season could begin without 
BSO flutist Fenwick Smith’s annual recital 
(this was his 18th). No one finds more 
out-of-the-way works more worth hearing. 
This year it was music by Leclair (with 
John Gibbons on harpsichord), Frank 
Martin (with pianist Sally Pinkas), Donald 
Martino’s appealing early flute solo 
Quodlibet, and an engagingly prolix sonata 
by Sigfrid Karg-Elert (1877-1933). The 
highlights were three Bach cantata arias 
with flute obbligato and the premiere of 
Daniel Pinkham’s brief, witty-but-serious 
set for mezzo-soprano, alto flute, and 
handbell (played here, from memory, by 
the composer himself), called Vowels (the 
text consisting of “Ah,” “Eh,” “Ee,” “Aw,” 
and “Oo”). D’Anna Fortunato was in her 
warmest, most lustrous voice. 

And speaking of Bach cantatas, back at 
Emmanuel Church, after all the travails, 
Craig Smith’s marvelous weekly cantatas 
have in fact resumed as part of the Sunday 
service and are being scheduled through 
December (the first one was the celebrato- 
ry BWV 34, O ewiges Feuer). The prob- 
lems for Smith and his musicians, howev- 
er, aren’t over yet. At Don Giovanni, 
Leonard Matczynski mentioned that the 
notable Brahms chamber-music series 
would definitely resume in January, but he 
didn’t say — or know — where. Q

busters 


The Passengers and 
the Tiptons can play

istening to two new genre-busting releases 
on the Knitting Factory label — Plain Old 
Joe by the Jazz Passengers, and Saxhouse by 
the Billy Tipton Memorial Saxophone Quar- 
tet — I’m reminded of the time that the chief 
honcho of ESP Disk wrote me a letter asking would | 
please refrain from using the word “jazz” when writing 
about the products of his label. They included works by Al- 
bert Ayler, Ornette Coleman, and Marion Brown. 

At the time — this was 1969 — the request seemed 
prompted as much by an eye on the market (jazz was go- 
ing through one of its unpopular phases) as by principle 
(many of the musicians he worked with, he claimed, found 
the word to be a “pejorative”). Whatever his motive, cate- 
goric labels back then were something to be argued about 
in strong words. Nowadays, professional ironists like the 
Passengers play multi-labeled music — they play “jazz,” 
too, but when they do they usually also play the quotation 
marks. Meanwhile, the Tiptons just play music, with a little 
improvisational spot here and there. And though you might 
not know quite what standard to hold them to, both groups 
do what they’ve chosen very well. 

The Passengers, in fact, are a delight, lovable, madcap cut- 
ups who have been compared to the Willem Breuker Kollek- 
tif — they have the same cut-and-paste approach to building 
a composition, a similar absurdist sensibility. Another fair 
comparison would be to the Art Ensemble of Chicago, 
specifically in their use of enigmatic percussion. A sextet led 
by saxophonist Roy Nathanson and trombonist Curtis 
Fowlkes, their instrumentation ensures frequent stretches of 
unfamiliar textures — for example, sax, trombone, and vio- 





Bassist Bradley Jones rounds out the group and everybody 
except Nolet doubles on vocals, which are kept to a judi- 
cious minimum — though their version of “If I Were a 
Bell,” which mixes the original lyrics with homemade surre- 
alism, is cute and typically eclectic, with a passage of Grap- 
pelli-like hot violin followed by a sax-driven free-jazz thing. 
Throughout the CD, free jazz (what else to call those ex- 
cursions of no-fixed-time-signature, no-key wailing) pops 
up like a blast from the past, invigorating nostalgia, though 
played to the hilt. Okay, nostalgia may be a little strong, 
but there’s really nothing left to prove and no barriers to be 
broken, and unless you’re Cecil Taylor adding another 
two-hour freakout to your accumulated corpus, your free 
blowing is going to attain meaning by relationship to your 
non-free blowing. Context, then, is the subject matter of 
the current avant-garde. The Jazz Passengers don’t play 
anything new, they just rearrange the old bits into new pat- 
terns, and imaginatively, at that. 
All this scene-shifting can sound pointlessly clever — 
which isn’t bad, since a lot of music satisfies on that level 
— but at its best, it’s a strategy that subverts one’s resis- 
tance to non-mod emotions. For instance, “20792 Peace 
Talk & Deception,” which starts with the usual bobbing 
and weaving before settling into a section that’s positively 
sweet, then some breathy tenor by Nathanson accompa- 
nied by spooky violin and random rhythm trappings, all 
over a persistent calliope-like vamp from the vibes. The ef- 
fect is inexplicably poignant. 
Effective eclecticism is also the stomping ground of the 
Tipton Quartet. an all-female group named after the wom- 
an who disguised herself as a man in order to pursue a ca- 
reer in jazz — so successfully that when she died and her 
true gender was revealed, even her three adopted children 
were shocked at the news (and this is recent history, folks). 
So as a statement the group’s name is a beaut — though 
the music, being music, is not polemical. The Tiptons’ 
eclecticism tends to reveal itself from cut to cut rather than 
within a single composition, moving from funky (the title 
cut, which also features drums) to Latin (“Salvatore”) to 
klezmer (“Frailoch”) to (and now I’m just guessing) Ja- 
maican carnival music (“Sabiha”). 
Most of the arrangements are credited to altoist Amy De- 
nio, as are the two most impressive compositions. “Spanish 
Eye” is two-faced, first soft-toned, then swaggering. “I Will 
Be Sad” starts out sounding like a breathing exercise, with a 
sad draggy drone; then a slight but attractive melody rises 
up out of the murk, the kind of simple thing that gets under

Chris and his Vietnamese inamora- 
ta Kim, struggling to find each 
other through the fog, glare, and 
fwip-fwip of whirring blades as the 
fall of Saigon is re-enacted, com- 
plete with landing and takeoff of a 
lifesize, computer-operated heli- 
copter. There is something trou- 
bling about this razzle-dazzie re- 
enactment of such a painful 
moment in our collective con- 
sciousness as backdrop to a love 
story. But that’s not to say that the 
musical — superbly staged, from 
the shimmery shards of Saigon to 
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the blinking fleshpots of Bangkok 
— does not accomplish what it 
sets out to do. Directed by Britisher 
Nicholas Hytner, with a musical 
staging by longtime Michael 
Bennett associate Bob Avian, it’s 
both an emotional wrench and 
Vegas-worthy, but much more 
atmospheric, spectacle. And the 
national-touring cast — led by 
Jennifer C. Paz as Kim, Jarrod 
Emick as Chris, and Raul Aranas 
as the combination Horatio Alger 
and Cabaret MC known as the 
Engineer — is strong. At the Wang

The play is about 
innocence literally and figuratively 
lost, and it’s more ambitious (and 
cinematic) than anything Griffin 
has previously written. At Trinity 
Rep, its ominous, lyrical element is 
abetted by David Wheeler’s direc- 
tion, which manages to tuck it into 
the canny Hollywood-food-chain 
comedy, and by Eugene Lee’s 
multi-location, movable-part set.

tion. On his debut as a leader, he 
strikes an impressive balance 
between convention and chaos; a 
lyrical player with a smooth and 
rounded tone, he’s willing to aban- 
don that at the drop of a hat and 
let rip with a stretch of raspy ambi- 
guity. 

His bossa original “Nu King- 
dom” displays his two sides nicely; 
“Trickle Down Economics” leans 
toward the liberated cry, building to 
great snarly wails over a scrabbling 
nod-time rhythm. Another original,

and “new thing” ecstasy; father 
Cal's “Assunta” offers a switch to 
soprano for a probing workout, the 
galloping backdrop supplied by 
trio-mates Hideiji Taninaka (bass) 
and Sadiq M. Abdu Shahid 
(drums). Throughout, these two 
supply full-scale and responsive 
support, so that there's little of the 
austerity that the piano-less instru- 
mentation might lead you to 
expect. In fact, the just-plain-fun 
factor is surprisingly high here.

**x*x* Meredith d’'Ambrosio, 
SHADOWLAND (Sunnyside). 
Singers have scatted their impro- 
vised variations on tunes since 
jazz began. King Pleasure, Jon 
Hendricks, and a handful of others 
have written clever lyrics to instru- 
mental classics. Meredith d’Am- 
brosio has done something no- 
body’s done before: she’s com- 
bined her (initially) improvised 
melody and written new lyrics to fit 
her improvisations, gently extend- 
ing the standards. She calls them 
“paraphrase songs,” and she 
works them perfectly into the fab- 
ric of the originals. 

Five out of the dozen songs are 
standards: “Alone Together,” “I 
Should Care,” “You've Changed,” 
“Fools Rush In,” “You Leave Me 
Breathless.” And her new lyrics 
add dimensions that enhance the 
apparent intent of the composers. 
D'Ambrosio does it all in her win- 
ning, witty, absolutely beboppish 
melodies and with her little-girl- 
with-stars-in-her-eyes view of love. 

The remaining tunes are collab- 
orations with pianists Dave 
McKenna, Kevin Gibbs, and Eddie 
| Higgins — her lyrics, their songs. 
| She offers smooth — if lovelorn — 
chamber readings of everything. 
Elegant, understated, innovative.

THE TWIN CITIES REPLAY ZEN 
ARCADE (Synapse). Yes, it’s a 
song-by-song cover of Hisker 
Dii's landmark double LP of (gasp) 
10 years ago, with each track han- 
died by a different Minneapolis 
band. Although the usual tribute- 
album pitfalis turn up (sound-alike 
versions on one hand, too-clever 
redefinitions on the other), it still 
hangs together, mainly because 
the urgent emotions of these 





songs are so easy to plug back 
into, and because the wide style 
and mood swings were already 
there on the original. 

TVBC’s “Reoccurring Dreams” 
is jazzier and less brutal than the 
Huskers’, but it’s still a formidable 
guitar workout. The one real bum- 
mer, aside from ex—Boston Rock 
staffer Terri Sutton’s self-serving 
liner notes, is Dylan Hicks’ snotty 
“Biggest Lie.” But there are at 
least four outright gems: the Hang- 


Ups’ “Eight Miles High” (which. 


lands midway between the Byrds 
and Hisker versions), Zuzu’s 
Petals’ haunted “Standing by the 
Sea,” the Blue Up’s “Pink Turns to 
Blue,” and, best of all, an accor- 
dion-led reworking of “Never 
Talking to You Again” by Prest 
Asbestus (including Babes in 
Toyland drummer Lori Barbero). 
The original band would probably 
appreciate the irony that it’s mostly 
the female-lied bands who manage 
to out-Di the Hiskers.

This 
live follow-up to last year’s History 
is more casual, with plenty of 
Wainwright's acerbic between- 
song banter and maybe one too 
many throwaways (the encore “Tip 
That Waitress” is best heard live, 
in the presence of singer and sub- 
ject). But the high points capture 
what made History a career water- 
shed. The good joke songs hold 
up under repeated listenings (this 
is the guy who wrote “Dead 
Skunk,” after all); the more per- 
sonal songs are uncommonly 
affecting. 

This is especially true when 
Wainwright makes thematic 
segues between first-person nar- 
ratives in the birthday greeting 
“Five Years Old” (in which the lack 
of explanation for the father’s 
absence becomes a dark subtext) 
and “Your Mother and |,” a divorce 
song, typically understated but bit- 
ter (“Your folks fell in love/Love’s a 
very deep hole”). His literacy and 
musical tact are so straightforward 
you might easily take them for 
granted — until you notice the epic 
sweep of events and emotions 
he’s capable of covering in his 
conversational rhyming verse

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BAD RELIGION: they toe the line between poetry and polemics. 


*x**1/2 Bad Religion, RECIPE 
FOR HATE (Epitaph). Southern 
California’s Bad Religion have 
been carrying the hardcore punk- 
rock torch for more than a decade 
now, releasing intelligent melodic 
discs like Recipe for Hate every 
other year on the label owned by 
guitarist Brett Gurewitz, and main- 
taining a loyal base of fans who 
like their music loud, fast, and 
unabashedly political. From the 
Start they refused to accept any of 
the traditional limitations of the 
genre, eschewing noise, sloppi- 
ness, and metallic tendencies in 
favor of tight, tuneful arrangements 
and old-fashioned pop values, 
augmenting hardcore’s high-veloci- 
ty, guitar-heavy attack with every- 
thing from piano and pedal steel to 
three-part vocal harmonies. 

Here they sound more than 
ever like a more polite and less 
quirky version of the Dead Kenne- 
dys. Singer Greg Graffin toes the 
line between poetry and polemics 
as he takes the US to task for revi- 
sionist history (“Recipe for Hate”), 
urban poverty (“Struck a Nerve”), 
and the new isolationism (“Ameri- 
can Jesus”). Eddie Vedder (Pear! 
Jam) and Johnette Napolitano 
(Concrete Blond) chime in with the 
rest of the band on backing vocals, 
sweetening the impact of ideologi- 
Cally pointed lyrics like “Our history 
as it’s portrayed is just a recipe for 
hate.” Graffin may get a bit heavy- 
handed with his politics, but it’s 
great to hear somebody rhyming 
“history,” “dichotomy,” and “proge- 
ny” in the context of punk rock.

But from the first 
vibrant flute line, drum slap, and 
balafon (wooden xylophone) riff, 
this spectacular roots group from 
West Africa's Burkina Faso come 
delightfully unglued. They may 
have been recorded in rural 
England (at Peter Gabriel's Real 
World Studio) under the guidance 
of Daniel Lanois and with collabo- 
ration from drummer Billy Cobham 
and fligethornist David Devries, 
but the wild feeling of Burkina 
Faso’s sub-Saharan plains comes 
through forcefully.

Bakari Traore is especially satisfy- 
ing throughout, giving the rollicking 
percussion grooves that begin and 
end the album a strong melodic 
dimension — a reminder of this 
music’s historic and spiritual con- 
nection with American jazz. At its 
heart are sparser selections like 
the title track, featuring rough, 
evocative flute and sharp djembe 
drum, and “Nanore,” in which 
pulse percussion and a fat, dou- 
ble-bass-like plucked string instru- 
ment back lively call-and-harmo- 
nized-response vocal.

LIVE: THE LADY SINGS... 
JAZZ AND BLUES STOLEN 
MOMENTS (Motown/PolyGram). 
Diana Ross singing jazz and blues 
stolen moments in front of a six-, 
10-, or 17-piece all-acoustic band 
sounds gorgeously, joyously /iber- 
ated. Free from struggling to be the 
MTV hitmaker she isn’t, she jumps 
on stage with bass player Ron 
Carter, the trumpets of Jon Faddis 
and Roy Hargrove, and the trom- 
bones of Urbie Greene and Slide 
Hampton and lets her hair down, 
becoming the big-band chanteuse. 

Her fluttery soprano loses its 
grip, and she likes the feeling, 
trusting her ferocious swing to get 
her back on top of the beat and in 
charge of the melody. She rolls 
with authority through easy fun like 
“Fine and Mellow”; she draws 
even Bessie Smith’s rudely 
brawny “Gimme a Pigfoot (and a 
Bottle of Beer)” within range of her 
charm. And her smooth whirl 
through “I Cried for You” puts the 
histrionics of Jimmy Scott's ver- 
sion to shame. As in Lady Sings 
the Blues, Ross dares to squirm 
her small soprano into songs that 
Billie Holiday’s originals rendered 
as overwhelmingly stormy, know- 
ing that her slim waist — and her 
bands’ dance moves — can carry 
the full load of “Lover Man,” 
“Strange Fruit,” “Good Morning 
Heartache,” and much more.

** Annihilator, SET THE 
WORLD ON FIRE (Roadrunner/ 
Epic). This Canadian quintet have 
the requisite metal chops; it’s the 
mild inconsistencies of style that 
nag at this, their third album. Too 
often the band hover in the middie 
of the road; they’re at their best 
when they allow the extremes of 
their musical character to surface. 
The title track runs a ragged edge 
between brutally syncopated guitar 
riffs and an airtight rhythm section. 
Yet even at their most bellicose, 
they can’t resist melodic outbursts 
that are straight from Rush and 
Styx. “Phoenix Rising” is a syiph- 
like melody that ebbs and flows, 
intermittently swelling into sweep- 
ing, harmonious choruses. 
“Sounds Good to Me” is a little 
more corporeal but every bit as 
tuneful. “Knight Jumps Queen” 
brings the band back down to 
earth with a rowdy metaphoric col- 
lision between sex and chess. 
Wayne Darley fans the flames in 
the lyrics with an absolutely 
hydraulic bass line, and the guitar 
interjections serve as a piquant 
Greek chorus. Comparisons to 
Anthrax and Metallica loom large 
in this band’s press, but this album 
doesn’t generate the same power- 
ful, high-density alloy of musical 
mettie and lyrical strength as 
Metallica or Sound of White Noise 
— though that would be a tall 
order for anyone.
